She advised that on November 22, 1963, she was 
employed in a clerical capacity in the Classified Adver- 
tising Department of "The Dallas Morning News" newspaper, - 
Dallas, Texas. She advised that the Classified Advertising 
Department is located on the ground floor on the newspaper 
building. 

Mrs. Ivey stated that to the beot of her recollec- 
tion it was about 11 A.M., on November 22, 1963, when 
she observed Jack Ruby in the Classified Advertising De- 

S artment. She stated she affixes the time as approximately 
1 A.M..beoause prior to this time she had temporarily 
left the building to conduct some personal business 
in the area and was hurrying to return to the building 
by 11 A.M., as her supervisor, Mrs. Claire Con Ion, had 
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Indicated that she wanted to go to lunch on time 00 
that she, Mrs. Conlon, could return to the building to 
watch the Presidential Motorcade. Mrs. Ivey stated that 
it was Mrs. Conlon’’ s normal custom to go to lunch at 

11 A.M. 

Mrs. Ivey stated that upon returning to the 
newspaper building she walked through the lobby on the 
ground floor and walked around behind the counter to 
the area where she normally waits on the customers. 

As she was walking behind the counter she glanced toward 
the lobby and observed Jack Ruby walking acrocs the 
lobby in the direction of the elevator. At approximately 
the same instant she observed Ruby, Ruby also observed 
her and at this Instant turned towards her and raised 
his voice and said "Hi, the President is going to be here 
today." Ruby -also during the conversation waved his 
hand in her direction. She stated that it was necessary 
for Ruby to raise his voice because he was quite a distance 
from her and that she then lost sight of Ruby and does 
not know whether he went to the elevator or left the 
building.

as Jews. 


EVIDENCE OF RUBY'S DERANGED HIND AND MENIAL TURMOIL, 


Ruby's emotional disturbance and insanity goes back almost 
to hie birth. He was brought up by parents who lived in a Jewish area 
surrounded by gangs of non-Jews who frequently attacked him and other 


Jews. As a child he read and heard about the senseless savage killing

As of 7-31-64, more than 1756 Investigative reports 
comprising more than 17,200 pages constituting the FBI's 
investigation have been furnished to the Commission. Further# 
over 3682 items of physical evidence were received in the 
FBI Laboratory for technical examination. In addition, our 
Exhibit Section constructed and delivered to the Commission 
detailed scale models of the assassination area, including 
appropriate buildings, landmarks, etc., with accompanying 
volume of visual aids. 

We do not have a record of the number of interviews 
conducted since the assassination and the only way this could • 
be accomplished would bo a time consuming physical count* 
Likewise, we do not know the number of Agent-days spent on 
this investigation and tabulating same would be an enormous 
undertaking. It is pointed out that virtually every field 
office and legal attache have at one time or another conducted 
some investigation in this matter.

However, he did note that during the course of the JONES 
investigation, he had on several occasions read these tran- 
scripts and does not recall the name of JACK RUBY ever being 
mentioned. HANSSON stated he positively does not think that 
the name of JACK RUBY ever came up in the recorded interviews 
Of JONES by GUTHRIE and BUTLER. 


HANSSON noted he does not have a good opinion at 
all of STEVE GUTHRIE and would not place any confidence in 
any statement by GUTHRIE to the effect that JONES had 
mentioned the nam6 of JACK RUBY during the interviews. 

Regarding the reported return of the transcriptions 
of the phonograph records to the Dallas Police Department on 
December 2, 1959, from the Clerk of the court of Criminal 
Appeals, State of Texas, Austin, Texas, HANSSON advised this 
would have been a routine matter and he would surmise the 
transcriptions were indeed returned at that time to the Dallas 
Police Depax tment, but he nevertheless does not recall the 
specific incident.

He never met RUBY or had any contact whatsoever with 
him. The only time .he heard of RUBY was after I£E HARVEY OSWALD 
was shot. Following this, he remembered seeing RUBY somewhere 
before, but ’could not recall the location. 

STARKS worked from 3:30 PM to 11:30 PM, Saturday, V - 
November 23, 1963, and, therefore, was not at the Empire Room 
that night, November *3, 1963. 

STARKS is certain he was at the Empire Room on Sunday, 
November 17, 1963, but does not specifically remember seeing 
BRANCH at the club that evening. STARKS stated he cannot 
recall ever seeing RUBY at the Empire Room and has never seen 
RUBY engaged in conversation with JOHN HENRY BRANCH. 

DEROSTUS MC COLLOUGH/MILES was 'interviewed at 
residence,' 934 South Norovandic -Avenue, Apartment Number 101^ V".. . 
where he manages the apartment house and he furnished the " T • 
following information; >

He met JACK RUBY at the Carousel Club in Dallas, V ^ 
Texas, a week before the fair opened on October 5, 1963, • 

which would make the meotlng date with RUBY about September 
28, 1963» He subsequently met with RUBY three or four times 
prior to October 6, 1963, when his show, "How Hollywood . 

Hakes Movies" opened at the fair. These visits occurred 
at the Carousel Club, we re usually between 12:00 PM midnight . 
and 2:00 AM in the morning, and would vary in duration from 
one to two hours. He usually had someone with him when he. 
visited RUBY, and it wa3 always someone affiliated w^th-his , 
show. His show personnel included BOB CRAVEN, HARRY# LOVEJOY, / 
SAM/ DOUGHERTY, JOEr"KAllDULLA, and MARVHtf&ARftteR, and one or // 
two of these persons would accompany him when he visited / .. 

RUBY at the Carousel Club. 

The topic of conversation during the above mentioned 
meetings included show business, dogs, RUBY'S bar, and his 
twist board. Politico we re never discussed at these meetings, 
to the best of his recollection. He took a personal liking 
to RUBY and enjoyed talking to him. 

He has no recollection of seeing RUBY at any time, 
either in Dallas or at the fair grounds prior to the opening 
of the show on October 6, 1963# other than the above mentioned 
contacts. Subsequent to the opening of the show, RUBY 
visited his show site three to five times. RUBY was alone, 
upon the occasion of these visits which occurred in the 
morning or the afternoon, and lasted from one to two hours. 
During the period October 6 through October 19, he and some ~ ' v ' 
of his show people visited RUBY at the Carousel Club - 

approximately seven to ten times, usually in the late evening 
hours. On one occasion, the entire personnel of his show 
visited the Carousel Club. 
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Sometime between October 1, 1963, and October 6, . 

1963, he vicited RUBY at the Carousel Club and borrowed 

several items used as, props for his show. One item was 

a three foot square mirror taken from RUBY'S office and a 

large cooler unit about three feet square and eighteen 

inches in depth. Both items were obtained from RUBY at 

the same time and were brought to his show site by RUBY 

who was assisted by one of his Negro workers. . .. .

He does not recall RUBY obtaining any political v. 

radio script called "Life Line" or that RUBY over commented : *■ 
on any Right Wing literature. Politics were never a topic 
of conversation at any of the meetings with RUBY, as best 
he can recall. 

An itinerant worker, LARRY CRAFARD, had been 
working at a show located next to his show at the fair 
grounds but was fired from his Job. He felt sorry for 
CRAFARD and hired him since CRAFARD appeared to need money 
for living expenses. One night CRAFARD and another 
individual also employed at the fair grounds engaged in 
a fight and CRAFARD had several teeth knocked out. He 
does not know what prompted the fight and was not present 
at the time the fight took place. CRAFARD appeared to be 
an illiterate individual and an ordinary itinerant v/orker. - 
He lost contact with CRAFARD when the. show closed on 
October 19, 1963. , 

During his contacts with RUDY he became aware — 
of the fact that RUBY carried a gun in a shoulder holster. 

RUBY also carried large amounts of money on his person, 
believed to be about $1000 or more. He is of the opinion . 
that RUBY tried to impress people with the idea that he 
was a cuccessful business man and night club operator; 
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Mr. ROBERT/CRAVEN, 5805 Bucknell Street, Worth 
Hollywood. California, who operates a business known both . / 

’as Mr. "C" Fashions and as Superior Contracting Company, y:r.r‘~ 

located at 407 East Pico Street, Los Angeles, California, 
telephone RI 9-9500, residence phone 877-7443, was interviewed, 
at which time he advised as follows: 

He met JACK RUBY approximately one year prior to 
the time his show, "How Hollywood Makes Movies," opened in 
Dallas, Texas, on October 5 , 1963 . He does not recall, however, 
having any contact telephonically or otherwise with RUBY on 
September 26, 27, 28, or 29, 1963. He saw RUBY in Dallas, 

Texas, two or three days prior to the opening of the show on 
October 5> 1983* The place of their meeting was the Dallas 
fairgrounds and RUBY continued to visit the Dallas fairgrounds . 
practically every day during the fair and usually visited 
CRAVEN'S show. He cannot remember the exact days or times of 
RUBY 1 s visits but remembers that on the days he was at the fair 
it was usually during the afternoon. 

CRAVEN visited RUBY'c night club in Dallas on 
several occasions while there but cannot remember the exact 
dates. He does r.ot recall RUBY ever having any radio scripts 
called "Life-Line" or any political literature in his possession. 
He said RUBY did not comment on any right-wing literature being 
distributed at the Dallas fair by H. L. Hunt or other conserva- 
tive groups. 

CRAVEN recalled that they hired "LARRY" CRAFARD 
when he came to their show requesting a Job. He said RUBY 
did not know CRAFARD prior to the time he was hired by CRAVEN, 
but that he met CRAFARD during the fair. Fe said he had no 
reason to question CRAFARD's activities in any way while he was 
employed by them. - V . : : .y V 

CRAVEN stated that RUBY did not invest any money in 
their show, "How Hollywood Makes Movies."

Mrs, HUMPHRIES stated she was formerly employed as a 
waitress at the Tago Club, 2822 McKinney Avenue, Dallas, Texas, 

Mrs. HUMPHRIES recalled that on Saturday night, 

November 23, 1963, at approximately midnight, JACK RUBY entered 
the Pago Club alone. She seated RUBY at a table near the middle 
of the club, RUBY ordered a plain CcXe. Upon being served the 
CoXe, RUBY ashed, “Why are you open?" According to Mrs. HUMPHRIES, 
RUBY ashed this question as though it were a sacrilege to be open, 
Mrs, HUMPHRIES stated she said, "Ash my employer," in answer to 
RUBY* 8 question and she then walhed away from ruby's table, having 
no further conversation with him, 

Mrs, HUMPHRIES related that a few minutes had passed 
by when she observed BOB NORTON, owner of the Pago Club, sit 
down and join RUBY at RUBY'S table, NORTON called Mrs. HUMPHRIES 
over to the table and he also ordered a plain Cohe.

NORTON stated that on Saturday night# November 23# 
1963# he had given $50.00 in cash to JACK L. RUBY at the 
Pago Club prior to RUBY leaving the club that night. ; 

Concerning this $50.00# NORTON gave tha following 
explanation regarding his giving RUBY this money* 

NORTON stated that some months earlier in 1963# 
approximately fifteen owners of different commercial night 
clubs in the Dallas area had formed a group known as the 
"Dallas Association of Clubs and Lounges" with the purpose 
of accumulating a small treasury to enable the owners to 
have a fund to conduct credit checks# locate bad check 
passers# and# in general to perform different acts to Improve 
the operations of the clubs and lounges and create a better 
impression of the club owners in the minds of the local 
citizens. i 



NORTON stated that ha was elected the first 
President of this group# which did not have any office space 


as such. 


While the organization had good Intentions at first# 
the few members lost interest and the group decided to fold. 
However# during the short time the association was in 
existence, it had accumulated around $400.00 in its treasury. 
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HORTON stated that JACK RUBY was not an official 
member of the Association, but at on« time he had been given 
some tickets to sell for a special party given by the 
Association. The money from the sale of all tickets by the 
group was to go to the Association's treasury. As HORTON 
recalls, RUBY was not at the party and did not turn in his 

money for the tickets or return any tickets.

At that time, the new President and Vice President 
of the group went to RUBY to get the money for these tickets 
and RUBY apparently became displeased with their approach and 
told them he would not give them any money for the tickets. 

The President then went to see HORTON to tell him about RUBY'S 
refusal to give them any money, but prior to his arrival, 

RUBY called HORTON and explained to him about the visit o£ 
the new Association President; that he had beon rude to him as 
he, RUBY, was tied up with other business matters at the 
time of the President's visit, and that he (RUBY) was sorry 
and would give HORTON the money in a few days. 

HORTON stated that about two weeks later, RUBY gave 
him $50.00 for the party tickets. NORTON told RUBY that the 
group had decided to dissolve, and that he would probably get 
his $50.00 back. 

The Association subsequently held a meeting of the 
membership, which was advertised in the paper, at which 
meeting it was decided to disband the organization and split 
up the some $400.00 which was still in the treasury. NORTON 
did not attend the meeting, but he learned that the group had 
voted not to give RUBY a share of the money to be divided as 
the members did not consider RUBY to be officially a member 
of the Association. 
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HORTON stated that ho received $48.00 a a hla 
part of tha division of tho treasury. Ho fait poraonally 
that RUBY ahould also havo boon given a ahare of the group's 
division.* of money aa RUBY had Just rocently given tho 
organization tho $50.00 for tickets to tho last party; but 
inasmuch as tho organization had votod who were and wore not 
ellgiblo for tho treasury split, RUBY was not entitled to any 
funds from tho group. 

HORTON stated that since ho had told RUBY that ho 
would probably got his $50.00 back, ho felt morally responsible 
to see that RUBY did receive his $50.00 back from tho 
organization. 

HORTON stated that it was this $50.00 that ho gave 
RUBY on Saturday night# November 23# 1963# at tho Pago Club. 

Ho stated that tho sum was actually $50.00 and not $25.00 or 
any other sum. HORTON does not recall just what typo of bills 
ho used In paying RUBY# but ho believes it was in fives# tens 
and possibly twenties. 

HORTON stated that ho does not believe that RUBY 1 had- 
come to tho Pago club tho night of November 23, 1963# to obtain 
this money from him, but NORTON felt that Inasmuch as RUBY was 
in tho club, it was a good time to pay him what ho# NORTON,

He was 
approached by RUBY, who asked him if he would like to see the 
show as his guest.

He was watching television with RAMOIIA' WAGNER, also 
known as Tuesday/Ryan (his wife from whom he is presently 
seeking a divorce), on November 22, 1963* when he heard a 
news flash that President KENNEDY had. been shot.

He never made any long-distance telephone calls from 
the Carousel Club and he is positive that RUBY never made any 
long-distance calls from his, PIKE'S, phone.

• after 1:00 p.m. and went to a brokerage house located next to Hoffman’s 
where they watched the news coming in concerning the assassination. 

They remained at this place for approximately 30 minutes then went 

back to Hoffman’s where they* again spoke with Mr. HOFFMAN for a few • 
minutes.

• He recalled BARCZ wanted to make a telephone call to his 

; employer, a television station in Warsaw, Poland, to report the news 
of the assassination.

It appeared 
to GLOWACKI that RUBY was more concerned with the result on business

Thereafter, he 
terminated their conversation, departed, and headed for the 
exit; however, GILMORE did not actually see RUBY leave the 
building.

Editor of "The Dallas Tices Herald* newspaper, advised on 

August 3, 1364, that information furnished to his newspaper 

concerning the questions and answers of a polygraph examination 

of JACK RUBY on July 18, 1964, was given to the newspaper in 

confidence and he could nc-t, therefore, divulge the source.

Hr. M3 I3UGH3 stated ha could say the information 
did not come from anyone In an official Federal or State .. .. . 
agency. He said he would contact his source on August 4 , 

1964, In an effort to ascertain if the source would agree 
either to VC KNIGHT famishing source's identity or else 
having the source contact the FBI and furnish the information. 

On August 6, 1964, Hr. VC XNIGOT stated he had 
contacted the source who had furnished the Information in 
question. He 6tated the source did not wish his identity 
divulged and he felt he could not, therefore, reveal the name 
of the source. 

Kr. M3 KN'IGHT was asked again if what he had previously 
advised, that the source v&a net anyone In a Federal or State . 
agency, was true. He stated he wished to correct this statement 
by saying that he could positively state the information did not • r~\ 
cone from anyone in the FBI or the President's Commission, but ; T ' 
that he would not go further as to elimination cf anyone else. 
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Mr. CLAYTON-'TOWLER on interview at his office was asked ; • 
vdiether or not he furbished information to any news facility, newspaper, 
or reported concerning information as to the questions propounded • . 
to JACK RUBY or the answers given by him when RUBY was questioned - • 

through the use of a polygraph machine* 

Mr. FOWLER stated he did not furnish any information con- 
cerning the interview of RUBY with the polygraph machine to anyone 
or any organization that could have been responsible for the publication 
of such information* . • 

Mr. FOWLER was then asked if he knew who had furnished such 
information. He replied that he did not know who furnished the inform, 
mat ion, however he is certain in his mind that it was not anyone — 
connected with either the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the 
President's Commission, or '* e Dallas Sheriff's Department. He further 
stated he is certain information was not furnished by D»* BEAVERS or 
by the stenographer who recorded the Interview. He stated he does not 
believe that Mr. TOHAHILL furnished any such information although he 
cannot be posit^-e of this* . 

It was called to Mr. FOWLER's attention at this time that 
he had excluded everyone except Mr. BXLlTf ALEXANDER of the Dallas 
District Attorney's Office* # ,~ / • ^ . ...-L — 

Mr. FOWLER stated he was aware of this and added that he 
does not know that Mr. ALEXANDER furnished the information but he feels 
that everyone else who had access to the information can be 
eliminated. _ _ .... . .* ■ . • ; v r; - ‘ 

» - Mr. FOWLER stated it was agreed in advance of the interview 

that the information would not be disclosed and it was at the request 
of JACK RUBY that Mr. ALEXANDER and Mr. TONAHILL were requested not to 
be present during the polygraph examination. He added, however, that 
the questions to be propounded to RUBY were prepared in advance and 
it was agreed that these questions would be read to RUBY prior to the 
time that the polygraph machine was brought into use. RUBY was not to 
answer the Questions at this time. However, when these questions were 
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read to F.U8Y, and so me of then were read two or three times, RUBY 
would answer most of them and both ALEXANDER and TONAHILL were present 
at the time and ALEXANDER was making notes as to the questions and 
answers. He does not recall whether or not Mr. TONAJHILL was making 
notes as to these questions and answers. It was, therefore, possible 
for Mr. ALEXANDER to have detailed notes as to the questions and as 
to the answers given by RUBY while the polygraph machine was not In 
operation. 
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Mr. JOfc^'TONAHILL, Attorney, was interviewed and he advised 
he wanted to categoric ally state that he had nothing to do with . 
releasing the text of a polygraph test given to JACK RUBY by the -* 
Federal Bureau of Investigation on July 18, 1964, at the request of 
the Presidents Commission. Mr. TONAHILL related that he was upset 
by the release of this test to the press because certain questions 
were asked of JACK RUBY which were inclined to reflect on the surface 
that there was premeditation involved in RUBY*s shooting LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. Mr. TONAHILL stated that prior to the time of the test and 
during the formulation of the questions which were to be asked of 
RUBY, Assistant District Attorney WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER of Dallas, ' 
Texas, was highly Interested in questions being phrased that would ; 
be asked RUBY whereby premeditation would be shown. Mr. TONAHILL ; ' ' 
stated that Mr. WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER knows very well that there 
are many reversible errors In the record of the trial of JACK RUBY 
and that it is highly likely that RUBY will have to be tried over 
at a later date. He stated that it Is his opinion that ALEXANDER 
caused the transcript of the test to be released to the press. ■* 


Mr. TONAHILL stated he did not take notes during the course 
of this test but that he personally observed ALEXANDER writing down 
the questions and then writing down the answers RUBY gave, which 
answers RUBY gave prior to being placed on the polygraph machine. 

Mr. TONAHILL stated he would be willing to be questioned 
under oath or any other way relative to the leaks of the polygraph 
test to "The Dallas Times Herald.". ,. , , ■ 

TONAHILL stated that although it was his personal opinion 
that WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER may have caused the results of the polygraph 
test to be leaked he had no proof that ALEXANDER did this or caused 
this information to be leaked to "The Dallas Times Herald." 


TONAHILL stated he did not know of his own knowledge nor had 
he heard how the results of this polygraph test were given to "The 
Dallas Times Herald." * 
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HENRY M. WADE, Dallas County District Attorney, was 
interviewed in his office at Dallas. Texas. Mr. WADE s tated he had . 
compared the transcript, furnished by Mr. WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, “ . 

Assistant District Attorney, Dallas County, with notes he had taken ; 
during the preliminary questions that were asked of JACK RUBY by the 
President** Commission on July 18, 1964, dealing with the polygraph 
. test and the article appearing in "The Dallas Times Herald" on 
July 22, 1964, which article allegedly contained the results of this

Mr. WADE advised that it was his opinion that ALEXANDER 
could not have given this information to "The Dallas Times Herald" 
since it appeared to him that it was a verbatim transcript and that - 
the memorandum which ALEXANDER had submitted to him was more or 
less summarizing the questions and answers that were asked of RUBY 
on July 18, 1964, prior to the actual giving of the polygraph test. 

Mr. WADE stated he had no idea as to who might have released this 
information to "The Dallas Times Herald.'* 
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Mr. WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, Assistant District Attorney, 

Dallas County, Dallas, Texas, advised that he represented the District 
Attorney’s office in Dallas County at the time the representative -T 
of the President's Commission came to Dallas, Texas, on July 18, 1964,. 
for the purpose of giving a polygraph test to JACK RUBY. ALEXANDER 
related that this test was given by a representative of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Prior to the actual test, the questions 
were formulated and were read to RUBY whereby, as best as ALEXANDER 
remembers, RUBY answered the questions. ALEXANDER stated he did 
hot take down the questions verbatim nor did he take down the 
answers verbatim but summarized same. .... . ..... . 


Mr. ALEXANDER advised that when the tests were actually 
given to RUBY, defense counsel, JOE T0NA1IILL, and he, ALEXANDER, left 
the room and, as best as he could remember, the President's Commission 
representative, two Federal \Bureau of Investigation Agents, a court 
reporter, J)r._JWILLIAM ROBER'n BEAVERS, and the Dallas County Jailer, 
as well as CLAYTON FOWLER, counsel for RUBY, stayed in the room 
where these tests were being given. On Monday morning, July 20, 

1964, he directed a memorandum to District Attorney HENRY M. WADE 
setting forth a summary of the events that transpired from his notes 
and his memory and discussed this with Mr. WADE. 

Mr. ALEXANDER related that he compared his notes with the . 
"transcript of the questions and answers of. “The Dallas Times Herald" 
'which appeared to him to be the verbatim transcript of the questions 
asked of RUBY and the answer s RUBY gave. In addition, in “The 
Dallas Times Herald," RUBY, in answering some of the questions, had . ri 
attempted to explain his answers. ALEXANDER stated this was not done 
in his presence. ALEXANDER stated he could categorically state that • 
he did not know how “The Dallas Times Herald" obtained the transcript 
of RUBY's polygraph test and that he did not give this to “The Dallas 
Times Herald" nor did he have any knowledge as to how “The Dallas Times 
Herald" obtained this transcript. ALEXANDER stated it was his personal 
opinion that the transcript came from someone who either had a 
recorder on his person or took shorthand notes. ALEXANDER stated he 
wanted to reiterate that he did not give or cause the results of this 
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polygraph test to be given to the news media or to anyone else. He --

As a result of a letter dated 0/10/64, immediate 
investigation was initiated concerning this matter. This is 
an intensive investigation requiring numerous Interviews regarding 
the various leaks. WTO's investigation to date discloses a 
complete lack of organization within the Commission concerning 
handling of records, and there was found to bo no document control 
and no accountability for documents whether classified or not. It 
has been determined thoro were 62 people employed by the Commission, 
the majority of whom have now been interviewed. Copies of 
Ruby's testimony before Chief Justice Warren has boon obtained 
from the Commission. This was the document which appeared in the ".V>; 
"New York Journal American" under the by-line of Dorothy Kilgallen. 
We are currently endoavorlng to obtain from the "New York Journal

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Synopth: This .report Includes results of investigation 

requested by President's Commission on the Assassination 
of President KENNEDY. 
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The President's Commission on the Assassination of 


President KENNEDY has heretofore been furnished copies of photo- 
graphs of certain property of JACK L. RUBY found in the possession 
of the Dallas, Texas, Police Department and Dallas County District 
Attorney. The Commission has noted that at the time of his arrest, 
the back seat of RUBY's car contained partial copies of the 
"Dallas Morning News" and "Fort Worth Star Telegram" newspapers. 
Issues for November 20, 1963; a partial copy of the "Wall Street 
Journal", issue of November 18, 1963; an advertisement for "HLH v 
Products"; and several "Life Line" radio transcripts. It is • 
observed that photographs of RUBY property made on June 1 and I,"^ 
1964, above, do not appear to include these items . • 

The Commission requested Investigation to locate and 
forward, if possible, accurate copies of these papers as they 
were found in RUBY's car, and advice if all property found in .. 
RUBY's car has been located and photographed. 

Files of the Dallas FBI Office concerned with this 
investigation disclose property of RUBY known to have been in 
the possession of Dallas Police Department was reported to have 
come from three sources; namely, RUBY's person, his automobile, 
and his apartment. 

Special Agents of the FBI Inventoried certain of the 
RUBY property in possession of Dallas Police Department as 
follows; • 

A. Items said to have been removed from RUBY's person 
at Dallas City Jail, inventoried November 24, 1963. 

B. Items said to have been removed from RUB7's car. 
by Dallas Police Department , inventoried November 24, 1963. • 

C. Items observed by Special Agents in RU37's car 
at Dallas Police Auto Pound, inventoried November 25, 1963. 

D. Items observed by Special Agents in RUB7's car > . 
at Dallas Police Auto Pound, Inventoried November 28, 1963,

By cominunlcatlon September 11, 1964, the Bureau was : 
advised that comparison of items 6aid to have been removed from 
RUBY'S person, A above, were found to be substantially identical 
with items found at the Property Room, Dallas Police Department, 
on June 2, 1964. The Bureau was Informed that examination of 
items said to have been removed from RUBY's car by Dallas Police 
Department, B above, were found to be substantially identical - 
with items observed by Special Agents and photographed at the 
Dallas Police Department, December 3, 1963, and again observed - ~ ' 
and photographed in the office of the Dallas County District 
Attorney on June 1, 1964. It is observed the items specifically * 
mentioned by the Commission were listed among items observed in 
RUBY's car at the Dallas Police Auto Pound on November 28, 1963, 

D above. The Bureau was Informed of negative results to locate 
any additional RUBY property in possession of the Dallas Police 
Department and/or the Dallas County District Attorney. ~ 

There follow the results of investigation elsewhere. 
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EVA' GRANT, 3929 Rawlins Street, telephone LA 6-6258, advised 
she did not go to the apartment previously occupied by JACK L. RUBY 
on November 24, 1963, but did go a few days later.

She said GEORGE SENATOR'S property had already been removed .

with operation of 'Vegas Club. Numerous invoices for merchandise 
and services were noted, along with bank statements, records of - ' - 
payments for payroll, etc.

The various papers were photographed under SA CLEMENTS*

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Sergeant T^eSSBWBLL, Dallas Police Department Pound, 
Dallas, Texas, advised his records, under number 102653* 
reflect that a 1960 Oldsmoblle, Vehicle Identification Number 
607T07749, 1963 Texas license PD-76Q, owner - JACK RUBY, was 
released to the Merchants State Bank,;Dallas, Texas, on

The June 27, 1964, 
issue of "The Dallas Horning News" carried an article by 
Carl Freund relating to this testimony. In addition, the.^ •. 
"New York Journal-American" newspaper featured a series of 
articles by Dorothy Kilgallen beginning in the August 18, 

1964, issue, setting forth a verbatim transcript of the 
testimony taken during the examination of Ruby by Chief 
Justice Warren. Also, the July 22, 1964, issue of "The _ ;r 
Dallas Times Herald" newspaper contained an article. pur- 
porting to be the complete transcript of the polygraph > 
examination of Jack L. Ruby which took place July 18, 1964, »■ * 
at the Dallas County Jail.

Likewise fee is aware that RUBY was to have been 
afforded a polygraph interview on July 18, 1964, He argued, 
to no avail, against the advisability of this and took no 
part in the preliminaries. 

He has never read the Commission transcript of 
either Interview, but has read them from galley proofs. He Z"" 
has been to Dallas, Texas, on two or three occasions on 
Commission business. He feas never met any representatives 
of the press there, or given any Interviews. He felt this 
was the prerogative of the General Counsel.

He added that he has handled liaison matters between 
the Commission and the Departsent of Justice, and Is responsible 
to Hr. RANKIN for administrative direction of the Commission's . *

J In regard to the interview of JACK RUBY at Dallas, 

Texas, on June 7, 1961, by Chief Justice EARL WARREN and staff. 
Information concerning the results of which appeared in the 
June 27, 1964, issue of "The Dallas Horning News," in an 
article under the by-line of CARL FREUND, and the full 
transcript of which appeared in the August 18, 1964, Issue of 
the "New York Journal American," under the by-line of DOROTHY 
KELGALLLN, Hr. VILLENS advised as follows: .. 

He stated that he was not present at this interview 

of RUBY in Dallas, on June 7, 1964. Ho said also that in his 
assignment at the Commission, ho receives documents and 
materials shortly after thoir arrival at the Commission offices, 
and therefore saw and read the transcript of this interview 
a few days after the Interview took place. Hr. VILLENS 
recalled that after having read this transcript, he had made 
arrangements to have copies made by the firm of Vard and Paul, 
in Washington, for use of the Commission and staff. Sometime 
later, additional copies of this transcript were prepared in 
the offices of the Commission for the use of Commission members 
and the staff. Hr. VILLENS maintained one of these copies in 
his desk in his office at the Commission until the time of the 
.KILGAULEN story In the "Journal American." He had had no 
occasion to refer to this document for some time, and made a " 
point of checking to see whether his copy was still in his 
possession. He said that he did locate the copy in his desk 
drawer, and on September 17, 1964, had turned it over to 
Krs. BEVERLY HECKMAN, Hr. RANKIN'S secretary. In connection 
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Ur. WILLENS stated that fen a trip to Dallas in 
Uarch, 1664, on Commission business, be had granted interviews 
to two reporters, one from each of the Dallas newspapers. It 
is his recollection that neither of these men was CAUL FREUND. 

He added that he can not recall having met anyone else connected 
with the Dallas papers. Ur. WILLENS stated that he does not 
know DOROTHY KILGALLEN, and that he can not recall ever having 
met anyone connected with the "New York Journal American." 

Ur. WILLENS stated emphatically that he had not . ■ 

furnished documents or information which resulted in the 
disclosures in the press on this mattor, to anyone. 

Ur. WILLENS commented, when asked whether he had 
any Information which might assist in determining the possible 
source of this unauthorized disclosure, that during the 
Democratic National Convention at Atlantic City, in late 
August, 1964, he had been told by a reporter for "Newsweek" 
magazine, whom he stated he considered young but reliable, 
that a rumor was prevalent among the newsmen that DOROTHY 
KILGALLEN had been seen on the West Coast in the company of 
HELVIN BELLI shortly before the appearance of the KILGALLEN 
articles on the June 7, 1964, interview of RUBY. Ur. WILLENS 
stated that this was strictly rumor, according to his source, 
and that he could not offer any additional information concerning 
the matter. 

With regard to the polygraph examination afforded 
JACK RUBY at Dallas, Texas, on July 18, 1964, the complete 
transcript of which appeared in the July 22, 1964, issue of 
the "Dallas Timos-IIcrald" newspaper, Ur. WILLENS advised that 
he was not present at this polygraph examination of RUBY. He 
a stated, hov/ever, that prior to the examination, he had seen 
. * and discussed with Commission staff members proposed questions 
to be used in the examination. According to Ur. WILLENS 
these were questions on specific subjects, and was not in 
any sense, the complete list of questions to be asked of RUBY. 

Ur. WILLENS said that his first knowledge of the 
results of the polygraph examination was obtained by means of 
a telephone call made to him by ARLEN SPECTER, staff attorney, 
who was present at the examination. SPECTER, according to 
Ur. WILLENS, had given him a summary of what had transpired 
at this examination. Including RUBY's reactions during the 
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examination. It was Mr. VILLENS* recollection that be had 
received this call from SPECTER two or three days after the 
examination, and before the transcript thereof had reached 
the Commission. Mr. VILLENS stated specifically that SPECTER 
bad not furnished him information concerning specific questions 
and answers in the examination, and that SPECTER certainly had' 
not made available to him anything that could be considered 
the complete testimony of RUBY on this occasion.

Mr. VILLENS said that, as with almost all documents 
coming in to the Commission, he had seen the transcript of 
this examination virtually at the moment it arrived at the 
Commission. He believed this to have been within several days 
after the examination took place. 

Mr. WILLENS stated that except as explained earlier, 
he can not recall having met any representative of the Dallas 
newspapers. He commented that he can not recall ever having 
known anyone connected with the "Dallas Times Herald." 

Mr. WILLENS stated emphatically that he had not 
furnished documents or information which resulted in the 
disclosure in the press on this matter to anyone. 

Mr. WILLENS commented that in the administrative 
procedures of the Commission, there is no problem in the 
reproducing of Commission documents by any member of the staff, 
for 6taff use. 

Mr. WILLENS said that he has read the FBI reports of 
investigation into the unauthorized disclosures of Commission 
information and documents in the press. He said that he has 
'formed the conclusion that these disclosures occurred in Dallas. 
He added that he has implicit faith in the members of the 
Commission staff, and is satisfied that no Commission employee 
was the source of any of these disclosures. 
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Mr. EDWARD A.'COSROY, . PI annlng_ andProgram Bra nch, 
.Inspection Service,. -Internal Revenue Service, "Washington, 

D. C, . advised he worked for the President's Commission looking 
“Into the assassination of President KENNEDY from January 16, 
1964, until Hay 18, 1964. Ee said since his employment with 
the Commission terminated prior to June 7, 1964, that he had 
no knowledge concerning the transcript of the interview Chief 
Justice WARREN and members of the president 's Commission had 
wit h JAC K RUEY at Dallas, Texas, on June 7, 1964. Be said " 
DOROTHY Kl LGALLEN is not known to him personally. 

Mr. CONROY also advised he has never seen the .. 
results of the polygraph examination afforded JACK RUBY 
at the Dallas County Jail, Dallas, Texas, on July 18, 1964. 
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* Or* ALYRED 'GOLDBERG^Kdiio,^ vac interviewed in the

M.i and advised that he has never seen a transcript of the 
polygraph examination afforded to JACK RUBY on July 18, 1984, 
in Dallas, Texas* Ha has only been to Dallas, Texas, on 
Commission business on one occasion, that being in early 
April, 1964* Be had nothing to do vith prior preparation of 
Polygraph questions and is not acquainted vith anyone affiliated 
vith the "Dallas Times Herald" newspaper* Dr* CQIDBSRG stated 
that he has read some of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
reports on the Investigation conducted in Dallas, Texas, 
concerning the leak of Information concerning the Polygraph 
examination and has always felt that the leak took place in 
Dallas, rather than at the Commission* 

Dr* GOZDEBEG continued that he very probably caw 
the Commission transcript of the June 7, 1964, interview between 
JACK RUBY and Chief Justice KARL WARREN within a veek after 
it was received at the Commission offices* As he recalls, 
the transcript was bound in a Jacket that was probably yellow 
in color, but may have been blue* Ea stated that he read 
this transcript and then returned It to the front office of 
the Commission* He cannot recall having aeon it since and 
added that in his work ho would have no occasion to refer 
back to the original transcript* 

Dr* GOLDBERG explained that his editorial responsibility 
Is spread over the entire Commission report and his Individual 
writing is only indirectly concerned with JACK RUBY* . 

He stated that he is cot acquainted with DOROTHY 
KI LG ALIEN or anyone, affiliated vith the "New York Journal 
American" newspaper# He stated he has never made any Commission 
information available to anyone not entitled to receive it* 
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j Dr, GOLDBERG stated that he recalls reading somewhere 

fo the effect that during the time that RUBY was being Inter- 
viewed by Chief Justice WARREN, DOROTHY K I LG ALLEN was in Dallas, 
Texas, and had been seen talking to RUBY and his attorneys. 

Be added that frequently copies are made of Commission 
documents by people In the Commission who have need for them. 

Be added that this is not normally done in the case of tran- 
scripts and that additional copies of these are usually made 
commercially. 
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* Hr. JOHN HART^LT, .LawClerkJto. Chief Justice KA RL 

_¥ARR£N, was interviewed In the mil ices of the President ’si T C- 
Commission, 200 Karyland Avenue, K.E. Be stated that iron 
approximately February 15 to June 15, 1964, he was on loan "TC »'< 
to the President’s Commission. From approximately June 15 to .. 
July 15, 1964, he was on vacation, during which time he was 
studying for and took a bar examination. From approximately 
July 15 to August 15, 1964, ho was employed as law Clerk in ' * 
the office of Chief Justice WAREEN. Effective August 15, 1964, 
he returned to the President’s Commission, where he has been 
exclusively engaged working on the USE HARVEY OSWAID biography » 
up to the night before the assassination ef President JOHN F. 
KENNEDY. 

He stated that he has been to Dallas, Texas, en one 
occasion in either Rarch or April, 1964, on Commission business. 
During that period he met no reporters and is not acquainted 
with any reporters on either of the Dallas newspapers. Be 
does net know anyone affiliated with "The Dallas Horning News" 
or the Dallas Times Herald. ** Hr* ELY stated that he knows 
nothing concerning the June 7, 1964, Interview between JACK 
RUBY and Chief Justice WALKEN and has never seen a transcript 
of that interview. He is not acquainted with DOROTHY KI LG ALIEN 
and knows no one affiliated with the "New York Journal American . n 
He never made any Commission information available to anyone 
not entitled to receive it. 

Hr. SLY stated that ho has never seen a transcript 
. of the polygraph examination afforded to JACK RUBY on July 18, 
1964, in Dallas, Texas, and had no prior knowledge that the 
Interview was to be conducted. Ha did not make any Information 
available concerning this examination to anyone. 

Hr. SLY stated that during the period he was on 
vacation and working as Law Clerk for Chief Justice WARRSN 
he had no access to Commission documents and had no occasion 
to be cognizant of them* 
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JOHN J.' O'BRIEN, Assistant_Chief , Investigative Branchy 
Inspection Service, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) Headquarters, 
Washington, D, C., furnished the folloving information: 

O'BRIEN was detailed to the President's Commission by 
the IRS from January to May, 1964, along vith EDVARD A. CONROY, 
also of IRS. During Commission assignment, O'BRIEN worked in 
the Commission Office located in the .'Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Building, 200 Maryland Avenue, N.E., Washington, where he and - J 
CONROY had been furnished a private office and a personal 
secretary. 

O'BRIEN and CONROY had been assigned the specific 
project of the "Preparation of Chronological History of the 
Principal Characters of the Assassination." These "Principal 
Characters" consisted of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, Mrs. LEE HARVEY OSWALD and JACK RUBY. In addition, 
O'BRIEN and CONROY were requested to submit recommendations for 
additional coverage of possible value to the investigation. 

When these specific assignments were completed, O'BRIEN and 
CONROY were released from detail vith the Commission and returned 
to direct IRS employment.

O'BRIEN and CONROY were detailed to the Commission 
during the early phases of the Commission's work, and in the * 
completion of their assignment they personally reviewed all 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and Secret Service reports from 
which they extracted material needed to compile their 
chronological history*

O'BRIEN had all Commission records and documents 
available to him during the entire duration of his detail to 
the Commission. All other Commission staff members and 
employees also had free and unlimited access to the Commission 
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records and documents. General distribution of documents 
among Committee employees was necessary to effect efficient 
operations. 

The Commission staff was divided into six groups, 
each of which consisted of a Senior Attorney, a Junior 
Attorney and other staff members. The Commission also employed 
an abundance of secretarial and clerical employees. : 

The American Bar Association also had been provided 
space within the Commission Offices where Commission documents 
would have been available to them. - 

Security from outside penetration of Commission space 
by the press or other unauthorized personnel was maintained in 1 

an effective manner by the General Services Administration ! 

guard force in the building. All pertinent documents and 
papers of the Commission were maintained in safes and other 
security devices when not in use during evening hours. ; 

O'BRIEN does not consider the leak of information I 

• from Commission files to have been resultant from unauthorized j 

penetration of Commission space. He does consider that the i 

information could have been leaked by members of the Committee's 
staff or by members of some other governmental agency or 
business concern which had authorized access to the pertinent 
information during some phase of the Commission's investigation. •

O'BRIEN was unable to furnish any specific information j 
revealing or indicating the sources of leakage of Commission » 

material. He could provide no suspects in this regard.

as follows concerning the leaks of Information appearing in 
"The Dallas Horning News," on JUne 27, 1964, under the by-line 
of CARL FREUlvD, pertaining to the interview of JACK RUBY by 
Chief Justice EARL If ABREK of the United States Supreme Court, 
on JUne 7, 1964, and the "Hew York Journal- American," on 
August 18, 1964, under the by-line of DOROTHY kii/TAT.TJM which 
set forth the results of this interview verbatim: . . 


Concerning his area of work. Hr. POLLAK stated 
that he frequently used one of the bound copies of BUBY's 
testimony before Chief justice WARREN until approximately 
four weeks ago when the galley proofs of this testimony were 
obtained from the Government Printing Office. Since that 
tine he has worked solely from the galley proofs. Generally 
he obtained the bound copy of the testimony from the Office 
of Hr, BURT GRIFFIN and did not have to charge it out. On 
other occasions he obtained the document from Hrs. JULIA EIDE 
or Krs. BEVERLY HECEZ1AN and it was charged to him. 

llr. . POLLAK said that while it was in his office 
overnight it was locked in his file cabinet. He has no specific 
recollection of taking it home with him although he did take 
home other material relating to bis work. ... . 

Mr. POLLAK does sot know CARL FREUND of "The 
Dallas Morning Hows," nor any other employee or reporter 
of that paper. Ee does not know DOROTHY K I LG ALLEN nor any 
other employee or reporter of the "Hew York Journal - American." 

Hr. POLLAK said he did sot make a copy of RUBY'S 
testimony available to anyone connected with any news media 
nor anyone else outside the Commission. 

Concerning the article appearing in the "Dallas 
Times Herald" on July 22, 1964, pertaining to the polygraph 

- examination of RU3Y on July 18, 1964, Hr. POLLAK advised as 

follows: 
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Ho bad occasion to utilize the polygraph transcript 
to a somewhat lesser degree than the copy of RUEY’s testimony. 
He obtained this transcript in the same manner as the testimony 
and provided the same degree of security. 

Mr. POLLAK does not know any reporter or employee 
of the "Dallas Times Herald" and did not make the polygraph 
transcript available to any news media i.or anyone else outside 
the Commission. ■; - - •*'/• ■ • . 

Ur. POLLAK said he could not conceive of any member 
of the Commission or staff leaking this Information outside 
the Commission. He noted that copies of this material are 
available to RUBY or \his-^attorneys and in view of the attitude 
of RUBY‘s sister, EVAV-GRANT, feels that she may be the source 
of these leaks. Hr. 'POLLAK added that he has no basis in fact 
for this opinion.

Hr. SHAFFER advised that he Is presently employed i 

as a 8pocial Attorney, Criminal Division, Department of Justice, • 
Washington, D. C. , and was so employed just prior to December •£ 

25, 1963, when he was assigned to the legal staff of Commission : l\ 

Counsel J. LEE RANKIN, of the President's Commission handling 
the investigation of the assassination of President JOHN F. * 

KENNEDY, He continued in this capacity until the early part 
of April, 19G4, at which time he returned to the Department of \ 

Justice to handle several cases Involving court trials. He 
said that because of the pressure of his own work he did not 


return to the Commission legal staff. 


He Indicated that his work on the legal staff of the 
Commission entailed reviewing reports, suggesting courses of 
investigation, and assisting at conferences concerning legal 
phases of the Investigation. He said that Inasmuch as he left 
the Commission in April, 1964, he had not seen or handled the 
testimony of JACK RUBY which was taken by Chief Justice EARL 
WARREN at Dallas, Texas, on June 7, 1964. Ho said he was not 
aware of how many copies were made of this testimony nor who 
would ha vo the copies nor who would havo access to them. 

He said that at no time was he ever approached by 
anyone to reveal the results of the Investigation by the 
Commission, nor did he know of anyone who had b een approached 
in this manner. He said he was aware that DOROTHY KI LG ALLEN 
had published part of the JACK RUBY testimony, but he did not 
know how this testimony was obtained by her or who might have 
• been responsible for the leak. He said he could furnish the 
* names of no suspects who might have been responsible for leaking ^ 
results of the Commission Investigation to the press. > 
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f* Hr, LLOYD X/ WEIKIEB, Attorney, was Interviewed in

Be has never read a transcri pt o f the polygraph 
examination which was afforded to JACK EUBY On July 16* 1964, 
in Dallas, Texas, and was not aware that a purported copy of 
the transcript appeared in the "Dallas Tices Herald” until 
he was so advised during the interview* Be is not acquainted 
with anyone affiliated with the "Dallas Times Ber&ld*” 

Hr. WEINKES continued that he has never read a copy 
of the transcript of the interview conducted with JACK RUBY 
by Chief Justice SAUL WAEEEH. Bs has read bits of the 
transcript which appeared in newspapers in the Washington,

Be stated he graduated from the Columbia Lav School on 
June 2* 1964* and the folloving date entered on duty with 
the Staff of the President's Commission on the Assassination 
of President Kennedy (The Commission)* at Washington* P* C«* 
as a Legal Clerk. , ;

•> Mr, LAULICET stated that vhen initially employed* 
he applied his time to the reading of various Commission 
reports for the purpose of acquiring background and also 
read trial transcripts* did some editing and read newspapers 
to denote articles of interest to the Commission. In late 
June or early July* 1964* it van decided to prepare a biography 
on JACK L. EUBY and he vas assigned this task. LAULICET *. 
stated that since this assignment* his work has be en 
principally concerned vlth matters relating to EUBY* sub- 
stantially excluding other individuals and aspects of interest 
to the Commission. Paring this time, he has worked under 
the supervision of Staff Attorney BUST W. GRIFF IK and has 
had considerable contact with two other staff personnel who 
are associated vlth GRIFFIS, LEOII HUBERT and STUART POLLAK. 

LAULICET stated that since Joining the Commission 
Staff on June 3* 1964* he has never been on any official 
out of town travel. On weekends* holidays and religious 
holy days* he visits at his home in Hew York or at the home 
of his fiancee in Elizabeth* Hew Jersey. 

LAULICET stated that some time in advance of 
July 18* 1964* possibly s week or ten days* he became aware 
that the Commission was making efforts to afford a polygraph 
examination to JACK L. EUBY* Those efforts were being 
supervised by Staff Member ABLEK SPECTER* He recalled that 
BUST W. GRIFFIN had prepared a list ;of suggested questions 
for use at the planned polygraph examination. At the request 
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of Ur. J. LEE RANKIN, LAULICHT also prepared a sat of 
proposed questions which he felt would develop the Commission's 
interest in RUBY. During the preparation of theso questions, 
the exact date the polygraph test was to be held was uncertain, 
this being due to the many legal and ethical questions which 
were raised in connection with the giving of the examination. 
LAULICHT stated he did not attend the polygraph examination 
at Dallas on July IB, 1064. It is his understanding that 
the only representative of the Commission was SPECTER. 

LAULICHT recalled that he, LAULICHT, was in Washington, D. C., 
on July 18 and 19, 1964. On Sunday, July 19, 1964, he 
dropped by the Commission Offices for a short while and at 
this time was told by one of the employees present that the 
polygraph test had been given to RUBY at Dallas, July 18, 

1964. LAULICHT recalled that probably on July 23, 1964, he 
read in "The Washington Post” a reprint of "The Dallas Times 
Herald” article of July 22, 1964, purporting; to contain 
the complete questions and answers of the polygraph examination. 
He recalls that when he later read the actual transcript of 
the polygraph examination, and compared it with his recollection 
of the article contained in "The Washington Post,” that the 
”Post” article had consisted of a substantially verbatim 
account of the proceedings, 

LAULICHT believes he did not see a transcript of 
the questions and answers of the polygraph examination until 
about ten days following the examination, possibly on July 27, 
1964. He was positivo he did not first read the transcript 
until some days after his reading of "The Washington Post” 
article on about July 23, 1964. He stated he does not know 
when the transcript was received at the Commission Offices 
but presumes official records will indicate this. He explained 
that in the normal course of business at the Commission, 1 when 
original transcripts of depositions or testimony are received, 
the original copy is Immediately sent to the Ward and Paul 
Reporting Company for duplicating in ordor that sufficient 
copies will bo available for contemporaneous review by the 
interested Commission personnel. In this connection, LAULICHT 
pointed out that this procedure necessarily makes the 
deposition unavailable for a day to several days during the 
duplicating process at Ward and Paul. It is his recollection 
that he first read the original transcript of the polygraph 
proceedings which, he explained, Indicates that the copies 
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bad been Bade by Ward and Paul and returned to the Commission. 
LAULICHT stated be does not know the location of the offices 
of Ward and Paul and bad never had contact with any repre- 
sentative of that company. 

When questioned concerning additional duplication 
of the polygreph transcript beyond the initial duplication 
shortly following its arrival by Ward and Paul, LAULICHT 
stated be had no information whatever concerning this and 
did not know whether there bad been any additional dupli- 
cation. He was positive the transcript bad not been dupli- 
cated by anyone on bis instructions. 

LAULICHT advised that on Monday, July 20, 1064, 
be was present during the conversation between BURT W. GRIFT' IN 
and ARLEK SPECTER, SPECTER having just returned from the 
RUBY polygraph examination. LAULICHT was not certain of 
bis recollection but believes that SPECTER told GRIFFIN 
that during the polygrnph examination, RUBY had stated be 
bad initially conceived the idea of shooting OSWALD at 9:30 
a.m. on Sunday, November 24, 1063. SPECTER also told GRIFFIN 
that RUBY stated he had told his roommate, GEORGE- 'SENATOR , "ff/ ' 
he was going to kill OSWALD. LAULICHT stated be considered ' 
this to be extremely Important information at the time 
received, because be felt it had direct relevance to premed- 
itation and conspiracy on the part of. RUBY. LAULICHT added 
be was relieved when he subsequently read the news item In 
"The Washington Post" referred to abovo, and realized the 
newspaper had not reported the two items just nontioned 
above. LAULICHT advised when be subsequently reviewed the 
transcript of tho polygraph test of RUBY, ho found that 
ARLEN SPECTER had not been quite accurate and that the 
transcript did not specifically state RUBY said he planned 
to kill OSWALD nor did RUBY sa? ho told GEORGE SENATOR that 
he was going to kill OSWALD, but rather stated if someone 
killed OSWALD, Mrs. KENNEDY would not have to return to 
Dallas. 

LAULICHT advised he had no idea who furnished 
the information which was the basis for the news article 
published July 22, 1064, in "The Dallas Times Herald," and 
could furnish no suspects. He stated he had not furnished 
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any information to anyone concerning the polygraph test 
afforded JACK RUBY, He stated there had been some specu- 
lations made in his presence and recalled his associates, 

BURT GRIFFIN and Dr. ALFRED GOLDBERG in this connection. 
LAULICHT stated as he recalled, remarks had been made that 
this leak could have been caused by WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, 
Assistant District Attorney, Dallas, Texas, or JOE TON AH ILL, 
a member of the RUBY defense counsel. In connection with 
the above, LAULICHT stated he does not know ALEXANDER or 
TONAHILL, and knew no one connected with any of the Dallas 
newspapers. He specifically stated he had no reason to 
suspect any member or employee of the Commission as being 
involved in the leak of information, 

LAULICET was also questioned concerning his knowledge 
of the deposition taken from JACK L. RUBY, June 7, 1964, at 
the Dallas County Jail by Chief Justice EARL WARREN and two 
news articles purporting to disclose the results of the 
contents of this deposition, one of which appeared June 27, 
1964, in “The Dallas Morning News'* under byline of CARL 
FREUND and the other, a copyrighted story by DOROTHY KILGALLEN, 
which appeared August 18, 1964, in the “New York Journal 
American" and quoted the transcript of the RUBY deposition, 

LAULICHT stated be was not present in Dallas at 
the taking of the deposition and observed he did not begin 
bis employment with the Commission Staff until June 3, 1964. 

He stated that be cannot fix the exact date, but recalls 
some days following June 7, 1964, be read a copy of the 
RUBY deposition and is confident this copy was one prepared 
by the Ward and Paul Reporting Company, the copy then being 
in the possession of BURT W. GRIFFIN, Ho said he is confident 
ho never 6aw or read the original typed copy prepared by 
Court IReporter HELEN LAXDRICH. He recalled that at various 
times when GRIFFIN was utilizing his copy of tho deposition, 
that from time to time ho may have borrowed another Ward and 
Paul copy which was then in the possession of Commission 
employoe, NORMAN REDL1CH. 

LAULICHT stated that in addition to the Ward and 
Paul copies of tho transcript in possession of GRIFFIN and 
REDLICH, that probably Commission employees LEON HUBERT, 
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STUABT POLLAK and ALFRED GOLDBERG either had copies of the 
transcript in their possession or from time to time read 
from tho copies in the possession of GRIFFIN or REDLICH. 
LAULICHT stated that in normal practice, five copies are made 
of depositions by Ward and Paul. He vas positive he had never 
seen any copies of the RUB7 deposition other than Yard and 
Paul copy. Ho said he has no information indicating that 
any other duplications were made, particularly in the Commission 
Offices; He vas positive in his assertion that he made no 
copies of the transcript and did not furnish or cause to be 
furnished a copy of the transcript to anyone. 

LAULICHT recalled that he read the June 27, 1964, 
issue of "The Dallas Horning News" following its receipt at 
the Commission Offices. As ho recalled, ho probably read it 
as a part of his newspaper review assignment. He was positive 
that prior to reading this newspaper article, he had already 
reviewed a copy of the RUBY deposition. Concerning the 
newspaper artlclo, it vas his recollection that it did not 
quote the deposition and appeared to consist of a reporter *s 
analysis of the deposition with some quotations added. He 
further recalled that a large part of tho article was con- 
cerned vith the state of mind of JACK L. RUBY as developed 
in the deposition. 

LAULICHT denied he had ever taken the RUBY 
transcript out of the Commission Offices, although he did 
state he had taken depositions of witnesses GEORGE SENATOR 
and LARRY;' C RAF ARD to New York or Elizabeth, New Jersey, on 
weekends for purpose of review during his leisure time.

Be stated 
bo had no information concerning any missing page from any 
copy of the KUBY deposition nor had he heard of any query 
made of the Commission Staff in connection with any missing 
page. Be specifically denied he bad furnished or permitted 
the furnishing of the transcript to anyone.

LAULICHT's attention was directed to the visit 
to Washington, D. C., by Court Reporter HELEN LAIDRICH. He 
recalled this incident and fixed the date as having been in 
early July, 1964. He recalled that when she arrived at the 
Commission Offices, LAIDRICH inquired for BURT GRIFFIN and 
he chatted with her for a few minutes while 6he was waiting 
for GRIFFIN to arrive. The conversation concerned RUBY. Be 
stated he does not recall where GRIFFIN*s copy of the RUBY 
deposition was during the time Miss LAIDRICH was in GRIFFIN'S 
Office, but he speculated it could have been on GRIFFIN'S 
desk or on his own. He was quite positive in his belief that 
only one copy of the RUBY deposition could have been in the 
office and visible to Miss LAIDRICH during the fifteen or 
twenty minutes she was in GRIFFIN'S Office.

With regard to the testimony of JACK L. SUSY, 
who was interviewed June 7, 1964, at Dallas, Texas, by 
Chief Justice EAEL WAEEES, Mrs. EUXC has no certain • ! 

recollection of how that testimony physically vas brought 
to the premises of the Commission headquarters, although 
it was her belief this particular transcript originally was 
considered as a deposition rather than tes timo ny.

Mrs, BIDS stated she did not have the responsibility 
for recording or the responsibility of the distribution of 
any documents either within the staff of the Commission or 

She also stated she was not aware 
that a copy of the RUBY testimony had boon furnished to 
Attorney JOE TON AH ILL at Jasper, Texas. Mrs. RIDE related 
6he was cognizant that a "leak” of the JACK L. RUBY testimony 
had occurred by its having been published in a newspaper 
column by DOROTHY KILGALLEN in the "New York Journal-American" 
newspaper. She stated that she docs not know DOROTHY 
KILGALLEN personally; does not know any Commission member 
or staff member who might possibly be acquainted with 
DOROTHY KILGALLEN; and Mrs. SIDE stated she had no infor- 
mation or suggestion as to how this "leak" to DOROTHY 
KILGALLEN could have occurred.

' Reports of the investigative data for the Commission - 
were forwarded to CCER0Y and O'BRIEN, who read than and 
extracted pertinent information for their chronology report. 


CONROY would dictate his material to Biss DUKE, 
who would then type it on notebook sheets. The chronology, 
as far as Biss DUKE knew, ran to the latter part of November, 


The chronology consisted of six volumes and was •• 
bound with a blue cover, which was fastened with metal clips. 
Each volume was approximately two inches thick. 


The documents used in tho chronology were locked 
in a combination safe at night, the combination being known 
only to CONROY, O'BRIEN, and a couple of other men working 
with that group. 

All trash and carbons of typed matorial were placed 
in a burn bag, which was destroyed on the fourth floor of 
the building. _ ■ ; .

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Kiss MARY I*.f J30RT0N, employed as a Secretary, Task 
Force, Office of The Secretary of Defense, Pentagon, and 
who resides at 2A Auburn Court, Alexandria, Virginia, with T) 
home telephone number KI 8-2693, advised she*~bad previously 
worked on the President *s Commission from January, 1964, to 
about July 13, 1964. 

She explained she had returned to the Commission 
from the Defense Department for several days after July 13, 
1964, but during that week, to complete some work and on an 
overtime basis. While with the Commission, she worked as a 
Secretary for Hr. ARLEH SPECTER and Mr. BRAND IS ADAMS, 
Attorneys for the Commission. The area of their work was 
concerned principally with the actual assassination of 
former President KENNEDY and his tour from Washington, D. C. , 
to Dallas, Texas, and up to the autopsy. 

She advised that she and other members of the ' 
Commission were told of the type of work they were doing 
and wore told of the need to keep the work done in confidence. 
Even if the papers handled bore no classification, they were 
told to treat them as confidential. She said 6he had followed 
these Instructions religiously. 

She stated that Ur. SPECTER had been the Commission 
repre sent ative at Dallas for the polygraph examination of 
JACK RUDY; however, she was not certain whether he was 
actually present during the examination. She said that the 
actual finished copy of the polygraph examination had not 
been received by her office in Washington, D. C. , until 
after information concerning the test had appeared in a 
Dallas newspaper. In fact, according to Biss HORTON, the 
'typing of the examination had not been completed at the 
time it appeared in the Dallas newspaper. She did not know 
the source of the article appearing in the Dallas newspaper. 

She also advised that Ur. SPECTER was present in 
Dallas at the interview of JACK RUBY, which Ur. WARREN 
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conducted. She stated she had never seen the completed 
copies of this interview of RUBY. She stated , however, 
that information concerning the interview had been published 
in the newspapers but she did not know the source of the 
articles. 

She does not know DOROTHY KI LG ALLEN personally 
and does not know any members of the press personally. She - 7 
has never seen a bound copy of the Commission's report and 
does not know the source of KILGALLEN's article appearing 
in "The Hew York Journal-Anerican." She stated she has 
never furnished any information concerning the Commission's 
work or work done by her for the Commission and she did not 
know of anyone who nay have furnished information to unauthor- 
ised persons regarding the Commission's investigation.

.Alexandria, Virginia, was interviewed~at the Coen lesion 

offices /'and advised that he was hired by the Commission as 
a messenger, but that bis principal duty has been to operate 
Xerox machines for the reproduction of various documents. 

Ur. PIERPOIKT stated that he specifically recalls 
that either ADELE LIPPARD or JULIA T. SIDE Instructed him 
to run off ten copies of the testimony of JACE RUBY on an 
unrecalled date in June, 1964. Ee said that he completed 
this assignment in about three and one-half hours and 
finished about 2:00 or 3:00 in tho afternoon. Upon 
completing this work he turned the original and the copies 
over to.Uro. JULIE T. SIDE* He does not know what she did 
with them, but presumes that they were sent to the various 
members of the Commission. Ee said that he may have delivered 
the copies of this testimony to the members, with the 
exception of Xr. ALLEN W. DULLES; however, it is his opinion 
that these copies were delivered by DOUGLAS PRATEER, who 
generally makes deliveries of various documents for the 
Commission. 


Ur. PIERPOIKT stated that he has no record regarding 
when this material was reproduced. He stated he did not 
keep a copy of this document for himself and he has no 
knowledge that any other copy was given to an unauthorised 
person. He also stated that no copy of this document, to 
the best of his knowledge, was loaned to any unauthor imed person. 

Xr. PIERPOIKT advised that about one week after he 
reproduced the ten copies, he was instructed to reproduce 
either two or three additional copies.

Be stated that he is of the opinion that he did reproduce 
copies of documents pertaining to this. 

In conclusion, Ur. PIERPOINT stated he had never J 

disclosed any Information from the Commission files to , 
anyone and he has no knowledge concerning the Identity of 
anyone, whether a Commission member or employee, having 
disclosed any information to any unauthorized individual. 

He stated he does not know DOROTHY KILGALLEN and lias never 
seen her in person. He commented, of course, he has seen 
her on television. 
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DOUGLAS PRATHER , ..101 0 Columbia Road, N. V., 
Washington, D.C^ advised thafEe Is employed "by the" — * 
Commission as a Messenger* He delivers sealed envelopes 
containing various documents to members of the Commission 
as well as to other officials or offices of the United 
States Government. He stated that since the envelopes 
are sealed, he Is not aware of their contents or the 
nature of the documents contained therln except they 
pertain to the work of the Commission* 

Mr. PRATHER advised he has never disclosed any 
information from files of the Commission to any unauthor- 
ized Individual nor is he aware of anyone who has. Mr* 
PRATHER added that he is not acquainted with DOROTHY 
KILGALLEN although he Is aware she appears on TV* 
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lies CAROLYTT^SCBnX 1KSBERG , 2001 Columbia load, H.W., 
advised she Is a telephone operator and a clerk-typist with — — * 
the President's Coon lesion on the Assassination Of President 
Kennedy.

With regard to the unauthorised publication of the 
polygraph examination of JACK L. RUBY in "The Dallas Times 
Herald” on July 22 f 1964, Kiss SCKTTE IKSBERG said she has not 
ever read the testimony, did not divulge it to any unauthorized 
person and does not know who may have furnished it to a news- 
paper reporter. She said she has never been in Dallas, Texas, 
and is not acquainted with FELIX R. KC KNIGHT, Executive Vice 
President and Editor of The Dallas Times Herald," nor anyone 
else on that paper. 

With regard to the un aut horized publication of the 
complete testimony of JACK L. RUEY before Chief Justice EARL

Miss MUTTER'S work consisted of typing rough draft 
copies of the testimony of JACK RUBY before Chief Justice 
EARL WARREN on June 7, 1964. 

Miss MINTER typed from Xerox copies vKich had 
been corrected, such as paragraphs added and deleted, the 
added paragraphs having been written in longhand by someone 
' unknown to her. The Xeroxed copies of the RUBY testimony 
consisted of loose pages taken from the complete testimony; 

* At no time did Miss MINTER observe the completed volume of 
the testimony. The testimony was being condensed and she • 
observed approximately sixty pages reduced to twenty -^ive 
pages by the time she terminated her employment there. * 
Miss MINTER did not know why part of the testimony was being 
deleted.

Miss MINTER worked until approximately 7:00 to 
8:00 p.m. each evening and vas generally alone in the room 
prior to leaving at night. Other employees working the night 
shift were generally out to dinner at the time she left, 
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thereby leaving no one in the room at that time. The 
night shift generally returned approximately ten to fifteen 
minutes after her departure. Kiss MINTER would take the 
papers she was working on, place them in a manila folder 
and leave them on the corner of her desk. 

The night personnel had passes In order to gain 
entrance to the building and a guard was on duty at the 
front door to the building, however, the room in which Miss 
M INTER worked was vacant for a period of time and the 
Xeroxed copies of the RUBY testimony were left unguarded 
during this time.

There were four other typists In the room with 
Hiss WINTER, most of whom brought their lunch. This, 
therefore, did not necessitate the room being unoccupied 
during lunch time, at which time anyone would have access 
to the building. 

The Xeroxed copies of the RUBY testimony did not

maintained loosely in a folder classified '‘Confidential.** 

An unknown male brought the Xeroxed copies to

Miss MINTER observed a New York newspaper on 
Thursday, August 20, 1964, which reflected RUBY's testimony 
before the Commission.

The newspaper account appeared to be verbatim to the testimony 

Miss MINTER also typed Mrs. OSWALD'S testimony 
which Mrs. OSWALD had given before the Commission.

She explained that about 
June 22, 1954, she vas designated on loan to the President's 
Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy, and 
had worked in the offices of the Commission as a secretary 
for one week only before returning to her regular position 
with the Department of the Army. 

Miss WILDER said 'that during the period she vas 
attached to the Commission, she had worked in Room 506 
at the Commission offices, 200 Maryland Avenue, H. E. 

she said that the area of the investigation to which she 

was assigned vas the biography and activities of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. She said that her main duties were the typing of 
drafts and memoranda concerned with the proposed final 
report of the Commission. She said that she bad little If 
any occasion to see and work with the transcripts of 
testimony or other Commission documents. 

Miss WILDER said that she cannot recall ever having 
seen any Commission documents or having received any infor- 
mation from Commission sources concerning JACK RUBY, while 
she vas in the employ of the Commission. 

She said that' she has never visited Dallas, Texas, 
and that she has never been acquainted with any person known 
to her to be connected with any Dallas, Texas, newspaper. 

She said further that she is not acquainted with DOROTHY

Hr. ARLEtf SPECTER was interviewed In his law office* 
1510 Philadelphia Savinc Fund Society Building* Philadelphia* Pa. 

Hr. SPECTER oerved as Assistant Counsel of the Warren 
Commission. He stated he does not know the complete details of 
the handling of documents within the Warren Commission* except 
as they affected his own operation. He assumed that there was 
a charge-out system for documents. Certain documents* when 
needed* were obtained by calling the File Room* and the people of 
the File Room apparently knew which documents were in his 
possession. Other documents of a more highly restricted nature 
were t.aintained by the secretary to Mr. J. LEE RAKKUf* General 
Counsel. Hr. SPECTER said that he was conscious that there 
must have Leon a control system since when these documents were - 
in his possession* other staff r.iemters* who needed to refer to " 
them temporarily* came to SPECTER* knowing that he had them. 

He eaid the general security of documents was controlled by the 
use of safes* locked cabinets* and desks* and that he knows he 
himself cleaned his desk every night. 

Hr. SPECTER said he had no information as to how many 
copies %;ere made of each document; however, he assumed that 
this was made on the basis of the number of copies needed 
for the individuals working on each phase of the Commission* s 
work. This would be determined by the General Counsel. He did 
not know whether extra copies were numbered, whether or not 
receipts or charge-out slip3 were kept* and whether or not any 
type of permanent charge-out record was maintained. There 
were two classes of documents - one which was of a high security 
nature* “Top Secret," and the other of a less critical security 
nature* “Confidential." 

The first type of document* such as transcripts of 
testimony of witnesses before the Commission* would normally 
have ten copies made and were kept in Hr. RANKIN’ s office. 

These were obtained directly from Mr. RAilKIlJ’s secretary and 
returned to her.

Kr. SPECTER was part of the group that accompanied

* on June 7 » 196^ • He received this assignment because he had 
Just completed one of the primary Jobs assigned to him by 
General Councel RANKIN, which involved a review of President 
KENNEDY'S trip to Texas, commencing with the plan for the trip 
. to Dallas through the assassination and the autopsy; and 
, Chief Juctice WARREN wanted a comprehensive picture of the 
situation in Dallas. SPECTER was there to help explain this 
to him. 



• Mr. SPECTER was present during the Warren Commission 

interview of JACK L. RUDY on June 7, 1964. He was not 
originally in the group interviewing RUBY because Chief Justice 
WAREEIJ was concerned with RUBY'S reaction to a large number of 
people. These included Chief Justice WARPJSN; J. LEE RANKIN, 
General Counsel; Congressman FORD, Commission Member; JOSEPH BALL, 
Assistant Commission Counsel; DEAR STOREY (who was late), 
Assistant Attorney General of Texas; JAMES BOWIE, Assistant 
District Attorney of Dallas, Tex.; JOSEPH A. TONAHILL, RUBY's 
attorney; the court stenographer; ELfER HOLMAN, Jailor; 

Sheriff J, E. DECKER; and Dr. BEAVERS, Psychiatrist. As the 
interview progressed.

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During the interview of RUBY on June 7 » 19^# moat of 
the persons present were in SPECTER'S line of vision, although 
a few cat either directly behind or to the rear and side of him. 

The only percon he noticed who appeared to be talcing notes was 
Congressman FORD. He could not cee what Mr. FORD v.’as v/riting, 
except that he appeared to bo making short Jottings and no 
copious notes or recordings.

On the return trip to Washington, D. C., the Chief 
Justice told SPECTER he wanted him to undertake the tack of 
setting up a polygraph examination of RUBY. Thio was the 
reason the original tranccript of the June 7 » 19*34, Interview 
was cent to SPECTER at Philadelphia. SPECTER pointed out that 
he has received correspondence from the Commission on a daily 
basis, and has no defiled recollection regarding the packaging 
of the tranecript. i ! he remembers it, he received it from 
H. BAREFOOT SANDERS, United States Attorney at Dallas. It was 
double wrapped in two eealed envelopes, which was the usual 
way of transmitting classified Coir-r.iosion documents. As he 
remembers It, the inner envelope was not only sealed In the usual 
way, but the flaps were double sealed, probably with masking tape, 
possibly with scotch tape. He docs not remember whether a 
letter of transmittal was Included. The material was put into 
his hands unopened, and he personally opened the inner envelope. 
After he opened It, he examined it to moke sure It had not been 
tampered with. This Is a constant practice in handling mail 
received from the Commission. He received only the original, 
and assumes that a single copy remained with Mr. SANDERS since . 
this had been the practice in the handling of tranccripts of ' 
other depositions taken at Dallas, To his best recollection, >• v 
the transcript was not classified, S3 the fixing of the 
classification was not the function of the stenographer but 
would have to be done by the Commission itself.

SPECTER was to use the transcript to work up questions 
for use in the planned polygraph examination of RUBY. At that 
time, he did not reviei; the tranccript in great detail since 
he was generally familiar with the questions and answers; but 
scanned it to fix in his mind the lines of questioning. 

At no time did he proofread the transcript for typographical 
or other errors, Within a few days at the most, lie cither sent . 
or carried tho transcript to the Commission at Washington. He . 
could not, at this point, remember whether it was mailed or carried 
since he traveled back and forth to Washington oh •- Commission busi* 
ness frequently during that period. He is positive that 













while the tranccrlpt was in his office at Philadelphia, it did 
not leave the office and was maintained securely and locked. 

For the next eeveral weeks, there wa3 come uncertainty 
as to What questions were to be asked of RUDY during a polygraph 
examination, and, in fact, whether it was desirable to run the 
polygraph examination at all. SPECTER submitted his views on 
the matter, but the basic discussions and the decision took 
place at the top Commission level. The decision to make the 
polygraph examination took place only shortly before the actual 
examination, and it was not until then that SPECTER received a 
Xeroxed copy of the transcript. * . . . 

It is his recollection that the Xerox copy he had was 
not prepared by Ward and Paul because Ward and Paul used a 
specially -printed yellow cover for Commission work, in which the 
* pages wore bound together with a red tape. The copy SPECTER 
had was not in the yellow Ward and Paul cover, and lie assumes 
that Ward and Paul was not used to make the copy of the transcript. 
He cannot now remember whether hio copy of the transcript had 
classification marks on each page nor whether these classification 
. marks, if they did appear, were the red pre-printings normally 
*’uoed by Ward and Paul. 

The final decision as to the date of the polygraph 
test gave SPECTER extremely short notice. It is SPECTER'S 
recollection that the notice wa3 so short that he spoke by telephone 
to Special Agent DELL HERJIDOU of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, who was to administer the polygraph test; arrange to fly 

from Philadelphia to Baltimore, where he would be met by 

Special Agent HERJIDOU at Friendship Airport; and then fly , 
together to Dallas. Prior to departure, SPECTER wrote out ^ 
supposed questions on yellow foolscap paper. He reviewed the 
questions on the plane with Special Agent HERNDON, who suggested, 
in many instances, a briefer format to fit the needs of the 
polygraph examination. 

When they actually were in RUBY'S presence at Dallas, 
additional questions wore prepared, some as a result of RUBY'S 
own suggestions. All of the questions used in the polygraph 
examination on July 10, 1964, were written out in long hand, 
and there were no copies at the time of the July 18th Interview. 
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Prior to the actual use of the polygraph, RUBY was made 
farr.il iar with the questions to insure that he understood theta, . 
Among the people present in the room at that time were 
Assistant District Attorney WILLIAM ALEXANDER and RUBY'S 
attorney, JOSEPH TOHAHILL, • ; 

ALEXANDER took rather extensive notes, which presumably 
Included the information regarding questions and the answers 
given by RUBY to some of the questions, SPECTER felt tliat it 
would have been Impossible, or at least moot unlikely, that 
ALEXANDER could have copied down all the questions and answers * 
verbatim. Furthermore, it is SPECTER'S recollection that the 
material that appeared in the press corresponded with the ?-.■ : . , • 

verbatim questions and answers during the actual polygraph 
examination when ALEXANDER was not in the room. During the 
actual polygraph examination, people present were CLAYTOH FOWLER, 
RUBY* s attorney; ODELL OLIVER, Court Reporter; Special Agent 
BELL HERNDON; a second Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation whoso name SPECTER could not remember independently; 

E, L. IIOLMAH, of the Dallas County Sheriff's Office; and 
.*■; Dr. WILLIAM BEAVERS. 

The situation surrounding the polygraph examination 
was highly controversial; and SPECTER recorded the events and his 
discussions and arguments with RUBY'S counsels and local 
officials in very comprehensive memoranda, which are on file 
with the Commission. * 

SPECTER received a transcript of the polygraph 
examination in Washington about a week and a half later. 

This was after the transcript already appeared in the press, • - .. 
lie used the transcript in taking a deposition from Special 
Agent KERNDOH as to his conclusions from the polygraph readings. 

k Mr, SPECTER was questioned specifically and in detail 

with regard to the transcripts of both the June 7 » 1964, 
and July 18, 1964, Interviews, With regard to each, he stated 
and reiterated that he had not provided any information, either 
oral or written, to the Dallas riev:cpapers, DOROTHY KILGALLEN, 
or to-anyonc who was not entitled to the information In 
connection with the work of the Warren Commission. He 
specified that he has no information as to anyone who furnished 
ouch material to unauthorized people, nor has he any suspicion 
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as to who might have done bo. He does not know DOROUHY KILO ALIEN, 
and hao never heard anyone connected with the Karren Commission 
or anyone whom he dealt v/lth at Dallas mention that he knew 
DOROTHY KII/3ALIEN. 

V-Tille the Interviews of June 7, 1964, and July 18, 1964, 
were In progress, he had no knowledge and saw nothing which would 
indicate that there was present in the room, other than the 
devices used by the court stenographer?, any individually- 
carried or physically-installed recording devices, microphones, 
broadcasting units, etc., which might have permitted an 
unauthorized recording of the interviews. He pointed out that the 
Jury conference room in the Dallas Court House was used for . ■ •*. « 
both examinations, and that it was known in advance that this 
room would bo used for the polygraph examination. 

At the time of the Interview of Mr. SPECTER on 
September 19, 1964, he did not have at Philadelphia any 
transcript of either interview nor the letter or letters of 
transmittal if there were any. 
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Mr. nilLIP BARS 027, 1138 East Slocum Street, Phila-' 
delphia, Pa., was interviewed at hio residence,. * ^ir 's 

Mr, BARS027 adviced he io a Group Supervisor in the — 
Intelligence Section of the Internal Revenue Service in Phila- 
delphia. He stated that he had been assigned to work for the 
Ylarrcn Commission and reported to Hashington, D. C., February 27# 
1964, and worked continuously until April 24, 1964. He had 
returned to Philadelphia on weekends. He had been called back 
to Y.’aehington and worked, with the exception of weekends, the 
follov/ing periods:

Mr. BAR302I stated that from February to April, he was

At that point, he assumed that hi3 Job with tho Commission 
had been completed. She July, August, and September assignments, . 
however, related to proofreading and chocking the accuracy of „ 
citations and correct copying of source material in galley 
proofs of the Commission* s ultimate report. Part of this 
related to his own work, but he va3 alco assigned to work on 
Chapter 5# which incorporated the RUBY interviews. Accordingly, 
he .had possession of galley proofs of both RUBY interviews. 

He used them, however, only for the purpose of checking

It will be noted by memorandum dated September 21, 

1964, information was reported as obtained from the results 
of interviews with members of the Commission and the Commission's 
staff located in the Washington, D. C., area during the period 
September 16 through September 20, 1964. 

Set out hereinafter is the result of an interview 
with Miss Sharon Kegariso, employed as a stenographer by 
the President's Commission during June-August, 1964. She 
was interviewed by a representative of this Bureau on 
September 21, 1964, for her possible knowledge regarding 
the information relating to the polygraph examination of 
Jack L. Ruby and his interview at Dallas, Texas, by Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 
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Mies BHAROj/eegARISE, residing at..5550 Columbia; *’ ; - 
Piko, Arlington, Virginia, homo telephone 671-2175, and' /• 
employed ao a secretary for" tho Technical Director of :i ;C. ' 
Research, Army Medical Research, Dofenso Department, advised 
she had sorved as a stenographer for the President's Commission 
from some time in June to August 12, 1964. 

Eho said sho had gone to tho Commission fron the 
Defense Department for three days in June and was recalled 
to tho Dofcnse Department. After about three days, possibly 
fn tho middle of Juno, 1964, sho returned to the Commission 
There she worked continuously until August 12, 1964. At 
tho Commission, she worked principally for Mr. IT. DAVID - 
ELAVTSON, an attorney, who was concerned with the investigation 
of foreign conspiracy in connection with tho assassination, •? -' 
QST/ALD'e trip and lifo in Russia and OSWALD'S trip to Mexico. 
Aside from this, she had done a number of memoranda for 
other members of tho Commission, which she had received In 
rough draft form.

She said she knew of the polygraph examination of 
JACK RU3Y and of his interview at Dallas by Chief Justice 
VArdtrn, however, eho had never seen either of these in typed 
form. She said she docs not know the source of tho newspaper 
articles concerning the polygraph examination and the interview. 

. Eho said 6ho had not eec-n the finished report of 

tho Commission and that when she left to return to the 
* Defense Department on August 12, 1964, tho report was only 
in draft stage. Che is not personally acquainted with 
DOROTHY EILGALLE1T and does not know tho source of KILGALLEN's 
newspaper article and does not know of anyono who could have • 
furnished her information from tho Commission's investigation. 

She eaid she d not furnished any information 
to any member of tho press or to any unauthorized person.

furnished the following Information: * 

He Is presently serving his fifth prison term 
in the State of Michigan, He was first sentenced In 1950 
from Detroit, Michigan, for auto theft. He then escaped 
from the Michigan Reformatory, Ionia County, Michigan, and 
was sentenced In 1950 In Ionia County for this offense* 

In 1954 he was again sentenced to prison for attempted 
breaking and entering In the nighttime In Oakland County, 
Michigan. After his release from prison on this sentence, 
he went to Texas, arriving in Houston, Texas, about March 1, 
1958, Re resided In and around Houston until he left there 
to return to Michigan about the first week of May, 1960, 

After he returned to Michigan, he was again arrested and 
sentenced to prison from Oakland County for gross indecency. 
He was paroled in 1961 and was arrested and sentenced in 
Recorder's Court, Detroit, on September 25, 1961, to l / 
term of four and one-half to five years for attempted 
robbery armed, which sentence he Is now serving. He said 
this last sentence was a result of possible morals action 
on his part.

KNEIDING continued that during his stay in Houston, 
he worked for Fulton or Foulton Snow Roofing, putting on 
roofs as an applicator. From this, he worked into becoming 
a canvasser for salesmen, selling home Improvements, such 
as aluminum siding, under the Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA) home improvement plan. His Job was to line up 
prospects and the salesmen would then call on the prospects 
and attempt to sell them. He said the salesmen worked for 
various contracting firms but the main one was Kraft 
Construction, nouston. He also advised the main salesman 
he worked for was one LEONARD^OJONS who resided at that 
time at 7522 Kernel, Pecan Park, Houston, During the . 
period of 1958 to 1960, KNEIDING said he resided at 
various motola in Texas, Arkansas and Oklahoma while 
traveling In this work. During the spring and early 
summer of 1959, he resided at the Rainbow Inn Motel, 

Highway 90, Houston, and next at the South Main Hotel 


9/17/64 ^ Jackson, Michigan 
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for Men, 4500 block of South Main, Houston. Hs said thess 
were the tvo main residences he had during his stay ia^ 

Texas. 

KNBIDING advised In January, 1960, he was arrested 
by the Houston Police Department when they caught him speeding 
and the car In which he was driving was found to have been 
stolen In Kansas City, Kansas. He said he had borrowed the 
car from another party In Oklahoma and the FBI had Interviewed 
him in Houston at that time and he was later released and 
he never heard anything further about the matter. 

After arriving In Houston, he advised that he fell 
into going with a group of homosexuals and visited and fre- 
quented various clubs where this crowd hung out. He named 
the main clubs which he frequented as the Desert Room on 
Me Gowen Avenue; the Bncore Club on Westhelmer Street, I 
private club; the Whiffenpoof, the Surf Club, and others 
in Houston. He also frequented the Alley Theatre in 
Houston which was a hang-out for homosexuals and would-be 
actors and actresses. In Dallas, Texas, he visited the. 

Purple Onion, located in the Old Cliff section, which was 
also a hang-out for homosexuals. 

JWEIDINO advised his closest acquaintance and 
the person he associatedwith the most w ag a_C_astilllan 
Spaniard namedJP^I^^^^Jalso known a a ‘ 

who resided S tree t in Houstonbn the part 

of the street which was the highway out of Houston. . • 

He described this person as of Spanish descent, early 
twenties, black hair, very fair skin and complexion, 
and small build. This person was well known at the 
Desert Room where they spent most of theirtlme. 

Another person known to hln was named J(Liro) » 

was a good friend of/B^!5MtLjall7and also well kno wn at 

the Desert Room. lwft " «' '» ag ' naMad/j^S^^gsM^ ^ry^phone tle) , 

known to these persons as JIM and/or BOTCH. 
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One Desert Room in Houston, he 

said he was with some of l^othor Spanish 

friends, he believed the above-mentioned (LNU) and 

others whose names he could not recall. He was introduced 
to JACK RUBY, who was in the group with some other men 
about the same age as RUBY, after it was learned he, KNBIDINO, 
was from Detroit, and RUBY mentioned he had a brother there. 
During the conversation, LEE OSWALD'S name was mentioned 
because his name was, at that time, in the local newspapers 
because he was either trying to get permission to go to 
Russia or permission to return to Texas from Russia, he 
could not recall which. 

There was conversation about OSWALD among the 
group who all seemed to know of him. The talk got around 
to the fact that RUBY had "brought OSWALD out", which 
means among homosexuals that RUBY had seduced OSWALD 
and started him into homosexual ways and activities. 

He continued that he later learned from his friends and 
from listening that JACK RUBY was well known among the • 
homosexuals as an active homosexual although not preferring 
young men but rather preferring people in his own age 
bracket. 

KNEIDING said that there had been a mock wedding 
at the Desert Room the night that he first met RUBY 
(the date of which he could not recall), and the "bride 
and groom" had been toasted by all of them, including RUBY. 

He said that he had met and seen RUBY after that at the 
Desert Room in Houston and also one time at the Purple 
Onion in Dallas. He said he is almost sure that he also 
met and observed RUBY another time at the Enc ore Club, 

Houston. He also said that he had heard RUBY's name 
mentioned at the Alley Theatre as a well known homosexual 
among the "gay crowd" when he had visited that establish- 
ment. He said that he had also observed RUBY at another 
place or two in both Houston and. Dallas, but he could no 
longer remember the names of the places. 

He continued that he did not know anything about 
RUBY's background or personal life and was not aware at 
that time that he was interested in clubs or possibly 
show business. He said he did not know anything about • 
RUBY's business at that time and has only learned what 
he has read and heard on the news since he had shot 
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OSWALD in Dallas. Re reiterated that RUBY was veil known 
as a homosexual among such persons In both Dallas and } . 
Houston, and the persons he previously named all wers •* 
nore aware of this fact than he had been, as he had 
learned it from them and others, whose names he could not 
recall. 


KWEIDING said that he had thought about this matter 
ever since he first learned about the shooting of OSWALD, 
whom he had never met or known, but knew only by name as 
RUBY's protege. He continued that because he was in prison, 
he had first taken the attitude that he was not going to 
tell anything he knew about this matter. However, it has 
been preying on his mind and now he is due for release in 
a few months and he wanted to get this matter off of his 
mind. He added that he wished he could better remember 
names and places but the above is the best he can recall.

and he is no longer on the payroll* 

Mr* MOSK pointed out that the Commission offices 
are maintained in the 4th and 3th floors of the VFW Building* 

200 Maryland Avenue N. B.* Washington* D. C. 


He stated that he is completely aware of the rumor 
and speculation concerning the so-oalled leaks of Information 
to the press and other news media regarding the JACK L. ROB? 
testimony before Chief Justice WARREN* and the JACK L* RUBY 
polygraph examination. He advised that he has no specif io 
information regarding the unauthorized revelation of this 
information. He reported that while he was working in 
Washington there was considerable rumor and speculation with 
respect to these leaks and all of the rumors that he recalls 
pointed to the leaks occurring in the Dallas* Texas* area 
rather than through Commission offices in Washington* D. C, 

He pointed out that the original Commission Staff Members had 
a Top Secret clearance and the reports and other information 
received by the Commission usually bore a security classifies* 
tion. He stated that he recalls seeing a copy of the JACK L* 
RUBY testimony before Chief Justice WARREN. He advised it is 
his recollection that this document was contained in a yellow 
folder and was tied with string. He. advised that he has no 
definite information concerning the number of copies of this 
testimony on file with the Commission* but would guess that

„ He does not know how DOROTHY KILOALLEN or the 

New York Journal-American" newspaper came Into possession 
of a transcript of the RUBY Interview on June 7 $ 1964. He 
Is of the opinion that no member or affiliate of the 
Commission had anything to do with KILOALLEN obtaining a 
copy of the document, and It appears that she Is attempting 
to discredit the Commission by falling to Identify her source 
of the document. 

He never saw the original copy of the RUBY deposition. 
Certain distribution of copies of the document were made by 
the Commission, upon orders of Mr. J. LEE RANKIN, to various 
sources. Including the District Attorney of Dallas County, 

Texas, and to the doctor responsible for recommending 
treatment for RUBY. The RUBY deposition and other Commission 
papers were maintained in a safe In the Commission offices, 
which were guarded by law enforcement officers. He has no 
knowledge of the existence of any copies of the RUBY inter- 
view transcript other than those duly authorized to be 
prepared by Mr. RANKIN.

Mr. Smith advised that he did not know, however, 
he had contacted Mr. Paul/S choenste In of this paper, who 
was liaison between the paper and Miss Dorothy Kllgallen 
during the time this article was published In the paper. 

He stated that Mr. Schoensteln . told him that Miss Kllgallen 


had given him a Photostat of Ruby's testimony which he w 
was allowed to keep for a very short period. Mr. Schoensteln 
stated that he was only allowed to make a photo copy of 
page 103 of the testimony, which was later reproduced In 
the paper. Mr. Smith also advised that they are not In 
possession of a copy of this transcript. 


On September 23, 1964, Mr. Paul Schoensteln of 
the "New York Journal American" advised that he did not have 
a photo copy of page ’103 of the Ruby testimony which 
appeared In the August 18, 1964 edition. He stated that 
the only record he has is a Photostat of page seven of 
the August 18, 1964 edition of the "New York Journal 
American".

Tho report of the Preside.- it* s Commission has been reviewod . 
by tho Administrative Division, the Domestic Intelligence Division, 
tho Gcnex*al Investigative Division, the Identification Division, and 
tho Laboratory. 

COMMISSION * S FINDINGS: 

* The Commission’s report sets forth the official facts of the 
assassination of President Kennedy as ve !:new and reported then in 
substance to tho Commission on 1R-C-C3. Namely, Oswald v/as tho 
assassin, he acted alone, his actions the product of a disturbed mind, 
showing an <urgo to find a placo in history, a capacity for violonce, 
a commitment to communism and a resentment of authority. Of events 
immed lately- following tho assassination it found no evidence of any 
association with or conspiracy betveen Ruby and Oswald or among any 

outside factors, foreign or c -mcstic. ^cKTi 

, • ♦ • 

In criticism it finds tho Secret Service vastly inadequate 
\ to its assigned task in November, 1SC3. It castigates the Dallas 
1 Police Department for its handling of the person of Oswald subsequent 
f to his arrest and for its dealings with news media. It recognizes 
the failure of tho Secret Service to define tho criteria they needed 
to properly protect the President and to make proper requests of 
Govenuaent agencies. 

• Concerning the FBI, tho x*cport states the FBI could have pre- 
sided more to the Secret Service than prompt referral of specific 
I threats to Px-esidential safoty, as was our policy prior to the assassi- 
n-nation. While not detailed on this point, it reports that tao Bureau 
* I "took an unduly.^restrictive view of its role in protective intolligenc 
i- work prior to the assassination.” 
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In recommendation of px’ocodures to lupi'ovo protection of 
the President, it proposes the fox^ation of r. committee at cabinet 
level to oversee tho problems of protect ini; the President; the 
possible relocation of the duties of the Secret Sorvico to another 
agency, or in tho alternative the appointment of a responsible 
position in the Treasury Department to supervise the Secret Service 
and to keep the Secretary of the Treasui*y ir.foiTied as to its 
performance; that the facilities of Secret 3cx*vice bo completely over- 
hauled, Including the establishment of criteria of information it 
needs to properly protect the President; that there bo perfected a 
closer association and liaison between the Scci'et Service and all 
Federal agencies; and, finally, that the President's physician ac- 
company him on his travels; that Congress make the assassination 
of the President and Vice President a fedcx’al crime; that State 
Department refine procedures for dissemination of information concerning 
defectors to Soviet-bloc countries, and that representatives of the bar, 
law enforcement and news media work more closely to establish ethical 
standards concerning collection and presentation to tho public of 
information so there will be no interference with pending criminal 
investigations or rights of individuals to a fair trial. Hero the 
Commission is not clear but the Implications point to tho Dallas 
Police Department, killing of Csv/ald, conduct of news media 
representatives. Hark Lane, et cetera. 

• The report States that both the Secret Service and the FBI have 
j? professed to the Commission that the liaison between then was close and 

* fully sufficient. The Commission does not believe that the liaison be— 

I tween th‘6 FBI and the Secret Service prior to the assassination was as 

I effective as it should have been. With regard to this comment, it is 
noted that prior to the assassination of President Kennedy the FBI 
disseminated to the Secret Service all information which came into 
its possession which it believed would be of value to the Secret Ser- 

I vice in carrying out its responsibilities. It is noted that at no tine 
did Secret Service express discontent nor did it furnish a written 
criteria regarding its needs. 

• i Since the assassination of the President there was a complete 

j re-evaluation of our dissemination policy y/ith regard to inf expiation 
i that might be of interest to Secx*et Service. Hew criteria vcx*e es- 
I tablished and following the establishment of tho new criteria we have 
been following the new px*ocedures which were adopted. These criteria

In addition, we have determined that an Interagency Committee 
I and program are being established by the Treasury Department to de— 
velop more effective criteria for dissemination of data to Secret 
Service. The Committee will include representatives of the President’s 
Office of Science and Technology, Department of Defense, Central In- 
telligence Agency, FBI, and Secret Service. This Interagency Com- 
jmittee has not reached the stago of development to extend Invitations 
I to the FBI and others, but is expected to do so soon. It is noted 
' that since the adoption of the Bureau’s new criteria for dissemination, 

S Secret Service has made available in writing to the Bureau the criteria 
upon which they desire to receive information. It is noted that the 
Bureau's criteria is broader in scope than the written criteria fur- 
nished by Secret Service. 

The report of the Commission gives tho Bureau credit for the 
amount of investigative effort since the assassination and mentions 
that 80 additional FBI personnel were sent to Dallas to assist in the 
investigation, that we had conducted more than 25,000 interviews and 
as of 9-11-64 submitted more than 2300 reports comprising some 25,400 
pages. 

In referring to the identification of 20 latent fingerprints 
and 8 latent palmprints, the Commission discussed the identities 
other than Oswald that were identified with the latent prints. The 
Commission in their wording stated "most of tho prints were found to 
have been placed on the cartons by an FBI cleric and a Dalles police 
officer." Tho true facts are that it was determined that a clerk in 
the Dallas Office was Identified with five latent fingerprints and 
one latent palmprlnt and the remaining latent fingerprints and four 
of the palmprints were determined to be those of a Dallas police of- 
ficer. In connection with the clerk in the Dallas Office, he was re~ 
sponsible for the wrapping of the cartons for transmittal to the 
Bureau.

that Ruth Paine was not asked to furnish Oswald's telephone number in 
Dallas and that she did not volunteer this information although she 
had such information in her possossion. 

The Commission has relied very heavily upon the technical find** 
ings of the FBI Laboratory to support their conclusions as to the 
identity of the assassin and our Laboratoi*y findings are not presented 
in an unfavorable light. In some instances, reportedly in the in- 
terests of impartiality, because of deep involvement of the FBI in the 
investigation of the case, the Commission had other experts examine 
evidence upon which we had submitted reports. Upon being challenged 
by the Bureau at the time on the basis of a lack of confidence^, the 
Commission denied any such lack of confidence. There were no important 
or significant differences between our findings and those of the other 
experts. This was particularly true of all crucial examinations such 
as the identification of the assassination bullets as having been fired 
in Oswald's rifle and the identification of Oswald's handwriting on 
documents establishing his ownership of the assassination rifle.

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As a matter of interest, in a few instances, there was a dif- 
ference of degree noted in certain of the findings. These Instances 
are discussed in detail below. 

On pages 577 and 578 the report sets forth that FBI Laboratory 
experts identified all writing on a vaccination certificate found among 
Osyald's belongings as being Oswald's handwriting except the signature 
"A. J.nideel” which was too distorted to identify or nonidentify. Alwyn 
Cole, Treasury Department document expert identified all writing includ- 
ing "A. J.IIideel" signature as being Oswald's. On the other -hand. Cole 
was unable to identify or nonidentify a rubber stamp kit which belonged 
to Oswald with rubber stamp impressions on this vaccination certificate. 
The FBI Laboratory expert was able to identify cex*tain of the stamped 
words as having been made by Oswald's stamp kit. These minor variances, 
are not contradictory and are overshadowed by the conclusive agreement 
f both experts that Oswald prepared, most of the ^riting appearing on 
the. certl£ica ; te^^ . 

On page 186 of fheYreport, relative to the bullet that had bees', 
fired into the home of General Edwin A. Jalker on April 10, 19G3> 

the Commission relates that Joseph D. Nicol conducted an independent 
examination of the bullet and concluded "that there is a fair probability" 
that the bullet was fired from the rifle used .in the assassination.

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The Nicol referred to hereinbefore is Joseph Nicol, Superintendent 
of the Illinois State Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation, called in 
by the Commission as an independent firearms examiner. 

An examination of this bullet in the FBI Laboratory by three top firearms 
specialists conducting separate and independent examinations revealed it to be so 
extremely mutilated that there was not sufficient evidence remaining on which to 
base a conclusion as to whether or not the bullet recovered from Walker* s house 
had been fired from the assassination weapon. One of the experts correctly testified 
before the Commission that the FBI does not use a category of "probable" 
identifications, and that unless a missile or cartridge case can be identified as 
coming from a particular weapon to the exclusion of all others, the FBI does not 
report an i

In explaining the difference between his policy an'd that of the FBI on tha s matter 

of probable identification before the Commission, Nicol.^dmitted that he could not 

identify the gun "to the exclusion of all other guns." 

• 

The Commission took due cognizance of this in its evaluation of this matter, 
and the Commission states in its summation that it recognizes that neither expert was 
able to state the bullet which missed General Walker was fired from Oswald? s rifle. 

Relative to the firearms examinations of the four bullets removed from the body 
of Dallas Police Officer J. D. Tippit, and the four cartridge cases found near the 
scene of the murder of Tippit, the Commission notes that both the FBI experts and 
Nicol identified all four cartridge cases as having been fired in Oswalds revolver, 
thus establishing Oswald's revolver as the murder weapon. In the case of the bullets 
the Commission notes that Nicol differed with the FBI experts on one of these bullets, 
Nicol identifying one of these bullets as having been fired from Oswalds revolver. 

The findings of three top FBI examiners concerning the bullets were to the effect 
that, because of mutilation and the inconsistent nature of the individual markings 
on the bullets there was not sufficient evidence remaining on which to base a

It Is noted that while the bottom margin of all 
pages appeared to have been trimmed rather close to line 25- 
line 25 is evident on all pages. 

On pages 32 and 33 of the transcript furnished by 
Mr. Tonahill, the name "Harry Carlson" appears and no 
correction in that name is apparent. 

At the bottom of page 103 the word "Confidential" 
appears definitely below line 25 and not between lines 24 
and 25. • 

Mr. Tonahill advised that the above described 
transcript was not in the exact form in which he received 
it. He stated that when he received the transcript it was 
bound together through two punched holes in all pages , 
which he did not like. He stated shortly after receiving 
the transcript fie turned it over to the Stamps Commercial 
Press, Jasper, Texas, and this ooropany at his request trim* 
med the document off into its present form and bound it 
together with three staples.

Mr. Tonahill advised that he did not recall how 
long the transcript was in the possession of the Stamps 
Commercial Press Company but stated they had it presumably 
for a few days. He noted further that Mr. Bob Stamps is 
the owner of Stamps Commercial Press. 

Mr. Tonahill advised that he did not make this 
transcript or any copy of it available to Dorothy Kilgallen. 

He stated he met Dorothy Kilgallen in Dallas, Texas, during 
the trial of Jack Ruby in February and March, 1964.

Ray Fernald Shurtleff, Jbom_ January 14# 1943# «■ student 
at Northeastern University# Boston, Massachusetts, residing in 
Apartment #16 at 111 Jersey Street, Boston,* Massachusetts, 
furnished the following information on September 22, 1964$ 


In connection with the Northeastern University 
Cooperative Flan, he was employed in the File Section of the 
National Archives, Washington, D. C., from November 18, 1963 - 
Janupxy 25# 1964# when he returned to Northeastern University. 

On April 6# 1964# he was again employed at the National Archives, 
Washington, D. C., working in the Office of Presidential Libraries, 
On or about April 29, 1964# he was detailed by National 'Archives 
to work at the Warren Commission offices and was enployed there 
in the File Section until July 31* 1964# when he left voluntarily 
to return to ©o liege in Boston. 


“ His supervisor at the Warren Commission was Josephine 

Farrar. His duties were filing, placing documents in chrono- 
logical order, indexing and in some cases source checking foot- 
notes of various testimony. 


Shurtleff recalled that on July 23# 1964# the 
"Washington Post" newspaper published an article containing the 
questions and answers resulting from a polygraph test of Jack L. 
Ruby at Dallas, Texas, on July 18, 1964* In reading this article, 
Shurtleff recalled that about one week prior to July 18, 1964 
he had filed a yellow oopy of the proposed questions prepared by 
the Commission and sent to Dallas for the test.

After reeding the newspaper article, end probably on 
the same day, he went to the Rile Section end pulled out the 
yellow File Section copy of the proposed questions and cellared 
than with those appearing in the newspaper article. Ee did this 
out of general curiosity and for no other reason as, in liie 
opinion, there must have been some leak to the press. 

Shurtleff's recollection is that the questions set 
forth in the newspaper article were similar to those appearing 
in the yellow File Section copy, in that the order of questions 
and the wording of the questions wa3 substantially the sane. 

Shurtleff advised that he had no knowledge as to 
whether any unauthorized distribution had been made cf the 
proposed questions, that nobody had ever requested him for a 
copy of this document and that he never copied it or caused it to 
bo copied. He stated that any member of the staff or employee 
could have made copies cf this document, as everyone had access 
to Xerox machines in the basement at the Commission. Ee stated 
as there was no control system for numbei* cf copies made or 
distributed, he could not say how many copies of this document 
may have been prepared. 

In connection with the interview Of Jack L. Ruby by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren at Dallas, Texas, on June 7# 1961*, 
Shurtleff recalled that he first heard of this through reading 
the local newspaper account of tho interview after it took place. 

He recalled that following the publication of the 
interview in the local press, there was some discussion of this 
in the File Section where he worked, as no one could understand 
how the newspaper got its information. 

Shurtleff recalled that sometime after the interview 
took place, date not recalled, hs saw a copy of the stonog- 
— raphor'e transcript of the Ruby intorviov. He said this may 
have been only one of three or four copies wade by the 
stenographer, Which would have been normal procedure depending 
on the number of staff members Who may want copies of that 
particular document.

He first saw this transcript in the Xerox Room Where 
It had apparently been left by on9 of the secretaries for copying, 
Tho Xerox cperetor was Edward (Ned^&ierpoint and the Xerox Room 
was adjacent to Shurtleff’s work area. He believed this was a 
blue ink copy of the original s Monographer* a transcript. 

He docs not recall whether it woo classified or whether it bore 
any other identifying marks. Ho did not observe Pierpoint make 
any copies of this transcript and has no knowledge of how many 
copies, if eny, were made. 

Ha never discussed this matter further with Fierpoint 
or anyone else. 

Sometime later, possibly two or three weeks later, a 
page proof copy of the Ruby interview came to tbe File Section 
for indexing. He believes this came from Mr. Moman Redlich’a 
office and was returned there after it was indexed. He does not 
recall whether this documant was classified. 

These were the only two occasions When ha aaw the Ruby 
interview.- This document was never filed in the File Section as 
stenographers’ transcripts and page proof copies of interview 
were not ‘placed in jr^, section. 

After returning to Boston, Shurtleff read Dorothy 
Kilgallen’s account cf the interview of Ruby in a Boston newspaper 
and again wondered how this had reached th6 press. Hs had no 
information as to how Dorothy Kilgallen had obtained this 
information. Ee was unable to say whether this article appeared 
to be a copy of either the stenographer’s transcript or 

the page proof copy of the intbrvletf which he bad previously 
observed. 

Shtirtleff had no information concerning the number of 
copies made or distribution cf the Ruby ir.to.rricrw, He statod 
that as there was no adequate control system lor documents, any 
staff member or employee could have had access to the Xerox 
machines and could have wade any number of copies of this 
document.

He is presently serving his fifth prison term 
In the State of Michigan. He vas first sentenced in 1950 
from Detroit, Michigan, for auto theft. He then escaped 
from the Michigan Reformatory, Ionia County, Michigan, and 
vas sentenced in 1950 in Ionia County for this offense. 

In 1954 he vas again sentenced to prison for attempted 
breaking and entering in the nighttime in Oakland Countj, 
Michigan. After his release from prison on this sentence, 
he vent to Texas, arriving in Houston, Texas, about March 1, 
1958. He resided in and around Houston until he left there 
to return to Michigan about the first veek of May, 1960. 
After he returned to Michigan, he vas again arrested and 
sentenced to prison from Oakland County for gross indecency. 
He vas paroled in 1961 and vas arrested and sentenced in 
Recorder's Court, Detroit, on September 25, 1961, to a .* 
term of four and one-half to five years for attempted 
robbery armed, vhlch sentence he is nov serving. He said 
this last sentence vas a result of possible morals action 
on his part. 


KNEIDING continued that during his stay in Houston, 
he vorked for Fulton or Foulton Snov Roofing, putting on 
roofs as an applicator. From this, he vorked into becoming 
_a canvasser for salesmen, selling home Improvements, such 
as aluminum siding, under the Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA) home Improvement plan. His job vas to line up 
prospects and the salesmen vould then call on the prospects 
and attempt to sell them. He said the salesmen vorked for 
various contracting firms but the main one vas Kraft 
Construction, Houston.' He also ad vised the main salesman 
be vorked for vas one LEONARD/ LYONS vho resided at that 
time at 7522 Kernel, Pecan Park, Houston.

KNEIDING advised In January, 1960, he was arrested 
by the Houston Police Department when they caught him speeding 
and the car In which he was driving was found to have been 
stolen In Kansas City, Kansas. He said he had borrowed the 
car from another party In Oklahoma and the FBI had Interviewed 
him In Houston at that time and he was later released and 
he never heard anything further about the matter. 

After arriving In Houston, he advised that he fell 
Into going with a group of homosexuals and visited and fre- 
quented various clubs where this crowd hung out. He named 
the main clubs which he frequented as the Desert Room on 
He Gowen Avenue; the Encore Club on Westheimer Street, a 
private club; the Whlffenpoof, the Surf Club, and others 
In Houston.

KNEIDING advised his closest acquaintance and 
tbe person he associated with the most was a Castilllan 
Spaniard named MARTINAUiZ, also known as Rachael' fhrti, * 
who resided on Crawford Street In Houston on the part - 
of the street which was the highway out of Houston. . > . 

He described this person as of Spanish descent, early 
twenties, black hair, very fair skin and complexion, 
and small build. This person was well known at the 
Desert Room where they spent most of their time. 

Another person known to him was named "PETE" (LNU), who 
was a good friend of MARTT RUIZ and also well known at 
the Desert Room. Another was named WAYNfi'TRAVEN (phonetic), 
a young fellow from Alabama who worked at the "Houston 
Chronicle" newspaper. Still another was PAUL (LNU), 
who worked as the liaison man for the Disabled American 
Veterans at the Huntsville, Texas, Penitentiary and 
would contact the veterans at the prison and arrange ^ 
for their pensions, etc. KNEIDING said that he tas/^ 
known to these persons as JIM and/or BUTCH. 
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One evening at the Desert Room In Houston, he 
said he was with MARTY RUIZ and some of his other Spanish .

There was conversation about OSWALD among the 
group who all seemed to know of him. The talk got around 
to the fact that RUBY had "brought OSWALD out", which 
means among homosexuals that RUBY had seduced OSWALD 
and started him into homosexual ways and activities. 

He continued that he later learned from his friends and 
from listening that JACK RUBY was well known among the • 
homosexuals as an active homosexual although not preferring 
young men but rather preferring people in his own age 
bracket. 

KNEIDING said that there had been a mock wedding 
at the Desert Room the night that he first met RUBY 

(the date of which he could not recall), and the "bride 

and groom" had been toasted by all of them. Including RUBY. 

He said that he had met and seen RUBY after that at the 
Desert Room in Houston and also one time at the Purple 
Onion in Dallas. He said he is almost sure that he also 
met and observed RUBY another time at the Enc ore Club, 

Houston. He also said that he had heard RUBY’S name 
mentioned at the Alley Theatre as a well known homosexual 
among the "gay crowd” when he had visited tha t establish- 
ment.

We own and operate a email retail store here in Van Horn Texas, highway 80* 
among other things, re handle guns and ammunition. 

On August 7, 1964, several small construction trucks stopped here, had came from a 
Job somewhore West of here, were going to a Job in Louleana. 

Two of the drivers were in the store for quite some time, and one of then purchased 
a rifle, a 22 Cal. Noble, lever action, model 275, and a box of ammunition. 
According to our book, this mans name is Darrell D. Cline. 4 

While in the store, this same man remarked that they had a quota of 15 negroes , 
to kill, then boasted that the quota was then two or three less than the original 
15. These construction trucks were from Jackson Hiss., 1KBY construction Co. 

This Information might possibly help in some way, some time. 


In Feb. 1964, a young man stopped in the store, was Just out of Dallas, going to 
Calif., the assassination of President Kennedy came up, I renarked that Jack 
Ruby evidently had nothing to do with the assassination, since 1 had heard or 
read nothinc to indicate that Ruby ever knew Oswald. This young man immediately 
remarked that he did not understand that, and said that he had done some 
repair work on the speakers in Rubys Club, Just a few nights before the 
assassination, and that he had a receipt for his work, signed by both. Ruby and 
Oswald, said that he rave the receipt to an FBI man in Dallas, but never heard 
anything more about it, 1 believed the man, he had nothing at ell to gain by 
telling ns such a llo. 

Actually we have few facts pertaining to the assassination, we know that Kennedy . 
is dead, we watched the murder of Oswald, as did the Dallas police. 

It has not been proved that Oswald killed the President, and if he did, 1 believe y 
he was simply used, w.*s capable and available, I believe there are one or more Jr* 
persons who expected in attempt on the Presidents life. I l>elieve the South / 
assassinated Kennedy, and for the same reasons they assassinated Lincoln * 
hundred years ago, to me it is that simple, as to reasons or motive.

Mr. Alfred Goldberg of the President's Commission called 
concerning one Jo^Bonds, Texas Department of Corrections No. 151515, 
stating that the Commission was desirous of setting forth information 
concerning an arrest foi* sodomy of Bonds in Dallas, Texas. He advised 
the Bureau had previously objected to the Commission's utilizing the 
information set forth in the Identification record and requested to be 
advised whether a statement appearing in the report of SA Manuel 
Clements, Dallas, Texas, dated 11-30-63, on page 486, might be used 
as a source for such a statement. The page in question shows that 
Joe Bonds, Texas Department of Corrections No. 151515, upon interview 
at Wynne Prison Farm, advised as follows: Bonds is serving a sentence 
on a sodomy charge out of Dallas, Texas.

He was informed that there was absolutely 
no truth In this and that I desired to secure from him any

concerning President Kennedy, the former Attorney Oeneral, other officials 
and the policy of the odmlnlstratlon.

Therefore, these miscellaneous type reports were furnished to the Depart* 
ment. The Jack L. Ruby investigation was conducted at the request of the 
President's Commission and the Department based on a possible violation 
of Oswald's civil rights.

In view of Rankin's letter it appears desirable that reports 
containing miscellaneous type Information relating to our continuing 
investigation of the assassination as well as the results of our 
continuing investigation of Oswald be furnished to the Department. 

Xt is proposed that in the future when miscellaneous type 
reports and reports entitled "Lee Harvey Oswald" are received they 
will be furnished to the Department following review. If deemed 
necessary, they will also be furnished to other appropriate agencies 
of the Government, euoh as Secret Service, Central Intelligence Agency, 
eto. where such agencies might have an interest in the data reported.

On page 182 Belli states that FBI Agents 
contacted him in a hotel room to advise him that Ruby bad never 
been an employee of the FBI, CIA or any other Government agency.

I be had told the FBI when Interviewed that he had overheard Ruby 
make this statement and Archer replied, "No,” We did interview 
Archer within a few days subsequent to the shooting of Oswald 
and Archer did not at that time state that he overheard Ruby 
make the statement that be intended to shoot Oswald three times* 

With regard to the above two inaccurate statements 
concerning the furnishing of money to Ruby for telephone calls 
and advising Belli that Ruby had not been an informant of the 
CIA or other Government agency, it was recommended and approved 
that it would be pointless at this time to contact Belli to 
straighten him out on the true factsj however, should any other 
person make inquiry regarding these inaccuracies they will be 
promptly straightened out* No inquiries have been received 
to date.

Congressman Gerald R; Ford, Jr., (R-Mich.)* a member of the Warren 
Commission, contacted your office on 1-6-65 concerning the matter regarding an allegatio 
that the results of the interview conducted in captioned matter with one Frank A. Capell 
had been "doctored.** Congressman Ford was shown a copy of the interview form FD-302 
on 12-18-64 and was satisfied that no changes had taken place between this ni l the repro- 
duction of it in Volume XXVI of the Warren Commissions Report. He explained, however 
that John H.ARay , a New York attorney who formerly was Congressman from the 16th 
•^ongreSsional^District in Staten Island, New York, was now in his office and was still 
concerned about this matter. He asked that someone come to his office and explain the: 
situation to Mr. Ray. 

SA David W. Bowers of this Section went to Congressman Ford's office ahd 
met Mr. Ray. It was determined that his concern with this matter was the fact that back- 
ground information showing Capell had a prior criminal record had been published in tlii ^ 
Warren Commission Report. He stated that this information was also published as thooghfc* 
it had been developed by SA Vincent J. Savadel through an interview with Capell and he^jJ 
knew that this was not true(See enclosed Xerox of pages 608 and 609 of Volume XXVI ofjheg* 
Commission's Report which contains pertinent information). sf v

It was pointed out to Mr. Ray that the results of SA Savadel's interview withty

Mr. Ray expressed concern over the manner in which the data at^out Capell 
was reproduced in the Commission Report since it led him to believe that it all had 
resulted from SA Savadel’s interview with Capell. Our procedure of using the interview 
form, FD-302,as inserts in investigative reports was explained to him and the fact that the 
form recording the interview with Capell bore the page number 1 in the upper left hand 
corner was pointed out to him. He then stated that he could now /. understand

Collins told the Secret Service agents that after the assassination he 
reported these incidents to a Major Jones in the presence of Sergeants Wetjen (PH) 
and George Plotes, however these individuals told him to "forget it and mind your 
own business." Collins identified the bars in El Paso as the "Roaring Twenties Bar" 
and 'The Hut." 

Collins* present residence 1314 California Street, Woodbridge, Virginia, 
and retired from the Army February 29, 1964. (Army Serial # RA 15250553)_ He told 
Secret Service agents that he had finally reported this information to 'The Evening Star" 
newspaper, Washington, D. C. , who referred him to the Secret Service Office.

One 
ROBERT LEE HUNT, a carpenter, found that this man had 
removed the asbestos insulation from all the heating pipes 
which went through the upstairs floor in one building, 
and that action could have caused fires. This was an 
act of sabotage, in his estimation. He found out at the 
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office that this man's name was J^TliJBENSTEIN, and he 
•reported the man and his actions/to Mr. ROWAN, the FBI 
Agent. RUBENSTEIN was thereafter discharged. He 
described J. RUBENSTEIN as a white man, age in his 30's, 
unmarr'ed, 5'8" to 5'9"# 155 to 160 lbs., slightly bald, 
with light hair, more blond than brown.

COLLINS stated that about three days prior 
to the assassination of former President KENNEDY, he was 
In the "Roaring Twenties" Bar, El Paso, Texas, approximately 
5:00 p.m. having a drink. In walked two men who went to 
the bartender, named "STEVE". When they talked to "STEVE", 
COLLINS said he overheard some of the conversation. Both 
men identified themselves to "STEVE" as Special Agents of 
the FBI and they displayed to this bartender a photograph 
of a woman. These Agents did not mention the nai.e of the 
woman they were inquiring about. COLLINS advised that he 
obtained a good look at the photograph at the time it was 
displayed to "STEVE". He stated that the Agents asked 
"STEVE" if she worked at his place, and "STEVE" advised that 
she had cone in the place seeking a Job, but she was not 
hired. The Agents left this bar after their conversation 
with "STEVE". 

The next evening, about tw<* days prior to the 
assassination of former President KENNEDY, COLLINS 3tated 
he was at the "Hut", another bar in El Paso, Texas. While 
there around 3:00 to 4:00 p.m., the same two Special Agents 
of the FBI came in and talked with a tall buxom blonde 
employee at this place. They displayed some article to her 
and COLLINS said he believed it to be the same picture that 
these Agents had displayed to the other bartender, "STEVE", 
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but he could not be sure since he did not see this photograph 
or whatever was shown by the Agents. He stated that he 
overheard the blonde employee, name unknown, advise the 
Agents that this person worked at the "Hut", starting at 
6:00 p.m. 

COLLINS said that two days later KENNEDY was 
assassinated and immediately thereafter, the El Paso news- 
papers "were full of Oswald, Ruby an c' an employee of Ruby 
at his place of business, v/hoce first name he recalls as 
MILLIE". COLLINS stated chat rhe looked like the same 
person a3 the one in the photograph he saw at the "Roaring 
Twenties* bar, El Paso, Texas, in the possession of the 
» two FBI Agents who talked to the bartender named "STEVE. He 

stated that he cannot be positive, however. He stated the 
woman in the paper worked as a dancer for JACK RUBY; He 
advised that he has thought about this for some time, and 
often wondered that if the two women were identical, then 
the FBI must have been checking up on RUBY and his employees 
prior to the assassination. 

He stated that he doubted that he could recognise 
the girl, "MILLIE", mentioned above, or the Agents of the 
FBI previously mentioned even if he should see them ?gain. 
COLLINS advised that since his discharge from the Army, 
he has thought about this matter for some time, and then 
decided that he should report the matter to the U. S. Secrat 
Service for their information. 



COLLINS stated that he could be mistaken since he 
is not positive that the picture of RUBY'S employee in the 
newspapers was positively the same as the photograph in 
the possession of the Agents at the "Roaring Twenties". 

He advised that he did not have any further information in 
this matter.

"WARREN REPORT IS A LARGS 
LIE FROM START TO FINISH** 


The American attorney MARK LANS, who is searching 
for truth re the KENNEDY assassination, yesterday 
stated bis opinions. LANS stated before the English 
Club in NyMbing at a lecture sponsored by the 
English Club and this newspaper, that he was 
presently working on a book about the assassination. 
LANS nade the following points: 

1. OSWALD, when first interviewed after being 
arrested for TIPPIT's murder, knew nothing of the 
Presidential assassination and denied killing TIPPIT. 

2. The Warren Report is foolish because it 
contradicts testimony of witnesses. 

3. The FBI has not questioned all witnesses; 
in particular, those who did not agree with the 
supposition that OSWALD was the murderer. 

4. As an example, a woman, who was so close 
to the point of assassination that she heard what 
Mrs. KENNEDY said to her wounded husband, was 
never interviewed by the Commission. This woman 
had been quoted by the "New York Times". 

5. The assistant manager of the book 
depository, who stood below the windows of the 
depository during the assassination, claims 
that the assassin's shots came not from the 
building, but from Elm Street close to the 

railway. This man has not been interviewed.

6. The Commission and the FBI changed 
their opinion about where KENNEDY'S car was 
when the shots were fired, and also ignored 
doctors' statements about the wound in KENNEDY'S 
throat being that of an entrance wound and not, 
as the Report claims It to be, an exit wound.

. 7. It Is amazing that the police had OSWALD'S 

description 15 minutes after the shooting, though 
they reportedly received it from a witness mho 
stood 100 feet away from the depository. This 
witness normally wears glasses, but that day did 
not wear them. The Report claims OSWALD was 
lying down or on his knees, but the witness 
claims that OSWALD was standing up. 

8. The window from which OSWALD supposedly 
fired the shots was closed, and it remains a great 
miracle as to how OSWALD could have thus shot 
through it. 

9. FBI Agents in reconstructing the scene of 
the shooting had to have the Agent playing the 
role of KENNEDY make a one-half turn in the car to 
get into proper alignment for the shooting. 

10. Several witnesses claim that shooting 
came from in front of the car and at least four 
shots were fired. Governor CONN ALLY claims, with 
hundreds of witnesses, that four shots were fired 
and that they came from the front. 

11. Police, who found the alleged assassina- 
tion rifle immediately after the shooting, claim 
it was a German Hauser 7.65 mm. The policeman 
who identified the rifle as such had worked for 
many years in a weapons shop. However, the FBI 
determined that the rifle was an Italian 6.5 mm 
weapon. "Strange that so quickly a rifle can 
change nationality", stated LANE, but it had to 
be changed to fit the doctors' analysis of

19. A policeman heard the shots come from 
Elm Street and ran over and saw a person dis- 
appear. It is strange that the FBI did not try 
to find that man. 

13. An amateur photographer, who stood 
directly in front of the Presidential limousine, 
said he was caught in the line of fire and had 
to duck to avoid being hit. This photographer 
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also heard four shots. FBI Interviews, however, 
convinced hla that he had heard Incorrectly, 

Later, however, when he attempted to change his 
testimony, the Commission would not listen to hla. 

14. The Danish MARK LANS Committee has plans 
for reconstructing the shooting with the original 
rifle to see If one man can hit a target so pre- 
cisely within such a few seconds. None of the 
United States' best marksmen have been able to 
do this. 

15. JACK RUBY may know the answer to the 
riddle of KENNEDY'S murder, but to date the FBI 
has declined to let him testify even though he 
has volunteered to go to Washington, D. C., for 
that purpose. If RUBY dies, an important key 
aay be lost to this aystery.

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MICHAEL PAINE has a "second "car, an Oldsraobile, 
which was parked outside of his residence at 2512 West Fifth 
Street, in Irving, Texas, during 1963, bearing 1963 Texas 
plates, and apparently not used. In late November, 1964, 
she called the FBI in Fort Worth, and reported the matter to 
a Mr. CARTER, since she felt it strange that the car was not 
being used, and still bore 1963 Texas plates. Several weeks 
later, after she had contacted the FBI, she observed the car to 
. have 1964 Texas plates, NY 9380. She considers this to be 
very peculiar. 

She furnished to the Warren Commission during the 
course of her testifying, a photograph of the assassination 
scene which she had obtained from an issue of the "Saturday 
Evening Post" about five days after the assassination. A 
copy of this photograph appears with her testimony in Volume 
16 of the Warren Commission report. A copy of this photograph • 
also appears in the publication, "Four Dark Days in History 1 , 
pages 4 and 5. Ihe extreme left side of this photograph 
(as one faces the photograph) bears the picture of an indivi- 
dual whom she believes to be JACK RUBY. In subsequent photo- 
graphs appearing in papers and magazines, the segment of the 
photograph bearing RUBY's picture has been deleted. In the 
above-mentioned photograph bearing RUBY's picture, there is 
a hand in the vicinity of RUBY's head, and she believes that 
one of the shots taken at President KENNEDY came from a gun, 
held in this hand, the identity of this person not known to 
her. She feels that for some reason, the photograph which 
she originally furnished the Commission had been altered, 
and she feels this should be investigated to determine the 
reason for so doing. She feels similarly that the photograph 
appearing on page 19 of "Time" magazine, dated 2/14/64, depict-

MISCELLANEOUS - INFORMATION CONCERNING 


Re; JOHN J. PETRANEK 

JOHN J. PETRANEK, 1182 East 71et Street, Cleveland, 
Ohio, telephonlcally contacted the Cleveland Office on the 
evening of April 17, 1965# end advised he was presently at a 
tavern located "two doors down from my house," and he stated 
he was "blind drunk." He said he knew who had assassinated 
former President JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY but refused to 
Identify this person any further. He remarked he did not 
agree with the "propaganda" which had been published con- 
cerning the assassination of President KENNEDY or with the 
results of the investigation concerning this matter. He 
commented the "real" assassin- "had beentaid off" but again 
he declined to identify this person. 

During this conversation, he made no reference to 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD or any other individual. 

PETRANEK stated his admiration of former President 
KENNEDY and made no comment of any kind concerning President 
LYNDON B. JOHNSON. He indicated in no way any feelings con- 
cerning the present US polioy, the current federal administra- 
tion, or any other individual of federal, state, or local 
political or administrative significance. 
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PETRANEK commented several times during the con- 
versation of being "blind drunk" and stated he wanted to call 
It to the attention of the FBI that he did not agree with the 

results of the Investigation concerning the assassination. I 

* \ 

He was thanked for his observations and courteously 
advised. In the event he had any Information concerning the 
assassination of former President KENNEDY or any other informa- 
tion which he believed of interest to the FBI, he might 
contact the jCleveland office personally during normal business 
hours and discuss this matter fully. He stated he would give 
this consideration, but he did not know whom he could "trust," 
if anyone. He was advised any information furnished the 
FBI would be handled in a confidential manner and that any 
Special Agent with whom he would speak. In the event he came 
to the Cleveland Office, could be fully trusted. 

It is not ed PETRANEK is identical to the subject of 
Bureau File/j2-109o6oJ 

For information of the Dallas Division, PETRANEK 
first contacted the Cleveland Office on March 14, 1953# at 
which time he complained that his commanding officer in a 
local National Ouard unit had made favorable remarks con- 
cerning former Premier JOSEPH STALIN, USSR. He further 
complained that the commanding officer should have "given 
Russia hell" when lecturing to the men of the unit. PETRANEK 
was a 1st sergeant in this National Ouard unit at the time 
of complaint. 

• The next pertinent contact made by PETRANEK and ' 
contained in the Cleveland file was on November 24, 1963# 
when he telephonlcally contacted the Bureau and requested 
the present location of "SA MUNLEY." He indicated at this 
time he had Important information which he would not dis- 
close and would only furnish to SA MUNLEY. He stated he 
was very suspicious of all other law enforcement officers 
and, therefore, did not wish to be contacted by any other 
. agent. PETRANEK further indicated he would travel to wherever 
SA MUNLEY was located in order to Impart this information. 

It was determined that the SA MUNLEY referred to by PETRANEK 
was identical to SA LAWRENCE F. MUNLEY# assigned to the 
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Buffalo Office at that time. 

On November 29, 1963* SA MUNLEY corresponded with 
PETRANEK on plain unmarked stationery requesting him to either 
contact the Cleveland Office personally or to furnish this 
Information directly to him by either letter or by personal 
contact. By December 17, 1963* PETRANEK had not contacted 
the Bureau, the Cleveland Office, or SA MUNLEY In any 
manner, and the Bureau granted permission to contact PETRANEK 
directly at Cleveland. 

PETRANEK was contacted on February 7* 1964, upon 
Bureau authority, at which time he advised he was very con- 
cerned over the number of communists In this country. He 
stated that he ran Into communists everywhere he went. When 
questioned about his reluctance to furnish Information to the 
FBI, he stated that during World War II he found communists 
In the armed forces and he, therefore, assumed that they 
were throughout the government service, possibly even In the 
FBI. He stated he did have confidence In SA MUNLEY, and In 
this connection said that about ten years ago he had taken a 
tour of the Buffalo Office with some relatives, and SA 
MUNLEY was the agent conducting the tour. He said he has 
had no further contact with SA MUNLEY. 

Concerning the Information he wished to furnish, 
PETRANEK stated he has been upset since the assassination of 
President JOHN FITZOERAID KENNEDY, as he believes this was a 
communist plot. He could furnish no reasons for his belief. 

He further said that, after seeing pictures of JACK RUBY, 
he has come to the conclusion that RUBY looks a lot like a 
man he remembers seeing around the YMCA In Cleveland In the 
1950' s. He stated this man ran around with a group In the 
YMCA which he considered "liberal," although he could not 
give any reasons for his thoughts In this regard or name 
any persons In the group. 

PETRANEK stated at this time he would give the 
matter further thought and If he could think of any specific 
information of Interest to the FBI, he would again contact 
that office. 
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Upon Interview on February 7# 1964# 14 appeared 
PETRANEK was obsessed with the Question of communist In- 
fluence In this country. He stated that although he continues 
to work as a plumber for the City of Cleveland, he occasionally 
becomes so upset over this matter that he has to take a day 
off. He could furnish no specific Information of any kind 
and gave no Indication of being violent and spoke strongly 
against persons who attempt to take matters Into their own 
hands . 

PETRANEK on May 14, 1964, telephonically contacted 
SA MUNLEY at Buffalo by long distance from Cleveland, at 
which time he Indicated he had "very Important Information" 
on communism Involving high personages In the United States 
government, but he would not give this Information over the 
telephone and would not put It In a letter to the agent, 
stating he would be killed If he did so# as he was In much 
danger as It was. 

PETRANEK at this time accused SA MUNLEY of having 
given him bad advice In his letter of November 29, 1963# 
that he should contact agents of the Cleveland FBI Office 
concerning his furnishing Information which would be treated 
In the strictest confidence. He told SA MUNLEY .that he had 
spoken with two FBI agents from the Cleveland Office and 
that he did not trust them and had suspected they and other 
agents In the Cleveland FBI Office were also tied up In the 
communist conspiracy. In fact, he said that as a result of 
the recommendation made by SA MUNLEY In his letter, he is 
not sure now that he could trust him. PETRANEK stated, how- 
ever, that he had no choice since the Information he had, and 
which he refused to discuss over the telephone, was very 
Important and that he would, therefore, travel to Buffalo 
at the end of May and personally furnish this Information to 
SA MUNLEY

1 Bobby Kennedy, the American Bar Association and the American Medical Association, {v, 
i with the Director receiving top billing. The article is attached. & 

In the interview, conducted by an unidentified "Playboy" interviewer, Belli 1 
commented he did not believe that the FBI suppressed any knowledge it had of any plot 
to assassinate the President although he could not understand why the Bureau did not . 
give Secret Service the file it had on Oswald. The Director is mentioned unfavorably in ^ 
passing at several points, however, Belli's first real criticism occurs when he is asked, 
.what he thinks of the FBI's reputation for scientific crime detection. He replied that the 
Bureau's technical expertise is more impressive than its reputation. He says it spends 
its time and the taxpayers' money chasing "two-bit car thieves and looking for commuiist| 
.spies" while organized crime continues to prosper. He claims there is no reason why ^ 
the FBI could not have broken up the syndicate long ago "if Hoover really wanted to. " ^ 

He said "syndicate bigwigs" are so good at covering up their tracks it is difficult to get 
convictions and the Director wants to keep the FBI's reputation "unbesmirched by failure'.® 

! He suggests that the interviewer read Fred Cook's book "The FBI Nobody Knows" to get e 
the cold, hard facts about the FBI. He claims that the Director has done a great job in t 
making his position more secure but that his "dictatorial ideas and ideology have no place^ 
Jin a position of such power in a democracy. " Belli describes Mr. Hoover ? s ideology as g 
jfascism and he wonders why so many ex- FBI men are members of the John Birch Society^ 
JHe said that the Director is an "archreactionary autocrat, " who believes that the people © 
Jure not fit to govern themselves. He describes Mr. Hoover as a "dangerous, dangerous 
man whom we should have gotten rid of a long time ago, " and given full rein, in the 
• name of law and order, he would have completely abandoned the constitutional, due process 
protections guaranteed to every citizen. When asked if he was not going too far, Belli 
responded ”1 probably am- -because I'm telling the truth. " Then he says he fully expects 
i a call from one of Mr. Hoover’s "gray-flannel minions" because the Bureau has already 
tried to tap his phonos and interfere with his mail. He said JLf visited he is ready, y 
the question is "are they ready for me?”

He forwarded the letter to the Jackson Resident Agency by mail | 
for ’’information and consideration. ” The case was closed after investigation when the 
United States Attorney at Oxford, Mississippi, declined prosecution. In July, 1964, 
f the Bureau learned that Belli had his interviews with Jack Ruby filmed, allegedly for 
preparation of his defense. A cameraman he engaged said Belli had obtained all rights 
to any book or film on Ruby before accepting his defense and allegedly compiled an 
immense film library on Ruby for future exploitation. Belli allegedly deliberately

They are convinced — it’s part 
of being a cop — that the reason the de- 
fendant is sitting there is that the law, 
their pan of the law, has done its job 
ami that die job of judge ami jury is to 
provide a cjtiick, rj nest iot dess conviction 
ami a stiff sentence. The presumption of 
innocence until guilt is proven is for 
lasvycn, not for cojn. 'Hie man msi/ Ire 
guilty, they think, or else why has he 
been arrested, arraigned and brought to 
trial? So they sometimes co mime llirm- 
sclvrs that a modicum of intifi stretch- 
ing or truth omission on their part could 
achieve lire desirable end that strict ad- 
herence to the rule of evidence could 
not. 

Perhaps, of all jieoplr, from what 
you’ve read of me, iiud Iretaitsc of what 
I’ve just said, you wotddn’t expect me 
to say this, Imt 1 think the average 
American policeman not otdy is a good 
guy,, but lies underpaid, overworked, 
and a pretty damned good human Ire mg.

One of the first clients 1 
found was Avilcz, "the Black-Gloved 
Rapist" He had liecn tried, convicted ami 
sentenced to a total of 400 years. For wliat- 
cvcr it waft wordi, I got 200 years knocked 
off his sentence. He wrote me a thank- ‘ 
yon note. After that, I got a numlicr of 
other hopeless eases— one of diem a con- 
victed counterfeiter who had resumed 
priming die stuff right in San Quentin's 
print shop. 

Although 1 didn't realize it at the 
time, die ease that first showed me the 
thing that would later grt me on my way 
was that of a young Negro con via 
named Ernie Smith. He had liven indict- 
ed for murder for killing another con- 
vict, in a fight in the San Quentin prison 
yard. Smith told me lie had done it in 
self-defense, that die other man was 
alxuit to throw a knife at him. 1 couldn't 
believe it. but the captain of die guard 
confirmed for me that most of the ton- 
vieis carried knives. lie showed me a 
desk drawer full of over a hundred lc- 
dial-looking pigstickers, explaining, "We 
take away the hig ones." Before the trial, ; 
I served a suh|>ociia on the ca|>tain of ' 
tlic guard, ordering him to come to * 
court with his drawer full of knives to he 
admitted into the evidence. Walking 
past the jury box with it. I was struck by 
a bell of a diought. My whole ta* , every 
argument to determine If Ernie Smith 
would live or die, was in lhal dravvr!

For many, one 
day not even morphine -any longer 
eases their frightful suffering, ami the 
only alternative left is a cordotomy — the 
severing of the spinal cotd to halt tire 
dreadful journey of the pain impulses to 
the brain. Think almut that the next 
lime you see one of these propaganda 
pieces almm the "high awards" that arc 
"ruining" the country's insurance com- 
panies. Think almm those pitiful per- 
sonal-injury victims who tempt one to 
say "They'd Ik: better off dead." But the 
law fothids them to choose death; they 
have no legal choice Inn to go on living 
—and suffering. Think about the double 
amputees, the "basket cases," die trau- 
matic psychotic*, the paraplegics, the 
spinal-injury invalids, the blinded, the 
grotesquely burned and scarred.

"Belli is 
a Barinnn!" they screamed, "llic court- 
rooms arc lieing turned into horror 
(liamliersl** Hut headway was lieing 
made everywhere. Asking not a cent of 
(re, I liegaii lee luring all over the mini- 
try — to law students, to liar associations, 
to groii|n of plaintiff lawycis. .Sometimes 
my s|K-akiug in a state would start an i 
l' immediate rise in |>ersonal injury awards. . 
An example of that is Mississippi, which * 
was for many ycais nnr of this country's 
lowrst-vcrdic t states; soon after I ad- 
dressed its State Bar Association in 1951, . 
Mississippi awards rose sharply — to at ! 
least an ecpiitahle level. *

With 
lawyers and doctors, it seems there’s 
some son of collective amorality. a cal- 
lous mob psychology, that takes out the 
individual practitioner's ethics ami Inm- 
esiy. Doctors as a group condone niah 
practirc acts that individually they 
wouldn't dream of sanctioning. The in- 
dividual doctor is so busy treating tlic 
sick and performing o|>rr.iftoit* that he’s 
forfeited the administration of his na- 
tional organisation to a htimh of dirty 
sons of hitches who try. because of their 
own shortcomings in their profession, to 
make him conform to what they think 
medicine should lie. Tliey tell him not 
to publicly criticize his fellow practi- 
tioners; they have usttr|>cd his conscience.

My first malpractice case was my eye 
opener to this incredible conspiracy. I 
was retained to sue a tint lor w ho had 
. prescrilicd enemas and cathartics for a 
young man who. was suffering classic */>• 
pend iritis symptoms. The boy's cramp- 
ing worsened, the doctor sent him to a 
hospital where he let hint wait: the ap- 
pendix burst and the boy died. Not only 
was the treatment patently wrong, but 
later I had good reason to believe that 
the doctor was intoxicated when he 
made the house call. Are you ready? I 
lost that case! Not one of this drunken 
doctor's colleagues would testify in court 
to what he had obviously done. Worse, 
five doctors testified in his behalf, in- 
cluding the head of one of our largest 
university hospitals. Five years later, 
that defendant doctor killed himself; he 
had IxTome a do|>c addict and a habit- 
ual drunkard. 

Twenty-five yean have passed since 
then, but it's still next to impossible to 
get one doctor to testify against another, 
and it doesn’t matter how flagrant the 
case is. Good old Doc Frcbish may have 
come into the operating room dead 
drunk, carrying a rusty knife and wear- 
ing an old pair of overalls, but as long as 
heflT vheinber in good standinfc'br'ibi*

On May 28, 1965, the following information was fur- 
nished by Penn Jones, Jr., owner and editor of "Midlothian 
Mirror", a weekly newspaper published at Midlothian, Ttit.is, 
in reply to information furnished by John Russell Freeman, 
owner and editor of the "Farmer and Miner", a weekly news- 
paper in Frederick, Colorado, as set out in Denver. Colorado, 
letterhead memoranda dated May 18 and 28, 1965. The infor- 
mation furnished by Freeman was discussed in detail with 
Jones, but no documents were shown to Jones. 

Jones first met Freeman in Dallas, Texas, in 
October, 1963, after Jones had made a speech at the Uni- 
tarian Church. The speech had been made against the conduct 
of the ultra-right wing element in Dallas at the time Adlai 
Stevenson was a guest speaker in Dallas. 

After the speech, Freeman introduced himself and 
stated he was in full accord with Jones' ideology and wanted 
to know what he could do in this regard. Jones suggested 
he purchase a small newspaper with which to publish his 
Democratic ideas. 

Following the assassination of President Kennedy 
in Dallas, Jones covered the trial of Jack Ruby on a part- 
time basis as a newsman. Freeman assisted him somewhat bv 
covering part of the Ruby trial. 

As to Freeman's statement that Jones has a theory 
about the assassination that Lee Harvey Oswald was paid a 
large sum of money to commit the act by two brothers from 
Texas who are very high up in the Government of the United

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States, Jones emphatically denied ever having such a 
or ever mentioning to Freeman or anyone else that a large 
amount of money was paid to Oswald by anyone. He denied 
knowing any brothers from Texas or anyone else referred *o 
by Freeman. 

During the spring of 1964, Jones did visit in 
Washington, D. C. and met Theodore Sorenson, who was former lv 
on President Kennedy *s White House staff, and had Sorenson 
autograph a copy of his book, "Decision Making at the White 
House". Jones had only a brief visit with Sorenson and did 
not discuss any theory he had of the assassination with 
Sorenson. Sorenson did not refer him to Attorney Genera* 
Robert Kennedy. 

During the same trip to Washington, D. C. , he did 
contact Attorney General Kennedy for the purpose of having 
him autograph Jones' copy of a book entitled "Profiles in 
Courage" written by the late President Kennedy. This visit 
was very short, and he did not discuss any theory he had 
concerning the assassination with Kennedy. 

Kennedy introduced Jones to his assistant, Nicholas 
Katzenbach, in order to get rid of Jones. Jones then talked 
to Katzenbach five or ten minutes, during which time he 
expressed his sorrow for the assassination. Jones stated 
he did not discuss any theory he had concerning the assassi- 
nation with Katzenbach and did not mention anyone he suspected 
of paying Oswald to assassinate President Kennedy. 

He has had no further contact with Katzenbach sms 

that time. 

As to Freeman's statement that Jones had much 
information in his possession which he could document . to* 
example, proof that Oswald was in Atlanta, Georgia, abou’ 
one year before the assassination of President Kennedy and 
that a scheduled stop President Kennedy was supposed to 
make at Atlanta was called off, Jones advised he recalled 
that President Kennedy was supposed to have stopped at 
Atlanta but the plans had been changed. He further re**! ltd 
that according to the news media, Oswald had staved at a 
motel in Atlanta where he had left his rifle and had to 
return for it. Jones continued the news media subsequent |v 
stated the story was a hoax and the motel operator had 
admitted Oswald had not stayed there.

Concerning the "Postal Advisor" who was 
to have been in Atlanta on the date Oswald was there, as 
well as being in Dallas on the date of the assassination 
of President Kennedy, Jones stated he knows of no postal 
advisor in Dallas or anywhere else as referred to by 
Freeman and knows of no postal official taking a le avc"»*__^- 
of absence at the time Lee Harvey Oswald was report edl* 
in Mexico* 

Jones volunteered the following information 
concerning the Jack Ruby case: 

He is planning to print a story in his June *<i 
issue of the "Midlothian Mirror" concerning George Senator, 
Ruby's former roommate, lying to the Warren Commission. 

In the Warren report, Senator stated on the date of Oswald's 
murder in Dallas, after being interrogated by the Dallas 
Police Department, he was released. He then went to the 
TV Bar, where he stayed a while and later went home with 
Attorney Jim Martin. According to Jones, Senator failed 
to tell about a conference the same night in his apartwenr 
between himself, Tom Howard, reporter; Bill Hunter of a 
Long Beach, California, newspaper; Jim Koethe, a reporter: 
and Dallas Attorney C. A. Droby. 

Jones declined to furnish his source on this 
information but stated Attorney Droby and George Senator 
set up the conference for the purpose of taking pictures 
and getting the story at Ruby's apartment. Jones pointed 
out Tom Howard has since deceased with a heart attack, 

Bill Hunter has also deceased, as well as Jim Koethe, «ho 
allegedly had been killed in Dallas by Larry Earl Reno 
with a Judo chop* 

Jones stated he had interviewed Droby conce »*:.!•»« 
the above conference, but Droby did not discuss it o»her 
than to state the conference was set up at the request of 
an unidentified newsman. Droby told Jones he was at the 
conference but did not hear any conversations as he sat 
down in the living room while the others walked around *he 
apartment conversing.

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As stated in the Warren Commission Report, Captain Will Frits 
of the Dallas Police Department quoted Lee Harvey Oswald as saying 
about the killing of the President: “People will forget that in a few 
days and there would be another President,” (V 4, P 225). This editor 
feels Oswald was wrong on his estimate of the nation's respect This 
nation has not yet had a chance to adequately express itself over 
the assassination, and it may take a full scale war to make them 
forget. 

We have been critical of the Warren Report, but we are so 
grateful for the many answers in the twenty six volumes of testi- 
mony.

After rending thousands of pages of testimony, we h.ivc *found * 
what seems to bo an important withholding of evidence* 

This evidence forces us to plead for a revival of the Warren 
Commission for more study and consideration concerning the assas- 
sination. The evidence concerns Ihc testimony of George Senator, 
self classified as s beggar (vol. I4 f page 308), the roommate and 
admitted "boyfriend* (vol. 14, page 312) of Jack Ruby. The discre- 
pancy concerns a meeting in Ruby's and Senator's apartment on 
Sunday night, November 24, 19C3 after Ruby killed Oswald. 


After what has happened to those present at the meeting, one 
can presume it was an important meeting on that Sunday night At 
least six persons were present for the meeting and three of them ( 
have died strangely. A reasonable man would wonder if Senator 
accidentally revealed something important that particular night 


On April 22, 19G4, George Senator was being questioned by the 
Warren Commission on Senator's activities that Sunday after the 
killing of Oswald. Lending the questioning in Washington was Messrs. 
Burt W. Griffin and Leon D. Hubert, Jr., assistant counsel of the 
President's Commission. Dr. Alfred Goldberg, historian, was present 
Volume XIV page 258 reads in part: \

•yet two attorneys arrived. Tlu? newsmen were Dill Hunter of the 
Long Beach (Cal.) Tress Telegram, and Jim Kocthe of the Dallas 
Times Herald. Attorney C. A. Droby of Dallas arranged the meeting 
l’o r the two newsmen. 


„ Droby insists that ho only arranged the meeting, lie says he did 
not accompany the other five men on a tour of the apartment, nor 
did ho hear any of the conversation which went on. But the lives 
of three who accompanied Senator about the apartment have been 
taken. 


We learned this week that Attorney Jim Martin, close friend of 
George Senator* was present for the apartment meeting. Martin 
did not testify before the Warren Commission, but he told this editor 
he heard the conversations during the visit of the newsmen. He 
could not remember anything that was said, hut he was sure there 
was nothing significant. “Certainly there was nothing said that would 
make Senator lie about.' a 

We asked Martin if he did not feel it was unusual for Senator 
to call Martin about the kilting of Oswald before the announccnifrnt 
war made that Ruby had done the shooting, (vol. 14 page 245) Mar- 
tin said this editor was wrong, but later said: “You are telling me 
something I didn't know about/* 


Wc asked Martin if ho did not fee! it wan unusual for Senator 
forget the meeting while testifying in Washington on April ^22, 
‘UAVi since Hill Hunter, who was a newsman present at the meeting, 
wks shot to death across the nation in Long Beach, California 
very night. Martin grinned and said:

Bill Hunter, a native of Dallas and an award winning newsman 
in Long Beach, was reading a book after 11 p.m. in the police station 
called the "Fublic Safety Building" Two policemen going off duty 
came into the press room and one shot Hunter through the heart at 
range officially ruled to be "more than three feet”*. The policeman 
said he dropped his gun, and it fired as he picked it up, but the angle 
of the bullet caused him to have to change the story to one of quick 
draw with his fellow officer. The other officer testified that he had 
hia back turned when the shooting took place.

In a memorandum of February 8, 1965, I requested 
an expression of your views with regard to public disclo- 
sure of unpublished documents that were furnished to the 
President's Commission on the Assassination of President 
Kennedy by the Bureau. 

following a review of your recommendations and 
the recommendations of the heads of other interested 
departments and agencies, I submitted a memorandum to 
McGeorge Bundy, Special Assistant to the President, pro- 
{ posing certain guidelines for determining which of those 
j documents should be made available to the public. By a 
•memorandum of April 19, 1965, Mr. Bundy approved those 
’ guidelines and asked me, in coordination with the National 
Archives, to instruct the appropriate agencies to conduct 
a review of pertinent documents in accordance with those 
guidelines anc to complete that review by September 1965.

Tiie items listed by National Archives for review comprise 202 pages 
of items and list more than 2000 items for review. It appears National Archives 
has listed every report that was submitted to the Warren Commission by the 

( Bureau, as well as all letterhead memoranda, all letters and any other written 
material that was furnished to the Commission, such as the preliminary report 
consisting of five volu..* as which was made available to the Warren Commission.

* The comment is also made that unless the material has been released 
to the public, classified and unclassified material not now available to the public 
shall, as a minimum, be reviewed five and ten years after the initial examination 
(and each ten years thereafter) has been completed. The criteria applied in the 
initial examination, as previously outlined, is to be applied in each subsequent 
review. 

All of the above guidelines will be followed to the fullest in making 
our review. 

It is to be noted that many of our reports do contain information 
received from confidential sources where disclosure of same might possibly 
affect the Bureau's operations. In addition, many of our reports contain data 
received from banks, telephone companies and other places of business where 
disclosure could place such business concerns in a most embarrassing position 
unless appropriate subpoenaes were issued for this data prior to public disclosure 
There is also the possibility that disclosure of some of the information as now 
contained in our reports could result in lawsuits wherein the claim would be 
made that character assassination, injury to reputation, or other miscellaneous 
claims resulted. 

The review will be made by the Domestic Intelligence Division, the 
General Investigative Division and the Laboratory, and there is a possibility 
that some of the items may refer to matters handled in the Identification Division 
and possibly the Administrative Division. Where such applies, these Divisions 
will handle their own material. 


In making tills review considerable savings in time can be achieved 
by having the list furnished by the National Archives checked against the material 
actually in the possession of Archives in order to make sure that we are reviewing 
the proper material. 

The letter from the Attorney General requested the results of our 
review be furnisned directly to National Archives by August 15, 1965. Due to 
the circumstances relating to our reports, we do not contemplate furnishing 
results of our review to National Archives but instead will furnish it to the 
Attorney General as recommendations and advise the Attorney General that the 
finai decision as to disclosure rests with the Department. 

ACTION : A review of this voluminous material is starting today and will be

DUTT stated that he was visiting his nephew in Baton 
Rouge for approximately two weeks. He advised that on the 
evening of October 5, 1965 he had been drinking in the bar at 
the Capitol House Hotel in Baton Rouge and that this time he 
was accompanied by his nephew CARY HODGES. He stated that he 
had made a statement regarding JACK RUBY and LEE HARVEY OSWAID 
but said he was drinking heavily at the time and he does not 
recall what he said. He stated that he did not know anything 
about anyone of these individuals except what he had read in 
the newspaper and that if he had talked about a plan to kill 
JACK RUBY he could not recall what he said. He advised that he 
does not know of such a plan. He also stated that be does not 
know of any plan or plot which might endanger his own life. 

DUTT stated that he frequently "talks when he is drinking" and 
cannot always be held responsible while drinking. 

He advised that he had met a man named JACK RUBY in 
Juarez, Mexico about 5 years ago but he does not think, however, 
this is the same JACK RUBY who lives in Dallas. He stated, 
however, that he thought he would go to Dallas some time in the 
future to see JACK RUBY and to "talk to him." When asked how 
and where he intended to contact RUBY in Dallas he stated that 
he would "just go to Dallas and ask for him." 

He also said that he met LEE HARVEY OSWALD in New 
Orleans about 5 or 6 years ago, but he does not believe he 
talked to OSWALD. He stated he Just saw OSWALD on the street 
in New Orleans. 

DUTT stated that he has suffered from "neurosis" 
that he had been confined to mental institutions on several 
occasions, once in 1945 at the Veterans Hospital, Augusta, 
Georgia for a mental condition. DUTT stated he had also been 
treated at the Halifax Hospital, Daytona, Florida on at least 
7 occasions between 1955 and 1962 for a mental condition.

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He also stated that he had been arrested VyTtfe 
Police Department, Daytona, Florida on several occasions for 
charges including drunknal disorderly conduct. He stated tha 
on one occasion he attacked 2 Daytona Policeman with an axe 
when they tried to arrest him. He stated that the police 
subdued him and- placed him under arrest and at the time they - 
also confiscated his rifle. 

He stated that he did not own any firearms at the 
present time but would like to get a pistol one, that would 
scare some one if he pointed it at them. He advised that he 
owned a hunting knife which he frequently carried with him. 

DUTT stated that he was in tctal agreement with all 
the policies of the present administration and that he thought 
President JOHNSON was a fine president, was doing a good job 
and was following the policy of President KENNEDY. He further 
stated that President KENNEDY was the best president we have 
had. 

DUTT stated that his plans for the immediate future 
were indefinite that he wished to find employment in Eaton 
Rouge, Louisiana. 

During the course of the interview DUTT appeared 
nervous and on several occasions became highly excited. During 
a portion of the interview in which DUTT related an incident 
regarding attacking of two policeman with an axe he became 
excited.

On 10/5/66, the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals reversed 
the conviction of RUBY for the killing of OSWALD in a unanimous 
decision. The reversal was based on two points: that RUBY should 

, have been given a change of venue; and that the testimony of Sgt. 
PATRICK DEAN, Dallas Police Department, relative to oral statements 
allegedly made by RUBY shortly after arrest should not have been 
admitted as evidence. 

The court relied on Supreme Court decisions in the BILLIE 
SOL ESTES and Dr. SAMUEL SHEPPARD cases with respect to the change 
of venue. As to the oral statements attributed to RUBY, the 
ii prosecution had relied on same to show evidence of premeditation and 
therefore to obtain a conviction of murder with malice. Texas law 
requires any confession made by a person under arrest be in writing. 

I The statements of RUBY were admitted as res gestae. It is noted suet 
statements were made after RUBY had reached his cell following arresi 
and at a substantial time after arrest. 

There has been no announcement as yet as to what court 
the case will be retried in, it being noted that the Slate District 
Attorney has fifteen days within which to ask the court to reconsider 
1 its decision. It appears doubtful that there will be any reconsiders 
tlon since the matter has been under study by the court for an 
: extended period. Defense attorneys are quoted in the press as be- 
lieving RUBY, in a second trial, will be convicted of murder without 
malice and receive a two-five year sentence.

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Mr. Charles Simms, Office of Legal Counsel, Department 
of Justice, called today and inquired whether the FBI ever had in its 
possession the gun which was utilized by Ruby to kill Lee Harvey Oswald. 
He also inquired as to whether, if we did have the gun, a ballistics 
test had ever been made of this gun.

After checking this matter, Mr. Simms was telephonically 
advised that the gun utilized by Ruby in killing Oswald was never in 
the possession of the FBI and it was not known whether or not a ballistics 
test had been made by local authorities. 

It is noted that while the Bureau did conduct a civil rights 
investigation concerning Ruby’s actions in killing Oswald, we did not 
investigate the murder of Oswald.

ALLEN advised that the Information which he was furnishing at 
this time had come to his attention approximately 18 months 
prior to this date. He advised that he was furnishing the 
information at this time because of the recent publicity 
given to the assassination of President KENNEDY and the 
subsequent Warren Report. He advised that the information bad 
come to him through a letter written by Mrs. WILLIAM (DELPHIA) 
ALLEN who is the wife of his brother, WILLIAM ALLEN, who 
resides at 1010 West Wheatland Road, Apartment 117, 

Dallas, Texas. ALLEN advised that his brothers father-in-law, 
JACK TOBIAS, manages an apartment house In Dallas and that LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD and his wife and child resided at this apartment 
house prior to President KENNEDY’S assassination. ALLEN 
continued that this letter had been written to either MELVIN ‘ 
or DAVID ALLEN, his brothers, who reside at Battle Creek, 
Michigan, and that the letter was passed on to him. ALLEN 
continued that in her letter Mrs. ALLEN had stated that she 
had learned from Mrs. JACK TOBIAS that shortly before the 
assassination, OSWALD had abandoned his wife and child at the 
apartment house and bad left them with no money or food.

/advised that he called RUBY at this number, 
ore selling off -brand merchandise and located 


on the west side of North State -Street about a half block 
south of Grand in Chicago. JhallJ advised that the individual 
who ran this store, whose name ne did not recall, had in 
addition to the material that v/as on the shelves in front, 
guns for sale to those individuals desiring them. This 
individual also had a brother who was an ex-con and who, 
according to jKALtx v/as running a similar shop some time last 
jeean, also in' Chicago. In talking with RUBY at this store, 
^HALLj advised- that RUBY told him he v/as buying some "schlock", 
"Tf/hicn term/HALBj defined as a bunch of off -brand Junk. He 
advised further that at thi 3 time RUBY was also engaged in 
the Dallas area in handling gambling action, • 

It was at this point in the interview that/HALB* 
advised that during his association with RUBY over a^period 
of some three years off and on, he became well acquainted 
with the fact that RUBY v/as greatly addicted to fried chicken. 
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Ho advised further that the original spot that he recalled 
being operated by RUBY sold fried chicken in a box. He , 
stated that this point came to mind when he saw news /' * 

coverage reflecting that the spot allegedly utilized by 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD for his assassination of tho President 
of the U. S. had had chicken remains left behind. . 

7 HALL/ ad vised that following his original introduction, 
he was WTth JACK RUBY for a period of four months straight 
and RUBY was always raising some issue about what kind of a 
score they could make. 


In this connection, /HALL/advised that some time 
in the period between 1953 ana April, 1955 t he recalled 
lhat while he was at the Petroleum Club, JACK RUBY 
propositioned/fiALlywith a deal concerning H. L. HUNT. 
According to RUBY/ HUNT had a son named "HASSIE", which was 
not generally known and who at that time was located in 
Concord, Massachusetts. RUBY vianted to ley & tra® for H. L. 
HUNT through HASSIE^utllizing a scheme whereftlALlI would 
pose as a doctor. /HALy advised that this deal f§ll through 
for some reason wnTch”ne could not recall. 


/HALL/also advised that he and JACK- RUBY teamed* 
up^at that period when/HALy was posing as /HARRY SINCLAIR/ 
JRJand beat some gambTersMn Dallas, Texas foe. some 
§10,000 to $30,000, which they split 60-40 to/HALL/and RUBY 
respectively. 

^ALI/advised that in order to build up his front, 
he went into Nieman-Marcus at Dallas with RUBY and bought 
a thousand dollars worth of .clothes, which he pa id for by 
check issued in^tha name of/HARRY SINCLAIR, JR/ With his 
new wardrobe ,4HAL1/ was able to contact those who had been 
taken by him and KUBY and secured enough cash to go back 
to the department store the same date and retrieve the check 
before it was deposited. 
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/HAli^also recalled that he went to Midland, i 
and staT^d at a hafcel vjhftsa name he reralled aa thfi* 


Texas and staled at a hotel whose name he recalled as the-. 
Sharborough (phonetic) with JACK RUBY, at which time-he .. 
noticed that JACK RUBY had four guns with him.*JliAIJ<jat * 
that time was still utilizing the name/SINCLAIRjf 

He advised that the trip to Midland, Texas was 
in connection with the scheme to get the $70,000 or 
$80,000 mentioned above. 

Going back to DICK ANDRADE ,J^HA Unadvised that 
over a period of some months he and RUBY, utilizing 
ANDRADE'S betting contact at Montreal, were able to build 
up a $5,000 credit. It was agreed that he and RUBYwould 
go to Montreal to collect and he recalled that he,£HALw 
proceeded to Montreal and JACK RUBY stopped off at Chicago. 
/jjAXI^ecalled that he was paid off by arCjindividual named 
GORDON at Montreal and also that he;/HAL£/, on several 
occasions while staying in Montreal contacted RUBY at the 
8 tore previpusly mentioned, located on State Street in 
Chicago. JJlALl) adviced that he was able through good betting 
at Montreal to build up the $5,000 to almost $20,000 and 
he proceeded from Montreal and met JACK RUBY at the Devonshire 
Hotel located on Ohio Street in Chicago. He advised that a 
couple named OLLIE and PETE (LNU) were operating the hotel 
at that time. 

In connection with this particular time he advised 
that he split the winnings with JACK RUBY and on one occasion 
he went with RUBY to visit a Joint run by BUZZY RIVKIN. • He 
also recalls at that time that JACK RUBY met with one DAVE 
"DINGY" HALPER, also of Chicago, and thinks that this 
meeting took place at the club run by BUZZY RIVKIN. 

I HALI^at this time corrected himself by advising 
that he believed that RUBY met him at the ^Devonshire Hotel, 
but »was -actually staying at the Croydon. ^yALlT^dvised that 
he,£HALLj stayed at the Palmer House, Chicago. 
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' ZKAIJ/adviscd that following this visit to Chicago, 

ho and RUBY flew to Oklahoma City wh ere they registered^ 
at the Biltmore Hotel under the name/KARRY SINCLAIR, JBj 
They stayed there a couple of days and rented a car and 
visited the birth place of WILL ROGERS. He remembered 
that there was a crap game running in that town that RUBY 
knew about and between them, they took about $2,000 from 
the gamblers there. /“RALL/re called that they won this 
money through some sort df a scheme. He also recalled 
there were other games at Shreveport, Louisiana following 
this visit to Oklahoma where JACK RUBY played gin rummy 
and lost quite a bit of money and gave the guy a check. 

/HALjZrecalls that on another occasion he was 
staying-ab the Dallas Athletic Club, utilising the name of 
jBINCLAIRjas a guest of BUDDY FCGELSON and DICK ANDRADE, 
ne advised that all the expenses for both he and RUBY on 
this occasion were paid for by either FOGELSON or ANDRADE. 

He advised that they were there for a period of some two 
or three days and we re entertained by two girls who 'were 
models from Nieman-IIarcus, who had, be en introduced to them , 
by ANDRADE. He recalled that he,/riALIy gave them $300 a* \J 
piece and that JACK RUBY in a fit of temper had hit one 
of the girls. 

n In recalling some of his contacts with RUBY, 
/JiALlvadvised that some time in about 1954 or Just prior to 
his^oing to Jail in California In April, 1955, JACK RUBY 
had gone to San Francisco and was going to see him on his 
way back to Dallas. He recalls that RUBY In going to San 
Hiancisco, was goijpg to see one J, ST0NEY", a good friend of 
^pARTY FIELD, HALL'^/uncle, He advised that STONEY was a 
bookmaker, well known in the San Francisco area and wa3 
also engaged in meeting boats at the docks to buy various 
smuggled goods from the seamen. Also he recalled that JACK 
RUBY in the San Francisco area was in contact with either 
HECKIE or SALLIE SCHUIIAN about some deal which/jiALVdid not 
know about. He advised that HECKIE SCHUIIAN is a well-known 
bookmaker in San Francisco.

^HALL?recalled that when RUB^viaited him in

/HALL/Zdvised that he has not had any direct 
contact with JACK RUBY since about 1955* although he visited 
the Carousel Club last year while in Dallas and was surprised 
to see the prosperity that was surrounding RUBY since he 
had previously ^een^jim. RUBY at that time, however, was 
not in town and^HALl/did not see him. 

tHALL^advised that it was his opinion from his

oontacts and knowledge of RUBY that RUBY had some strong . 
motivation for his shooting of TEE HARVEY OSWALD and that 
the only motivation that he,/HALy, could attribute to RUBY 
was money or the fear that OSWALD possibly might involve 
RUBY in the assassination of the President of the U. S. 

He admitted this was pure speculation on his part and made 
the offer that he would be willing to go to Dallas, Texas 
and meet RUBY and was sure that from such a meeting that 
he could learn from RUBY what motivated him to shoot and 
kill OSWALD.

1 ** A charge of 
assault— 'subject involved in fight with complainant for no 
apparent reason* and 'hit complainant in face several times with 
fists’ 1 * 1 — was resolved when Ruby was found not guilty. 1 ** In all 
his encounters with the law in Dallas before November 24, 1963, 
Ruby was exceedingly fortunate. 

In some instances a complaint was filed but Ruby was not even 
arrested. Irvin C Mazzei, the Western Regional Director of the 
Associated Guild of Variety Artists, said to agents of the FUl that 
Ruby told him that 'he had just squashed a complaint against him 
for beating one of his dancers’. 1 ** lie did it, he told Mazzei, with 
the assistance of ‘his friends in the Dallas Police Department'. 1 ** 

Employees and others assaulted by Ruby were unable to get 
the Dallas police to act. Perhaps one incident is typical. An FBI 
report stated that John B. Wilson, Jr, a practicing Dallas attorney, 
said he saw Ruby assault Frank Ferraro without provocation in 
the Lasso Bar in Dallas. 1 ** Ruby beat Ferraro badly, probably 
using brass knuckles, Wilson said, and causing a large amount of 
blood to flow from Ferraro’s wounds. 1 ** Wilson, fearing that 
Ferraro might be seriously injured, broke up the fight and looked 
for a policeman. 11 * When police officers arrived, they intended ‘to 
do nothing to Ruby* and to arrest Ferraro instead. 111 Wilson 
interceded and told the police that Ruby was the aggressor while 
Ferraro was innocent. 111 In the ensuing discussion, the police 
allowed Ruby to escape. 111 Wilson urged Ferraro to press charges, 
which Ferraro did, but Ruby was not arrested. 114 Wilson said his 
'principal impression of the attitude of the police officers was 
that they were quite willing to arrest Ferraro but were extremely 
reluctant to do anything about Ruby’. 11 * 

Ruby’s influence with the police seems to have extended to 
more than exemption from arrest and conviction. Harry Hall,, 
who told Secret Service agents that he ran a bet-and-run swindle 
in Dallas, said that he checked into a Dallas hotel, using the name 
Harry Sinclair, Jr. 11 * He then would place large bets with wealthy 
Dallas residents on football games and horse races. 11 * If he wen, 
the money was his; if he lost, he wrote out a worthless check 
and left town. 11 * Hall said that Ruby provided the cash for the 
operation and 'introduced him to likely victims*. 111 * Although

Hall tool the major risks and was the active partner. Ruby 
received 40 per cent of the takings.** 1 Hall explained that Ruby 
earned his share because of his influence with the Dallas police. 1 ** 
With Ruby as his partner, Hall 'would have no worry about any 
gambling arrest’.*** Hall knew of Ruby’s connections in ’gambling 
circles* and of Ruby’s contacts w jth the Dallas police.** 4 Yet the 
Commission did not call Hall as a witness or seek to elicit mure 
information from him.**' 

Walter C Clewis, the manager of the Municipal Auditorium 
in Mobile, Alabama,** 4 told FDl agents that he had known Ruby 
in Dallas 'over a period of several years’.*** Ruby had said 'not 
only to him but to other people in his presence that he could do 
anything he wanted in Dallas as he had enough information on the 
Police Department and judges that he could not be convicted'.*** 

Whether Ruby’s boast was true or not, the facts show that he 
was not convicted of any of the charges filed against him during 
the ten-year period from 1953 to 1963,*** and that most of the 
charges against him were not even processed.*** Neither was he 
arrested for many of the illegal acts that he committed publicly.*** 
Why should this have been so ? The Commission’s unwillingness 
to explore or even to acknowledge this question has made it 
difficult foi us to find the answer. However, certain Dallas police 
and court records do offer a clue. 

Ruby was arrested on December 5, 1954, for a violation of the 
state liquor taw, and the case was dismissed on February 8, 
1955.*** The records of the Identification Durcau of the Dallas 
police reveal that Ruby was arrested at 1.30 a.m. on December 5 
by Police Officers F.. E. Carlson and D. L. Blankenship for per- 
mitting consumption of alcoholic beverages during forbidden 
hours on a Sunday.'** In the ‘Summary of Case’ appears the 
allegation that two persons, named in the document, were per- 
mitted by Ruby to drink beer.** 4 The 'Arresting Officer’s Report’ 
says that the two officers actually saw beer on the table after 
hours and that a customer attempted 'to hold the bottle and said 
that it w as her beer’.'** The charge may seem trivial, but Ruby was 
the holder of a retail dealer’s on-premises license'* 4 and he must 
have knowq that his right to continue operating the nightclub 
was in jeopardy. 

On February 8, 1955, a motion to dismiss the case was filed in • 
the County Court and was granted.'** It was filed not by Ruby's

After reading and evaluating thoroughly the circum- 
stances of his death, with material, such as, "Inquest” by Edward Jay 
Epstein & etc. I firmly believe that the F. B. I. was not allowed to 
complete their investigation because of the time element and 
authority taken away from your office and given to the Warren 
Commission. 


The Warren Commission should have been given the 
authority only (as per ethics of judges and lawyers) to evaluate the 
investigation made by your office. The F. B. I. is a trained 
organization in the investigating field and the Warren Commission 
is not. When one part of the team is trained (The F. B. L ) and the 
other part is not trained (the Warren Commission) in the field of 
investigation, then there can never be a true and accurate account 
presented. There is too much overlapping of jurisdiction to contend 
with, also. 


The issues at the present time should not be who is 
right or wrong (The F. B. I or the Warren Commission) nor on the 
methods taken either, or any legal red tape but to solve a problem 
of most importance. 

First, the authority to investigate further evidence 
should be returned to your office.

CART HODGES, 1825 Silver, Route 1, Baton-Rouge, 
Louisiana furnished the following information after being * 
advised the identity of the interviewing agents. 1 

HODGES stated that he is an engineer in Baton Rouge 
and at the present time his uncle HARRY DUTT was visiting bin 
from Daytona Beach, Florida. HODGES stated that during the 
evening of October 5, 1965, himself and DUTT were drinking in 
the Hunt Room of the Capitol House Hotel, Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana. During the course of the conversation between the 
two men DUTT stated that he knew JACK RUBY and LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. He stated that he had met RUBY some years ago in 
Juarez, Mexico and had also met OSWALD 5 or 6 years ago in 
New Orleans. 

HODGES further stated that DUTT told him that he 
Intended to go to Dallas, Texas to see JACK RUBY. DUTT said 
that JACK RUBY should not be alive today as he was to have 
been shot "according to plan". He would not elaborate on 
this statement. 

HODGES advised that he believes his uncle Is a 
"crack pot." He said that DUTT leaves home temporarily 
without any reason and travels around the country, some- 
times for an extended period of time. He further stated 
that DUTT "hangs out in bars" frequently while on these 
trips. HODGES also stated that DUTT came to Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana about two weeks ago and secured part time employment 
as an "extra" with a movie company presently working in the 
Baton Rouge area. HODGES stated that DUTT said that he 
Intends to go to Hollywood if he cannot find employment in 
Baton Rouge. He thinks DUTT probably could make a career out 
of acting as a result of his experience with a movie company 
in Baton Rouge. 

HODGES stated that he believes his uncle has had 
"shock treatments" in the past and might have been confined 
to a mental institution.

I have just learned via a televised news broadcast 
that certain letters penned by Jack Ruby during his imprisionment 
• are being considered for public auction. 

Not being fully aware of the entire contents of these

yet to be ascertained, should be kept under the restriction and care 
of an official agency where control and assimilation of the facts can 
be undertaken in the pursuance of a clear and definite conclusion.

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On August 3, 1966, Mr. Frank M. Wozencraft, Assistant 
Attorney General, Oifice of Legal Counsel, wrote the Bureau 
recommending a conference to be held at 2 p. m. on August 17, 1966, 
for the purpose of discussing the disposition of exhibits presently in 
the custody of the FBI. In order to make certain whether there were 
any exhibits being held by the Dallas Office in the captioned matters 
over and above those being retained in the Laboratory, telephonic 
inquiry was made with SAC Shanklin at Dallas.

SAC Shanklin advised that a careful check had been 
made in the Dallas Office and there were no exhibits in either of the 
captioned cases relating to evidence as such. He stated the only 
material available was originals of signed statements which the 
Dallas Office would continue to retain. SAC Shanklin explained that 
there were two items; namely the assassination rifle and the 
pistol used in the killing of police officer Tippett which were being 
held by the Dallas Office pending litigation in Federal court in Dallas. 

It is noted that under the Federal Firearms Act the Government won a 
judgment of forfeiture of those weapons from the District Court. that 
judgment was appealed to the Fifth Circuit by Mr. King who claims 
to have purchased them from the Oswald estate. Arguments were heard 
on June 28, 1966, and a decision has been promised before the summer 
recess.

Carpool ..Consensus 

A carpool which daily makes the com- 
muter run from Maryland to the District 
has developed what k refers to as the 
Rosenthal Theory of Increased Gov- 
ernment Fjitployce Ffficicncy.

'w * F.B.I. , however, saw this as an espionage scheme. It learned 
that Judith was using the files to get plots and one day, It 
arrested the two young people.

It was a repetition of the Julius and Sthel Rosenberg 
trial. They were accused of having given Soviet agents the plans 
to construct the atomic bomb. The Rosenberg couple, Just like 
Judith Coplon, denied the accusations but were sentenced to 
death and executed, based on the evidence produced by the F.B.I. 

This evidence, especially the principal one which was a sketch 
— of something which could have been a nuclear bomb, was kept 
secret until a few months ago, when U.S. technicians who took 
part in the crentlon of the atomic bomb, acknowledged the fact 
that the sketch was worthless. 

Judith Coplon was luckier. In 1949, she was sentenced 
to ten years In prison by a New York court. The sentence was 
Increased to fifteen years by a Washington eourt of appeal, but 
Judith's lawyers made an appeal to the Supreme Court. At this 
point, the U.S. government, through the Department of Justice, 
postponed the trial Indefinitely because they could not produce 
any real proof of Judith's guilt.

17 years, Socolov has been trying unsuccessfully to get the 
Department of Justice to present the evidence it claims to have. 
Suddenly, on January 8, the Department Issued a vrlt vhlch with- 
" drev the charges it had held against Judith Coplon for 17 years. : 
The 6upreme Court quickly suspended the trial and informed the 
subject of its suspension. 

Socolov told newspapermen: 'This action has made us 

very happy, since Justice has finally been served in my wife's "7; 
case. How, we will continue our married life and will be such 
happier than we have been for the past 17 years. The important 
thing is that no one will be able to suspect my wife of having 
been in the service of the U.8.8.R. or of having been involved 
in espionage activities against this country."

On 2/23/67 , SMYTH R. GILL (NA) , Investigator, County 
Solicitor's Office, Pensacola, Fla., advised that County , 
Solicitor CARL HARPER on 2/22/67, had been contacted by 
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deceased’ 8 brother, EARLE J. KILLAM, after the brother 

had read an article regarding District Attorney JIM • 

GARRISON * s investigation in New Orleans concerning the ' 
assassination of President KENNEDY. EARLE J. KILLAM 
requested that the body of the deceased b^i exhumed and 
an autopsy performed to determine exact reason for death, 
inasmuch as the deceased knew the above mentioned JOHN 
CARTER and deceased’s wife, WANDA, had known JACK RUBY. 

Mr. GILL stated he had previously known the 
deceased HENRY THOMAS KILLAM, white male, born 9/20/22, 
Pensacola, Fla., for a number of years, and related ttet 
on 5/12/58, the deceased was arrested by local authorities 
on charges of B & E and GL. On 10/23/58, deceased entered y ^ 
plea of guilty to charges and was placed on 7 years probation. 
Shortly after being placed on probation, deceased absconded; 
however, turned himself in to local authorities on or about 
12/6/63. 

Mr. GILL continued that after deceased turned 
himself in, deceased was continued on probation. GILL said 
after this the deceased’s mother, MARY JANE KILLAM, 316 
W. Romana St., Pensacola, called him on numerous occasions 
and requested aid in placing deceased in a mental institution 
as he was "hearing voices on radio" that did not exist, 
"imagining people were following him" and also seeing 'fenakes" . 
Deceased's mother also told him that deceased was taking 
some kind of pills. ■ 

GILL said he visited deceased and his mother on 
numerous occasions, accompanied by Florida Probation 
Officer JOHN R. SKINNER. On one occasion he obtained 
samples of the pills being taken by deceased and had them 
analized and determined that they were barbituate and 
amphetamine tablets. As a result, arrangements were made 
to have deceased committed to Escambia General Hospital 
for treatment and which committment was scheduled for 
same day that KILLAM died, 3/17/64.* 

GILL stated that he is of the opinion that during 
a hallucination, the deceased either fell or jumped into 
the store window which resulted in his death by being 
cut by broken glass. 
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Mr. GILL advised that at the present time 
Solicitor HARPER is in the process of making inquiries 
to determine if there is any reasonable ground to 
exhume deceased's body and conduct an autopsy; however, 
at the present time Mr. HARPER does not believe there is 
sufficient ground or reason for such action. 

Newspaper clipping being forwarded to Bureau 
for information, and this matter will be followed 
closely with County Solicitor's Office, Pensacola, - 
Fla., and Bureau will be advised of any pertinent 
developments.

BACKGROUND: 

By airtel dated 2/24/67, all offices were instructed to accept any 
information furnished relating to District Attorney Garrison’s investi- 
gation; to advise the Bureau promptly of data received, but that no active 
investigation was to be conducted. In addition, this airtel instructed that 
no comments concerning Garrison’s investigation should be made and 
this matter was not to be discussed outside the Bureau. 

There has been widespread publicity concerning Garrison’s 
activities in New Orleans and, as a result, we are receiving voluminous 
information concerning speculation and rumors regarding the assassination. 
Such information, even though having no apparent connection to developments 
in New Orleans, should be completely evaluated at the Bureau prior to 
conducting further inquiries. Accordingly, attached for approval is an - 
airtel to all SACs, instructing that we should continue to accept any 
information concerning the assassination; however, no investigation is to 
be conducted without first obtaining Bureau authorization.

This information was supposed to have been furnished to one of 
your agents, name not now recalled, by telephone on 25 or 26 
November 1963 by William. V^rwalsh who was, at that time. Security, 
Administrator for the ApjJaratus Division then located at 6000 
Lemmon Avenue. I am bringing this to your attention for the 
following reasons: "j / ,. ' "7 


1.) Indications are that the New Orleans DA has been, or 
soon will be, in touch with Mr. Burns. 


2.) A statement attributed to Miss Con for to by Mr, Walsh 
which, if exactly a3 recalled, should probably have been closely 
checked out as a result of Mr. Walsh furnishing this information 
over the telephone. Indeed it may have been adequately recorded 
and checked but in view of 1.) above you may have an interest in 
re-examining your file. 


The attached official TI. documents reflect that Charles E. Burns 
was struck on his left hip by an automobile driven by Miss Conforto 
at 10:50 AM on 22 November 1963. Mr. Burns was crossing Atwell 
Street from a TI leased building on the north side of Atwell to 
TI's 6000 Lemmon Avenue facility. Miss Conforto was driving west 
on Atwell at a speed of 15-20 MPH. The accident was witnessed by y 
a Bob Sta6tny of 321 Lakeside, Irving, Texas. Miss Conforto was 
driving a 1962 or 1963 Cadillac bearing Louisiana license plates y 
941-935. Miss Conforto stopped and rendered aid and Mr. Burns was 
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taken to the TI health center in 6000 Lemmon Avenue and also taken v 
to Launey Clinic at S528 VJcbbs Chapel Road where he was treated. 

You will note the attached documents have typographical discrepancies 
concerning: 

. 1.) Date of accident - shown in December 9 letter to Mr. Charles 
E.Way as .21 November. The originator of the letter, Mr. H. F. Aubel, 
states this is in error and the date was 22 November. 

2. ) Spelling of Miss Conforto's name - in same letter name is 
spelled "Con£onto . " Mr. Aubel says his original notes show ’tonforto." 

3. ) Time of accident - shown on Supervisor's Investigation 
Report prepared on December 16 as 10:50 PM. Mr. Aubel, Mr. Walsh . ■ : 
and Mr. H. L. Shearer all state it was 10:50 AM . 

All the above states, and attached documents attempt to prove, is 
that Miss Conforto was involved in an accident shortly before 11 AM 
on the day of the assassination and was driving a 1962 or 1963 
Cadillac with Louisiana license plates 941-935. The rest of the 
information set forth below is not documented in writing unless it 
was written up by your office as a result of Mr. Walsh's call on 
25 or 26 November 1963. It was not brought to my attention until 
March 9, 1967. 

Mr. Walsh and Mr. H. L. "Doc” Shearer, a TI guard assigned to Lemmon 
Avenue on this date, remembers the accident well. They recall Miss 
Conforto was most agitated and nervous after the accident and Mr. 

Walsh does not attribute this excitement to the accident so much 

as to her repeated statements that, while she wanted to straighten * • . 

out the accident, she had to leave town immediately for New Orleans ’ 

and would handle all the accident details later. They say that she 

called a gentleman friend to come to TI and he came up in a green / 

Cadillac. They do not now recall his name but Mr, Walsh, on early 

day pro football player himself, remembers this man boasted of , 

playing pro football. Mr .Walsh checked this man with Tom Landry a 

few days later and Walsh remembers Mr. Landry knew the roan and knew 

he drove a Cadillac. Mr. Walsh states Mr, Landry told him this man 

was from a small Eastern school which had never "furnished” a player 

to pro football but that the man was "telling this story all over 

Dallas." It is interesting to note that everyone has described 

this individual as large, dark and heavy set. Mr. Burns thinks he 

had an "Italian-soundlng"name,with possibly "Nick" as the first name. 
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Miss Conforto entered the TI building at 3709 Atwell to nalec a 
telephone call, presumably to the gentlemen described above. • 

Patsy P. Foster was the girl assigned to receptionist duty in this 
building. Mrs. Foster states that Miss Conforto asked "how to get 
outside" and, after being told, dialed a number and said, "Jack, *-'■ 
I've just hit a man. Come and get me." Mrs. Foster said she * 
believed the man's name used was "Jack" but she has frequently 
questioned her recollection end wondered if she associa: .a the name 
"Jack" with this call only after she learned of Miss Conforto 's 
relationship to Jack Ruby. She stated she was positive the man 
who drove up in a Cadillac in just a few minutes was not Ruby. 

Mrs. Foster said she recalled one Cadillac had Louisiana plates 
(note the car of Miss Conforto had La. plates 941-935) and the 
other had Texas plates. She believed the Cadillacs were the' same 
year, color and model but observed "All Cadillacs look the same to 
me." She believed the color was tan. 


TI Guard J. B. Mitchell lias advised he passed the accident scene f 
shortly after it happened but did not speak to the Tier Involved 
or the woman who hit him. Mr. Mitchell did say he talked to Mrs. 
Foster at the scene and quotes Mrs. Foster as saying the woman 
placed a call and said, "Jack, get the hell over here quick. I've 
just hit somebody." Mr. Mitchell was pressed as to when he heard 
Mrs. Foster say "Jack" was called and he was firm in saying it was 
at the scene of the accident. Hr. Mitchell did not see "Jack". 

All of the foregoing is actually only by way of introduction and . 
description of events and, in my estimation, means very little 
except that Mr. Welsh advised me on March 9, 1967 that during 
•his conversation with Miss Conforto prior to 11:30 tl\ on 22 November 
1963, Miss Conforto stated she was cr.'.nloycd in Dallas but that she 
was going to Key; Orleans as "v;e will not be ooen tonight." (Quotes 
and underlining supplied for emphasis only - see Mr. Walsh for 
exact quote a3 he may recall it.) 

To my mind the only unexplainable aspect of the incident is, if 
Mr. Walsh’s recollection is correct, how did Miss Conforto laiow 
prior to 11:30 on 22 November 1963 that Jack Ruby would close 
his club that night? 

I am well aware of many possible, or even probable, explanations but, 
in view of Mr. Garrison's indicated interest, I thought it would 
be vc 1 1 to bring this matter to your attention. If Mr. Walsh's 
earlier information was recorded when he reported this data, it 
nay bo that comparison of that information with this is all that 
will be required. y ,

Files do, however, show that Mr. Purvis contacted the Dallas 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation on November 26, 
1963, stating he had observed an article in a Dallas newspaper 
on that date to the effect that "Jada" who had been a 
burlesque "stripper" at Ruby's Carousel Club, had been 
travelling to New Orleans on November 24, 1963, and had 
stopped near Gladewater, Texas, upon hearing on her 
automobile radio that Jack Ruby had shot Oswald. Mr . Purvis ;; - 
related that "Jada" had been involved in an accident at 
about 10:45 AM, Fr/ay, November 22, 1963, with Mr. Burns, 
an employee of Tex^> Instruments, and that an unidentified 
man was with her. He related they had offered to take 
Mr. Burns to a clinic but he had declined. Purvis stated 
he was furnishing this Information because "Jada" bad 
allegedly told Mr. Burns she was in a hurry to leave town 
to go to New Orleans, whereas it appeared from the news- 
paper article she had only left Dallas two days later on 
November 24, 1963, a circumstance he considered strange. 

Files of the Dallas Office reflect that on 
November 24, 1963, a Deputy Sheriff of Wood County, Texas, 
Informed that at approximately 1:30 PM that date, a white 
female, 30 - 35 years of age, driving a Cadillac automobile, 
bearing Louisiana license plated 941-985, had stopped at 
a service station at Hawkins, Texas. This woman had 
allegedly talked at length regarding the shooting of Oswald 
by Ruby. She reportedly made three long distance calls 
from the service station iand talked with the attendants 
concerning the shooting. Investigation disclosed that this 
automobile was registered to Miss Conforto, 627} St. Peters, r 
New Orleans, Louisiana.

Files of the Dallas Office reflect that an inter- 
view with "Jada" at El Paso, Texas, was reported in the El Paso 
Herald Post, issue of January 1, 1964, at which time the 
woman was in FI Paso for a two week engagement at a night 
club. She is quoted as saying "I was with a friend in 
a car when an accident occurred on the outskirts of Dallas, 
and a man was apparently injured. He was taken to Parkland 
Hospital for examination, and I went along.

This statement would appear to be contrary to 
fact, as Mr. Purvis in his letter indicated Mr. Burns 
who was involved in the accident with "Jada" was not 
treated at Pgjrkland Hospital.

The Director has inquired if there is any factual', 
basis for an article which appeared in the 3/15/67 issue of 
"Common Sense." This article states that television cameras 
photographed FBI Agents and police guarding the entrance to t 
"Dallas Court House" on the morning of 11/24/63 before and 
during the time that Lee Harvey Oswald was shot by Jack Ruby* 

It states that the FBI turned back Mrs. Marguerite Oswald, 
mother of Lee Oswald, from entering the building, but that the 
FBI and Dallas police allowed Jack Ruby and a "high official of 
the Justice Department" to enter. It states that this was 
recorded on film, which was confiscated from the television 
station by Texas Attorney General Waggoner Carr, who. 
subsequently turned the film over to the Justice Department, 
after making several copies, to insure smooth future dealings 
with the Department. /.

There is absolutely no basis in fact for the above

nAssociatlon, Union, Hew Jersey, has been described by the House

Oswald was never at the Dallas (County) Court House, 
but was being held at the Dallas City Hall, The shooting 
occurred in the City Hall basement when he was being transferred 
to the Court House several blocks away. There were positively 
no FBI Agents guarding the Dallas City Hall or in the basement 
of the City Hall when Ruby shot Oswald on the morning of 
111/24/63, All police personnel, newspaper reporters, or others

who were in the basement when Oswald was killed were interviewed 
hod asked to identify any other persons whom they knew to be 
present. None of these persons ever stated that any FBI Agent 
was present or that any Department personnel were present* 

Mrs. Marguerite Oswald, in her testimony before the 
^rren Commission, which appears in Volume I, Page 159, of the 
Hearings Before The Warren Commission, stated that at the time 
Lee Oswald was" shot, she and Lee's wife, Marina Oswald, were in 
a car with Secret Service Agents proceeding to Irving, Texas, to 
pick up clothes for Marina's children. Mrs. Oswald first learned 
of the shooting when they stopped at the home of the Chief of 
Police, Irving, Texas, and were told that Lee Oswald had just 
been shot. They remained at the home of the Chief of Police . 
until they learned that Oswald had died, and they were then 
driven by the Secret Service to the hospital to view Lee's 
body. At no time on that morning did Mrs. Oswald attempt to 
enter the City Hall building. 

A review of our Dallas Office files shows that all 
film made by television cameras at the Dallas City Hall on the 
morning of 11/24/63 has been shown publicly and furnished to 
the Warren Commission. We have never received any authentic 
report that any film was confiscated by Texas Attorney General 
Carr or was otherwise withheld from public exhibition.

been under the influence of drugs or Intoxicants.

She then s&fcftad that she had been questioned by 
representatives of the FBI and that her mother had likewise 
been questioned by representatives of the FBI with regard to 
the Jack L. Ruby part in the murder of Lee Harvey Oswald reported 
by the Warren Commission as being responsible for the degsh 1 
of the lath United States President JOHN F. KENNEDY. She further 
stated. that she had been advised by those interviewing her that 
SAM W. JOHNSON had made a signed statement possibly implicating 
KATHRYN HITCEfflOCK. JOHNSON stated that he felt that KATHRYN 
HIgCHCOCK was’ "fishing for information" from him; that she 
.talked in "circles" and kept making statements to the effect 
that SAM W. JOHNSON had "really hurt her." She said that . • 
JOHNSON probably thought be might get his name in the paper 
by furnishing information but that (4si© should realize that 
his name might "end up in the dSHdttiary column of the paper.

For the information of the Bureau, regular contact 
has been maintained v/ith County Solicitor CAriL IlARPEn, 

Escambia County, Pensacola, Florida by SA WILLIAM O, LANDSGAARD 
concerning captioned matter. 

On 3/17/G7, Mr. HARPER advised that he has inter- 
viewed numerous individuals in connection with KILLAM's 
death and he has not developed any information that KILLAM's 
death had any connection v/ith the assasination of President 
KENNEDY. Ho stated that he is of the opinion that KILLAM's 
death was an accidental death and that KILLAM was under the 
influence of narcotics which caused him to have hallucinations if 
which either caused him to fall or jump into the store window, / 
resulting in his death by being cut by broken glass. / 

Mr. HARPER continued, however, that he has not 
as yet, decided whether or not KILLAM's body would be 
exhumed for an autopsy to be conducted to determine whether 
or not he was actually under the influence of narcotics at 
the time of his death, lie stated that he is of the opinion 
that an autopsy at this late date would be of very little 
benefit due to the length of time that KILLAM has been 
inturned. He dated, however, that if he decided to exhume . 
KILLAM's body and have an autopsy performed, that he would 
advise of the results of this autopsy. 

The Jacksonville Division w ill continue maintaining

Anderson stated that he went to New Orleans fully ' 
prepared to present a hostile viewpoint to Garrison. After 
listening to Garrison for approximately 90 minutes he began 
to believe Garrison's story, Anderson describes Garrison as 
a very convincing talker who has considerable facts at his 
disposal, Anderson now believes there is some authenticity 
to Garrison's claims and future plans. Garrison told Anderson 
that he will undoubtedly hold a full-scale trial within six 
months. 

Basically, Garrison told Anderspn that the entire ’ . 

assassination plot stemmed from David W. /Ferric, who was, the 
genius and mastermind of the entire thing, and with Clay/Shaw, ^ 
who was in the beginning subsidized by the Central Intelligence' 
Agency. Garrison has facts, as well as witnesses, according 
to Anderson, to prove that Lee Harvey Oswald came to the atten- . 
tion of Ferrie and Shaw when Oswald first arrived in New Oilcans, 

At that point both Ferrie and Shaw recognized the fact that 
Oswald was a former marine, bad had lengthy experience in the 
Soviet Union, was married to a Soviet citizen, and therefore 
had ties and background which would lend themselves to gaining 

I easy access to Cuba, Shaw at this point already had been 
approved by the CIA, through an appropriate cut-out, to engineer 
a plot that would result in the assassination of Fide 1- Castro*- . 

Upon learning of Oswald's background, Ferrie^corndbi?.e|&67 
the idea of setting up Oswald in an attempt to establish a 
Fair Play for Cuba organization in New Orleans, Ferrie- and.,* *=- 
Shaw arranged for Oswald to. obtain an office which formerly bad 
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been rented by an anti>€astro organization, Ferrie and Shaw 
also conceived the idea of sending Oswald to Mexico in a fake 
attempt to obtain permission to re-enter the Soviet Union. 
Garrison, according to Anderson, can prove that Oswald did this 
merely to establish a good atmosphere so that he could gain 
ready access to Cuba, .-1 

Garrison claims that it was at this point that Oswald 
became disillusioned and refused to go through with the plot 
J^>_assassinate)^as^tro. Upon returning to New Orleans from ~ 
Mexico*, Oswald advised both Ferrie and Shaw that he would v - • 
not go through with their plans, . Shaw and Ferrie, being^^-X/ 

1 guided by several Cubans in their midst, then conceived the 
idea (mostly because of the fiasco at the Bay of Pigs) of 
assassinating President Kennedy, Ferrie and Shaw believed 
that Oswald could be the ‘'patsy*' and instructed him to go to 
Dallas for the purpose of the assassination, 

' • 

They also engineered the idea of him buying the ' 
gun under the name of A. J, Hidell, and the use of the mails 
in procuring this gun so that it would be an open, public 
record which could be traced to Oswald. They additionally told 
Oswald that he should keep certain papers in his possession 
which would trace back to the gun. 

On the day of the assassination, Ferrie traveled to ' 
Houston, allegedly for the purpose of ice skating, Witnesses 
at the ice skating rink remember Ferrie as being at the rink v . .. . 
and have Indicated to Garrison that Ferrie, while he did not ; 
ice skate, did stand near a pay telephone at all times on the 
day of 11/22/63, 

Garrison also has witnesses who will testify that 
jl&c^=^ubx.was the eyes and ears for Ferrie at all times. Ruby 
sent two of his people to Houston so that, upon the success of 
the assassination attempt, these two people could use a local 
pay phone to advise Ferrie of the success of the plot. Garrison 
claims that a long distance phone call from Dallas to Houston 
could, of course, have been traced; hence the desirability of 
using the local phone, Anderson^stated that Ruby was definitely 
in on the plot and was later instructed by Ferrie and Shaw to.

He stated that at the close of Garrison's six-hour recitation 
of facts, he (Anderson) was of the opinion that Garrison was not 
only sincere, but very convincing. Anderson stated that Garrison 
firmly believed his facts. Anderson then told me that he bluntly 
tasked Garrison why Garrison had not given all these convincing 
./facts to the FBI, whereupon Garrison replied, "I got started off 
lion the wrong foot with the FBI." Garrison added, "I would be 
■more than willing to give the FBI everything I have and let 
'jthem finish the investigation if they so desire." 

1 Anderson told me that he, of course, is now in A 

position to contact Garrison and indicate that the FBI will or i 
will not take over this case. I told Anderson that the FBI 
/ would not under any circumstances take over the case. I stated 
that Garrison had m >ie it quite plain that he did not want the 
cooperation of the FBI and, as a matter of fact, Garrison had 
threatened to put handcuffs on any of our agents who approached 
ffhim for information. 

I I also told Anderson that, while we of course would

Limbaugh advised that* he has the "answer to the'' - ^ ’ W 

assassination probe by District Attorney James C. Garrison" and - 
has been trying to see Mr, Garrison for about two weeks, but 
Mr, Garrison "does not appear to be Interested in seeing him." 

He 6tated, 'Ur, Garrison appears to be interested in getting 
votes and making a name for himself," Limbaugh remarked that 
he "was there when the assassination took place" and "was 
propositioned to take part in it." 

Limbaugh said he knew Jack Ruby very well end worked 
for Ruby for "four years, from 1959 until about three days before 
the assassination in 1963," At the same time he worked for Ruby - 
in. Ruby's three night clubs in Dallas, Texas, Limbaugh also 
worked at Dinwiddle Direct Mail Advertising Company, Dallas, part- 
time for five hours a day. 

Limbaugh advised that Jack Ruby was a "queer," a • 

"known homosexual," and "everybody called Ruby 'Pinkie'." Ee 
said J. D. Tippit, the Dallas, Texas, policeman who was shot 
by Lee Harvey Oswald, was a "bouncer and friend of Jack Ruby." 

He stated that Tippit "worked for Ruby day and night, never 
vent to police headquarters in regard to his work as a police 
officer, and reported to tho Dallas Police Department by telephone." 
According to Limbaugh, Tippit had lived with Ruby at an apartmont 
at Oakcllff, betv/ecn Dallas and Fort North, since about 1958, and 
Tippit was living v/ith Ruby at that apartment at the time Tippit 
was shot by Oswald. He said Ruby and Tippit also had an apartment 
above the Colony Club, one of the night clubs owned by Ruby, on 
the main street of Dallas, next to the Neiman Marcus Store.’. 
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Limbaugh advised that one of his duties vhen he vas v '' 
employed at Ruby's night clubs was to look after the girls who 
worked in the clubs. lie stated that approximately one week or. 
ten days before the assassination of President Kennedy, he went ;•*. 
into Ruby's office in the Colony Club in order to get some money 
from Ruby to give to one of the girls so she could buy some - - . 
stockings, and he sav; three men in conference with Ruby in the 
office. He said Tippit was one of the men because he knew Tippit, 
and said he recognized another one of the men as being Lee Harvey 
Oswald since he had recently seen Oswald's picture in a newspaper 
for passing out posters in New Orleans. He said Ruby later told 
him the other man was David William Ferrie. After Ruby gave him 
money for the girl, Limbaugh left the office. After a few minutes, 
Tippit left Ruby's office, and Limbaugh asked him who the other 
man was, but Tippit told him he did not know. 

Limbaugh stated that about three days before the assassi- 
nation, he again went into Ruby's office in the Colony Club in 
order to get money from Ruby to give to one of the girl employees 
of the club. At that time he saw Tippit, Oswald, and a woman • 

in the room with Ruby, and on a table in the room he saw a map 
of the sixth floor of the wholesale book store building fi*oat 
where "the shot was fired by Oswald." After Ruby, gave Limbaugh 
the money, Limbaugh departed from the office. A few minutes 
later, Tippit left the office and Limbaugh asked him who the 
people were in the office. Tippit told Limbaugh he did not 
know, at which time Limbaugh called Tippit a "liar" and told 
Tippit he knew one was Oswald. At that time Tippit told Limbaugh 
that he might as well ask Ruby if he wanted to know who the 
people were. He said he later asked Ruby who the man and woman 
were, and Ruby told him the man was Oswald and said the woman 
was "really a man named Ferrie, who he had previously seen in 
the office, who was dressed as a woman and i6 known as Cappie : 
Bertrand." Ruby further commented that Cappie Bertrand was a 
female impersonator. Ruby related to Limbaugh that "they are - 
going to do a Job for me," and Ruby remained that "if Oswald 
does not do what 1 want him to do I am going to kill him." At 
that time Ruby also commented that he was "not going to haxtx 
the lady," and Limbaugh bclievos he was referring to Ferrie, who 
..Ruby had previously said .v/as Cappie Bertrand. At that samo 
time, according to Limbaugh, Ruby asked Limbaugh, "How v/ould you 
like to make $1,000 for one night?" Limbauch asked him how he 
could do that, and Ruby stated it was "something dealing with 
politics." Limbaugh asked Ruby if it had anything to do with 
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the President coning to Dallas, and Ruby ’'remarked something 
to the effect that it did concern the President’s visit.* v-'* 
Limbaugh asked Ruby "if it was to be the Lincoln-Booth incident 
repeating itself,” to which Ruby replied they ”were going to - V 
hurt President Kennedy and Governor Connally but were not. going 
to kill them.” Limbaugh said he told Ruby he did not want any. 
part of that”business.”

Linbaugh advised that he left Ruby’s club that day, 
three days before the assassination, and went to Pincville, 
Louisiana, where he ”put himself in the Central State Hospital 

for Rental Patients because he had had a nervous breakdown.”' - . *

Limbaugh stated that Jack Ruby had had cancer since ' ' • ' 
about 1951, even while Ruby was in Chicago, and he said that 
several of Ruby’s employees, as well as some of Ruby's relatives ~ 
knew Ruby had cancer. Limbaugh said he went to see Ruby when 
Ruby was in the Dallas Jail and he asked Ruby why he had shot 
Oswald. He said Ruby told him he "did it because of Jackie, 

John F, Kennedy, Jr., and Caroline; because the man had taken 
their father and had robbed us of the President of the United 
States.” Linbaugh adviced that he also visited Ruby in thfc 
hospital in Dallas about two days before Ruby diod. At that 
time Ruby told Limbaugh he "had shot Oswald because he (Ruby) 
alvyays wanted to be popular, and that now he would be famous 
and would be remembered in history.” • 

Limbaugh advised he "had known Clay Shaw for nine • 
years in New Orleans." He said that "ten years ago Shaw was 
very gay and liked to dress up in women's clothing." He 
stated he "does not think Shaw had anything to do with the . . . ' 
assassination matter." He said that "Perry Russo is lying i- 
when he says ho (Russo) saw Shaw with Osv/ald on the waterfront . 
because that on the first date Russo claims he saw Shaw and 
Oswald, Shawvas at the Central State Hospital for Mental Patients 
in Pincville, Louisiana, visiting with him (Limbaugh).” He 
said that "on the second date Russo claims he saw Shaw and Oswald 
together on the waterfront, he (Limbaugh) and Shaw were having . 
lunch together at the Court of Two Sisters Restaurant in the 
French Quarter in New Orleans.” 

Limbaugh stated that "Mr. Garrison thinks Bertrand 
is a man" but that "Bertrand was Forrie dressed os a woman.” 
Limbaugh advised he had seen Forrie dressed as a woman in clubs 
in New Orleans on two occasions— once at Lafitte’s Bar in the;,,:. 
Fronch Quarter in New Orleans, and once at a "party hold in a', 
house located in about the 1300 block of Dauphine Street, New, - ■>. 
Orleans.” Limbaugh stated he could not recall, the dates on ‘ 
which he bad seen Ferrie dressed as a woman. 
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Limbaugh advised that the "whole assassination plot - 
was arranged in Washing ton, D. C.; was carried to San Antonio,. 
Texas ; then carried to Dallas, Texas;. and was carried back to. 
Washington, D. C." lie 6aid the "persons who took part in the . 
assassination were part of the President's tour or was arranged 
by part of Vice-President Johnson *6 group#" He stated "the 
assassination never cane to New Orleans." Llmbaugh stated that, 
in his opinion, "Oswald shot Governor Connally and Feri'ie shot 
President Kennedy."

On the evening of April 30, 1975, siy wife took a telephone 
_call to my residence from an Individual who Identified heraelf as 
Harriet Lubln of the CBS (Columbia Broadcasting System)7 The

dence of the Daniel W. Fults, Jr. who was formerly associated with 
the FBI.

the assassination. In addition, the Bureau reportedly told the V/arren 
Commission that we had no knowledge of Jack Ruby prior to the assassina- 
tion, nor did we have any information indicating that he was connected with 
organized crime. And yet, it is alleged that the Bureau had contacted Ruby 
on nine different occasions in an attempt to recruit him as an informant. 
Parker said it was his understanding that these contacts were discontinued 
when Ruby failed to provide any useful information to the Bureau. It is 
also claimed that Ruby, who was then known as Jack Rubenstcin, was 
involved in a union killing in 1939. Parker said that these charges raise r 
serious questions about Ruby's relationship with the Bureau and with 
elements in organized crime. Finally, Parker said that if a threatening 
note was, in fact, received from Oswald, the Committee wants' to' kriovT - '^ 
what the note contained and why it was destroyed.

It should be noted that the House Select Committee on 
Intelligence Activities recently requested files, reports, and materials 
dealing with a "threatening note” received by thq Dallas Office from 
Lee Harvey Oswald in November, 1963, and asked that staff members be 
allowed to interview SA James P. Hosty, Jr. As you know this matter is 
currently under investigation by the Bureau and is being referred to the 
Department for a determination of whether any prosecutive action is 
warranted. As a consequence we are advising Chairman Pike that it 
will not be possible for us to furnish the information requested, nor can 
we make Agent Hosty available for interview at this time. As an 
alternative we are offering to brief the Chairman in a general manner 
as to the nature of the Bureau’s investigation in these matters. 

It is recommended that we adopt the same position with : 
respect to Chairman Edwards’ request. Attached is a memo to the 
Deputy Attorney General advising him of the Chairman’s request and - 
recommending that we decline to testify on any matters which are under 
investigation by this Bureau or which may be referred to the Department 
for possible prosecutive action.

This concerns Allegations that Jack Ruby was in- 
l volved in a union killing in Chicago in 1939. FBI 
L_investigation into thi^was conducted in 1963 shortly 
*after Ruby killed Lee Arvey Oswald. A "Chicago / 
Tribune" newspaper artixle was located whiqh repo^>d 
that Leon R. Cook,., die^^n 1/5/40, after being shcIlT 
by John Martin on 12/8 / j 9. Another article reported 
that Martin was freed of the charge of murder. Cooke 
(spelling used in Warren Commission Report) , Martin 
and Ruby (who was known as Rubens tein at the time), 
were associated with the same union. The FBI report 
did not include any information regarding Ruby being 
questioned in the case. In 1963, Chicago FBI caused 
an extensive search to be made of Chicago Police 
Department (CGPD) records. No information was found 
regarding the murder and no references were found re- 
garding Martin, Ruby or Rubenstein. When Deputy 
Associate Director James B. Adams appeared before the 
House Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights ' 
on 10/21/75, Chairman Don Edwards suggested that Chicago 
Police Offense Report 55513, dated 12/9/39, and Detective 
Report dated 12/8/39, be checked to determine if they 
^ (pertained to the killing. He also suggested that it be

NOTE : New York "Daily News," Dallas "Times Herald," UPI and 

other news outlets have carried recent stories quoting a 
former "CIA Agent" as saying that Jack Ruby once discussed 
the assassination of President Kennedy with Fidel Castro. 

Later stories identified the "CIA Agent" as Frank Sturgis, 
a“ "contract operative, that is not a regular payroll employee," 
who worked for the CIA in Cuba. The story also stated 
that Sturgis, who became well known as one of the Watergate 
burglars, recently testified before the Senate Intelligence 
Committee. Other news articles report that Wally Weston, 
former MC at Ruby's Carousel Club, could corroborate Sturgis* 
story and establish that Ruby knew Oswald before the 
assassination. This furnishes background data to Miami and 
Los Angeles and instructs those offices to conduct aggressive 
interviews to either verify or refute the information 
furnished by Sturgis and Weston. Tfre proposed interview 
of Sturgis was coordinated with Mr. Theisen of the Special 
Accounting Matters Unit who advised there are no Watergate 
related charges outstanding against Frank Sturgis.

wall VxWESION was interviewed at the 'Theatre Lounge, 

1326 Jacks oo Street, Dallas, ?ex»s. He advised at the present 
time he .Is f illing a.r* entertainment contract at the Kings 
Club in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma or d he is visiting in Pallas 
only temporarily. He maintains an apertmsR^ iu Dallas at 4617 
Samuels Boulevard, Apartment 131. WESTON stated he and his wife 
SHARI ANGEL WESTON, who is an exotic darter known as SHARI 
ANGEL, are both acquainted with -JACK KIT: i*, owner of the Carousel 
Club on Commerce Street iu Dallas. WESTON continued ha has 
known RUBY intimately for three or four years and worked for RUBY 
at the Carousel Club for fourteen months as master of ceremonies. 

He said he presumed that his cor-i.lno.3d friendship with RUBY has 
come about as a result of his respect for RUBY'S <ecc«tfzlciii*s and 
temper. He said over bis period of acquaintance with RUBY, he has 
known when to discontinue an argument with RUBY before RUBY had 
an opportunity to become violent. Ee has known RUBY to become 
so infuriated at a person In an argument, RUBY would strike the person 
with whom he was arguing. He stated RUBY was a very impulsive person 
who would make a statement at a time of ore of his temper tantrums 
and later he would have completely forgotten The Incident which 
provoked such a remark. On one occasion he become extremely angry 
at a d.ru-xver in bis orchestra and threw him down a flight of stairs 
and two days later he asked the dr usurer why he hadn’t reported for 
duty, having completely forgotten that he told the drummer, ’’you 
can’t quit because 1 fired you" ; at the time he threw him down the 
stairs. WESTON stated this was typical of RUBY’S impulsiveness. 

WESTON said he has never know PUiY to have any particular interest 
in politics nor has he been a member of any organizations that 
WESTON could recall. WESTON' said he has never heard RUBY express 
any Un-Amer lean sentiment arid be had no reason to believe RUBY is 
not a loyal American citizen in every respect. He advised RUBY has 
always had a strong desire to he somebody and he is a ’’publicity 
hound”. WESTON pointed out when the United States was swept by 
the 50-mile hike craze, he and RIBY conceived a plan for WESTON 
to make a 50-mile hike for publicity purposes for the Carousel 
Club. RUBY was to contact the news media in Dallas and create 
as much publicity ori WESTON’S hike as possible; however, RU3Y 
failed on the publicity part and the hike did rot receive the 
publicity they both anticipated. 
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WESTON said RU3Y is continuously^ 'seeking to pro- 
mote business for himself at the Carousel Club and because of 
this.he is friendly and tried to be friendly with persons he 
thin!cs will be good for his business. RU3Y has spent much tine 
around the Police Department in Dallas, the Sheriff 's Office and 
other public places handing out business cards entitling the 
person receiving sane to admittance to the Carousel Club and / 
free drinks as a guest. WESTON said be knew RUBY had many 
friends at the Dallas Police Department as a result of promotional 
activities. He stated it was his personal opinion and belief 
that RUBY possibly murdered LEE HARVEY 03Y/ALD for two reasons. 

Ho felt one reason could have been RUBY'S strong desire for 
national publicity which would result from his act or RU3Y, 
because of his violent temper, could have become angered at the 
murderer of a member of the Dallas Police Department, whom he 
felt were his friends. YYESTON said he did not believe OSWALD'S 
murder was connected in any way with RUBY'S political beliefs 
or because of RUBY’S sympathy for some foreign Government. He 
added he has never heard RUBY criticize the American form of 
Government, the leaders of this country, nor has he ever expressed 
any radical ideas. WESTON recalled RUBY was extremely sensitive 
about his being of Jewish extraction and for that reason Y/ES70N 
had received specific instructions from RU3Y that in his Job as 
master of ceremonies he was to stay completely away from any 
jokes or comments of a racial or political nature. 

WESTON said he knew RUBY did have a gun in his possession 
based on the following instances. About eight months ago there was 
an attempted burglary at the Carousel Club, which was discovered by 
RU3Y upon his entrance into the club. RUBY ran down the back stairs 
of the club to his automobile, which was parked on a nearby street, 
secured a gun from the automobile and returned to the club, think- 
ing the burglars still might be in the club. About six months ago 
two customers arriving at the club were approached by one of the 
club employees to pay their $2.00 fee for entrance into the club. 
These customers reported they had paid $2.00 to two young men who 
were standing at the downstairs entrance to the club as they entered. 
RUBY ran down the stairs Just in time- to see the two young boys run- 
ning up the street. RUBY ran to his automobile which was nearby, 
got his pistol out of the trunk of the car, put it in his shirt, 
and began looking around for the boys. Shortly thereafter the two be 
were apprehended by officers of the Dallas Police Department, at whic 
time they were returned to the Carousel Club. When the officers took 
the boys to RUBY to inquire whether ho wanted to filo charges 
against the boys, RUBY hesitated and then instructed the officers to 
forget the whole matter because there was so little money Involved.

RUBY instructed the police to admonish the boys for their actions 
and then to release them. 

WESTON concluded by advising because of RUBY'S 
peculiar personality and violent temper, RUBY has no close 
personal friends. WESTON statod he felt he was possibly closer 
to RUBY than anyone else he knew, because over the period of 
three or four years, he has learned how to get along with RUBY. 

ITe added with regard to the incident when entertainer BILL DS BAR 
who is presently aopearing at the Carousel Club reported he had 
seen LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the club, WESTON did not foel DE MAR 
could have recognized OSWALD because of the difficulty experienced 
in recognizing persons in the audience from the stage. WESTON 
pointed out a performer has a spotlight shining in his face while 
he is on stage and it would be very difficult for the performsr to 
recognize anyone looking into the audience from the st 2 ge. He 
felt DE MAR had made the claim he saw OSWALD in the audience be- 
cause of DE MAR'S desire for publicity. 


Mr. WESTON said he has not seen RU3Y since the President's 
assassination on November 22, 1963 and he is un?.ble to account 
for his whereabouts since that time.
